Because of traditional patterns of job segrega- 
tion and inadequate education and training in scien- 
tific and technical subjects for women compared to 
men, women are disproportionately affected by the 
introduction of new technology. Not only are they 
more likely to lose their jobs, but they are also more 
likely to find that the quality of work has deteriorat- 
ed in the jobs that remain. (MN) 
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The merging of the earlier post-industrial era with 
the current period of high technology has given the 
contemporary American lifestyle a leisure orienta- 
tion. It is generally accepted that the process of 
leisure education involves five component areas: lei- 
sure a , self: , decision making, 
leisure skills, and social interaction. To date, leisure 
education is most frequently applied in adult educa- 
tion programs at the fourth component level, leisure 
skills. Because many of the significant variables in 
leisure education are also significant in adult educa- 
tion, it would appear that a philosophical base exists 
for the integration of leisure education and adult 
education.

To do this, GAO reviewed and 
analyzed U.S. Department of Labor records and 
those of local private industry councils (PICs) and 
prime sponsors at a random sample of 10 sites in one 
region and at other sites in different parts of the 
country. The study found that PICs were composed 
of about 60 percent representatives of businesses, 
especially large manufacturing firms, and that the 
PSIP program placed a larger proportion of partici- 
pants in more successful training modes than did the 
older, more traditional program. The PSIP also 
served a less-disadvantaged clientele than the other 
programs, that is, older persons with more years of 
education, than did Title IIB. A greater proportion 
of PSIP participants found employment after leav- 
ing the program than did Title IIB participants, 
especially in unsubsidized placement. GAO’s find- 
ings do not point out a superiority of one program 
over the other; rather, they show that different types 
of participants may alter the types of training need- 
ed and the outcomes. The researchers conclude 
that, in administering the Job Training Partnership 
Act, allowance should be made for in-school groups, 
separate from the overall group, and separate per-

In times of economic recession, dollars for job 

training and job placement programs grow scarcer, 

and those that are available tend to go to middle- 
class workers who are displaced or temporarily 
unemployed. The structurally unemployed-primari- 
ly the poor, the less educated, and minority youth- 

d it harder to compete for the needed training, 


and their situation becomes even more desperate 
than it is in times of recovery or economic growth. 
Common sense, equity, and efficiency would 

for exactly the opposite approach, beginning earliest 
with jobs targeted on areas and groups with the most 
severe problems. Youth programs should be first, 
not last, on the agenda; and among youth programs, 
those combining work, education, and training for 
the most disadvantaged, rather than conservation 
experiences for the most advantaged, should receive 
first ne For the 1980s, a youth job stra 
with the following elements should be implemented: 
(1) the use of Job Corps programs, which have been 
proven s in high technology training for 
youth; (2) a public service career intern program; (3) 
community improvement ventures; (4) entitlement 
projects similar to the successful Youth Incentive 
Entitlement Pilot Projects models; (5) the develop- 
ment of youth community service projects; (6) ex- 
panded summer programs; and (7) the expansion of 
the Conservation Corps. These proposed youth jobs 
programs all have education and training compo- 
nents built in from the outset. They can be used in 
concert with the Job Training Partnership Act, and 
they will help avoid the jobs programs mistakes of 
the past. (KC) 
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Little attention has been given to how adults deve- 
lop through their lifetimes and what roles their 
workplace environments play in that development. 
Research and theory regarding adult psychosocial 
development have confirmed the developmental 
life-cycle phases of adulthood. These are: leaving 
the family (ages 16-22), getting into the adult world 
(22-29), the age 30 transition, rooting (20-35), be- 
coming one’s own person (35-40), midlife transition 
(40-43), restabilization (43-50), preretirement (50- 
65), and retirement. Each of these phases is charac- 
terized by a distinct set of developmental tasks that 
must be met to maintain a steady sequence of 
growth. The supportive workplace for individuals 
moving into early adulthood provides for resociali- 
zation for these younger workers who are breaking 
away from home and establishing a career identify. 


The role of the oe can be keyed to two 
different aspects of the developmental tasks being 
faced by workers at the midlife transition. The 
workplace should both treat employees as adults 
and permit them to grow as persons. Some appro- 
aches and specific supports for workers at this stage 
include financial compensation for performance and 
productivity gains, diversified job roles and respon- 
sibilities, adequate “hygiene” conditions, career 
counseling, effective assessment centers, and im- 
proved human resource planning and forecasting 
centers. (A final section points out other variables 
affecting worker/workplace relationships.) (YLB)

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Identifiers—* Occupational Information System 
During Fiscal Year 1979-1980, the National Oc- 
cupational Information Coordinating Committee 
(NOICC) and its network of state counterparts, 
State Occupational Information Coordinating Com- 
mittees (SOICCs), made progress in carrying out 
their legislative mandates to develop and implement 
an occupational information system, to improve in- 
teragency communication and coordination, and to 
give special attention to the labor market informa- 
tion needs of youth. First, NOICC prepared a 
framework document that established the minimum 
parameters of the Occupational Information System 
(OIS) and defined the basic informational require- 
ments and standards that the OIS must satisfy. In 
addition, a grant was awarded to train SOICC per- 
sonnel, and many other start-up projects were de- 
signed and implemented. In order to increase 
interagency communication and coordination, 
NOICC participated in joint workshops and train- 
ing sessions with the Veterans Administration, the 
Federal Trade Commission, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the Department of Defense, and the Em- 
ployment and Training Administration. NOICC 
also spent more than $3 million to support the labor 
market information needs of youth. Much of the 
money was spent to continue to develop the career 
information delivery systems in each state and to tie 
them to the national system. Grants were provided 
for various states to carry out projects in this area. 
Future directions for NOICC and its state units 
were planned to continue the work started during 
this fiscal year. (KC) 
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In 1982, the National Occupational Information 
Coordinating Committee (NOICC) and its network 
of state counterparts, State Occu Loos Informa- 
tion Coordinating Committees (SOICCs), made sig- 
nificant progress in carrying out their legislative 
mandates despite funding contraints. Committees 
were operating in all states, each with a director or 
coordinator to oversee its daily activities. In the area 
of Occupational Information System (OIS) develop- 
ments, NOICC produced major technical tools for 


improving the database of the OIS, such as the third 
edition of “Vocational Preparation and Occupa- 
tions” and a technical guide, “Guide to Forming 
Units of Analysis.” Work also began on a crosscode 
to match military occupations with their civilian 
equivalents, and NOICC funded two projects to 
help states produce estimates and projections of em- 
ployment demands. In the area of information for 
program planning, some type of supply/demand 
analyses was made available or was near completion 

43. states, and efforts were expanded to help voca- 
tional educators to understand and use occupational 
information. Through various efforts in 1982, the 
network helped provide career information to thou- 
sands of persons, especially the young, and NOICC 
continued to support the development of statewide 
career information delivery systems (CIDS). In ad- 
dition to involvement with CIDS and counselor 
training activities, state committees contributed to 
the publication of job search booklets, occupational 
briefs, and career information newspapers and 
magazines. Finally, during the year, the network 
continued its efforts to improve communication and 
coordination among producers and users of occupa- 
tional information through activities such as the 
NOICC/SOICC Information Service. A compre- 
hensive directory was published. (KC) 
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Since its inception in 1933, everything that the 
Employment Security Service has done directly and 
indirectly involves the gathering, analysis, and dis- 
tribution of occupational information. Yet, as vital 
as occupational information is to the employment 
service, only a yt small portion of the total em- 
ployment security budget, perhaps 5 to 10 percent, 
is actually a to the occupational and labor 
market functions. To fulfill its p! , administra- 
tive, and operational obligations, the Employment 
Security Service needs the following: occupational 
information concerning the short- and long-term la- 
bor demand and supply on a labor market area level, 
an annual labor market area analysis of supply and 
demand by industry and occupation, and a work- 
load data system for use in planning and evaluating 
local office and statewide performance. Examina- 
tion of the totality of the Occupational Information 
System (OIS) and the national and state occupa- 
tional coordinating committee structure reveals that 
the major gaps and deficiencies of the system exist 
at the state and local levels. To remedy this situa- 
tion, legislators must provide adequate support and 
funding for a professionally staffed nationwide em- 
ployment service system. (MN)

Identifiers—* Occupational Information System 
In order to be maximally effective, an occupation- 
al information system (GIs) designed to support 
vocational education planning, administration, and 
client services should contain information dealing 
with energy, women in the work force, productivity, 
population demographics, equal opportunity, civil 
rights, coordination and linkage, new and changing 
occupations, resource limitations, and the world 
economy. Occupational information is needed to 
make decisions that are related to long-range plan- 
ning, economic development, personnel develop- 
ment, curriculum development, facilities and 
equipment planning, program monitoring, evalua- 
tion and compliance, organizational development, 
policy and legislation formulation, budget justifica- 
tion, funding allocation decisions, and research and 
information development. Particularly needed are 
data pertaining to occupational demand, occupa- 
tional supply, occupational characteristics, compli- 
mentary occupational information, and supply and 
demand analysis. Much of the information that is 
available in these areas is not, however, suitable for 
inclusion in an OIS. Often, existing data are incom- 
plete, limited in scope, and inconsistently based on 
ambiguous criteria. In light of these informational 
needs, the National Occupational Information 
Coordinating Committee (NOICC) should take im- 
mediate action to establish the requirement defini- 
tions for an OIS that will be responsive to both the 
short- and long-range planning needs of national, 
state, and local vocational education agencies. 
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The types and functions of the agencies needing 
occupational information for use in career counsel- 
ing vary greatly. For example, career and guidance 
counseling is often supplied by a wide variety of 
individuals, including general education teachers, 
rehabilitation counselors, employment service 
counselors, Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) counselors, vocational educa- 
tion teachers, and school counselors. Among the 
forms that such counseling is likely to take are the 
following: testing, group counseling, individual 
counseling, and group guidance. To be of maximum 
use to the widest possible audience, an occupational 
information system designed to aid career guidance 
and counseling efforts must contain information 
pertaining to occupational demand and supply, oc- 
cupational characteristics, complementary informa- 
tion, and supply and demand analysis. While 
various career and labor market information is avail- 
able from governmental or commercial sources, 
much of information is prepared primarily for 
distributional purposes and, as such, does not meet 
the needs of school-based career education and 
guidance programs. To fill the need for information 


capable of giving students a broad understanding of 
occupational structure and points of access to the 
labor market, states should provide inservice train- 
ing to familiarize teachers and counselors with the 
occupational system and should expand delivery of 
the system to diverse subpopulations. (MN) 
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Identifiers—*Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act, Prime Sponsors 
This report on labor force and occupational infor- 
mation needs of Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) prime sponsors begins with a 
description of the CETA legislation and programs. 
The role and use of this information in CETA poli- 
cy-making and program planning is addressed. 
Chapter 2 reviews the prime sponsor planning proc- 
ess for CETA programs, the planning process for 
CETA Title I and II programs under the 1973 legis- 
lation, the major changes in the planning process 
brought about by the 1978 amendments, and the 
roles of advisory councils and the Employment and 
Training Administration. Chapter 3 describes infor- 
mational requirements for targeting CETA re- 
sources, designing the employment and training 
services mix, selecting occupational areas for train- 
ing, designing a training program curriculum, deve- 
loping unsubsidized jobs for program trainees, and 
evaluating short- and long-term program perform- 
ance. Desirable characteristics of industrial and oc- 
cupational data are reviewed. Chapter 4 reviews and 
critically examines the available data sources. Infor- 
mation is provided on the geographic coverage, fre- 
quency of availability, primary characteristics of the 
information, and major shortcomings. Chapter 5 
presents recommendations for improving the availa- 
bility and usefulness of the local labor force and 
occupational information. (A 27-page bibliography 
is appended.) (YLB) 
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As more legislation is passed pertaining to voca- 

tional rehabilitation (VR), the VR process becomes 
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increasingly complex. Not on have the popula- 
tions considered eligible for VR become more diver- 
sified, but so have client goals, the range of services 
offered, and the role of the rehabilitation counselor. 

This diversification has increased the need for an 
occupational information system for use by VR 
practitioners. In addition, the recent surge of tech- 
nological advancements has increased the need for 
information pertaining to the ways in which jobs can 
be accommodated to individuals and vice versa. 
While many subtle differences exist between VR 
programs (individualized focus) and traditional 
manpower (aggregate demand focus) at 
the VR service delivery oe VR is like traditional 
manpower programs and has a significant need for 
timely, valid, occupational information. The VR 
counselor has need for this information, at least at 
key points in the VR process, including identifica- 
tion of vocational and career interests, selection of 
a vocational goal, revision of individualized written 
rehabilitation programs (IWRPs), and placement. 
To be of maximum use, a VR occupational informa- 
tion system should contain information pertaining 
to the following areas: geographic — current 
and projected occupational demand, work settings 
and conditions, education and training, complemen- 
tary information on topics such as financial assist- 
ance, and supply and demand analysis. (MN) 
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A study assessed the need for occupational infor- 
mation at the national level. During the study, re- 
searchers interviewed representatives of the 
following agencies and organizations: the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, the Bureau of Occupational and 
Adult Education, the American Vocational As- 
sociation, the National Advisory Council on Voca- 
tional Education, the Employment and Training 
Administration, the National Center for Education 
Statistics, and the Rehabilitation Services Adminis- 
tration. The agency representatives interviewed 
were asked to assess their agency’s need for the 
following types of information: occupational supply 
and demand information, occupational characteris- 
tics information, and complementary information. 
The researchers discovered a considerable need for 
all categories of occupational agencies across the 
agencies interviewed. While many of the informa- 
tion needs expressed are routine in nature, some are 
one-time needs for information to compile issue pa- 
pers, to provide testimony for legislative reauthori- 
zation, or to review specific complaints. The need 
for occupational information in programmatic or 
operational areas does appear, however, to be limit- 
ed at the federal level. Recommendations called for 
further investigation of the specific information 
needed by the above-mentioned and other federal 
agencies. (MN) 
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The Occupational Information System (OIS) is a 
formal standardized system for the collection, anal- 
ysis, and dissemination of occupational information 
that has been mandated by several major pieces of 
educational legislation. Designed to aid a wide audi- 
ence-incl direct participants in the labor mar- 
ket, persons whose job it is to help others prepare for 
the world of work, and planners and administrators— 
an OIS includes the following four data categories: 
occupational demand, occupational supply, occupa- 
tional characteristics, and complementary informa- 
tion. A fifth component involves a procedure for 
interfacing and analyzing occupational supply and 
demand data. Because it is intended to be a user- 
oriented system, the OIS will be complemented 
with a comprehensive user education and training 
program. The State Occupational Information 
Coordinating Committee (SOICC), the body 
charged with coordinating the necessary resources 
to develop and implement an OIS, has the following 
four operational alternatives for OIS development: 
an information clearinghouse, a publication-produc- 
ing OIS, a network of interrelated programs and 
systems, and a comprehensive computer-based sys- 
tem. (Concluding this report are a SOICC director’s 
strategy for developing an OIS along with descrip- 
tions of agency programs and other data sources 
relevant to the OIS; occupational, industrial, and 
instructional classification structures; cross-code 
references; and OIS development aids.) (MN)

A series of 13 surveys examined the occupational 

information needs of 11 states, Pucrto Rico, and the 

District of Columbia. During the course of this re- 

search effort, state occupational information coor- 

dinating committees (SOICCs) polled various 
agencies within their states to determine the agen- 
cies’ needs for information concerning occupational 
demand, occupational supply, occupational charac- 
teristics, and supply and demand analysis. While the 
surveys were not coordinated efforts, nine of them 
were sufficiently similar so that data needs could be 
compared across the following agencies: Compre- 
hensive Employment and Training Act (CETA), 
Employment Security (ES), Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion (VR), Secondary Education (SE), and Post- 
secondary Education (PSE). Coordination of the 
results of these studies revealed a general profile of 
information needs across SOICCs. The occupation- 
al characteristics category contained the elements 
most widely needed across all agencies. While the 
occupational supply category appeared to be some- 
what less needed than the other categories when 
examined across all state agencies, some individual 
agencies, such as CETA, indicated a considerable 
need for data in this category. In general, the need 
for data appears to be ordinal across agencies, with 
CETA expressing the most need, followed by ES, 
VR, SE, and PSE. (MN) 
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Identifiers—California, *Project SEE, 
Needs Students 
A ———— followup study, entitled Project 
Student Employment Experiences (SEE), examined 
the long-term employment experiences of former 
vocational education students, especially special 
needs population students, and the long-term effects 
of their training. During the project, researchers col- 
lected a 3-year followup information file on their 
first annual sample, selected and collected training 
information on a second annual sample, and con- 
ducted a oe the feasibility of utilizing 
franchise tax records to locate former voca- 
tional students. The first and second annual samples 
consisted of 3,529 and 3,638 former students re- 
spectively. Based on data from the study, followup

reports were written and sent to the study partici- 

pants. Data from the third year followup indicate 
that 64 percent of the former vocational students 
were still attending school and that 56 percent of 
them were employed 1 year after high school.Only 
36 percent of these employed students, however, 
had jobs related to their field of vocational training. 
Despite the fact that females averaged 46 cents less 
per hour than did their male counterparts, they rat- 
ed their vocational training more favorably duo did 
the males surveyed.

Employer-sponsored skill training (ESST) has 

evolved as employers have sought to achieve organ- 

izational goals with existing human resources. Such 
problems as personnel turnover, technological 
change, and changes in the composition of the work 
force have required the provision of additional 
training for adult workers. Social, economic, politi- 
cal, and technological factors have influenced the 
development of ESST programs since colonial 
times. ESST pro; today are affected by similar 
oe A cant social factor affecting ESST 
programs today is demography. The median age of 

the U.S. population is increasing rapidly; as workers 
remain in the work force longer, they need retrain- 
ing. Another social factor affecting training is a 
changing philosophy toward life and work. ESST 
tends to drop off with the beginning of economic 
recession and pick up as economic recovery pro- 
gresses. This trend, however, may change as man- 
agement begins to view training as a long-term 
investment rather than as an operational cost. Nu- 
merous types and variations of ESST programs ex- 
ist. All such programs, however, should be 
characterized by the following elements: (1) top 
management who value personnel development; (2) 
trainers who are highly qualified and well-rewarded; 
(3) an incentive plan for employee self-improve- 
ment; (4) well-equipped training facilities; and (5) 
an adequate instructional resource center. In the 
future, training programs could be improved by the 
formation of more linkages between public and pri- 
vate sectors in the joint task of producing more 
skilled workers. (KC) 
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A synthesis of the report, “Microcomputers in 

Vocational Education: Current and Future Uses,” 

this document identifies and addresses a number of- 

critical issues associated with microcomputer use 
and offers ideas on explicit ways that the microcom- 
puter is being and can be used for vocational instruc- 

tion and management. The document contains 
seven chapters, each one designed to convey infor- 
mation on both the microcomputer’s present uses in 
the vocational classroom and its future ibilities. 

Chapter I provides some general insights into the 


issues surrounding the use of this technology by 
presenting three possible scenarios on ways that the 
microcomputer may be used in the vocational set- 
ting, along with a brief history and definition of the 
microcomputer. Chapter II investigates the use of 
the microcomputer in vocational education in light 
of the changing social and economic needs of our 
society, while chapters III and IV explore the two 
most popular applications of the microcomputer in 
education: computer-assisted instruction (CAI) and 
computer-managed instruction (CMI). Chapter V 
presents much of the same information concerning 
the use of the microcomputer for administrative and 
management purposes. In chapter VI, future uses of 
the microcomputer are examined by exploring ad- 
vanced technological devices that may help im- 
prove or modify the ways microcomputers can be 
used to deliver vocational instruction. Finally, in 
chapter VII, some of the possible applications of 
microcomputer technology are summarized, and 
suggestions on appropriate roles for federal, state, 
and local policymakers are offered. (KC) 
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This guide is designed to help educators sort 

through the vast amount of information that exists 

about the educational use of microcomputers. The 
first of five chapters takes the educational adminis- 

trator through the decision process that is typically 
associated with choosing and adopting microcom- 
puters for the school. For each point in this process, 
applicable resources are cited and reviewed. The 
chapter examines items such as hardware selection 
and purchase, software selection, computer literacy, 
teacher and staff inservice education, and potential 
applications. The second chapter contains a list of 
journals and periodicals dedicated to the use of the 
microcomputer and related technology in educa- 
tion. In the third chapter, a list provides organiza- 
tions that have educational computing and related 
instructional technologies as a primary focus, while 
in the fourth chapter, commercial educational soft- 
ware vendors are listed. The final chapter contains 
an extensive annotated bibliography of literature 
related to microcomputers and vocational educa- 
tion. The annotated entries are grouped into seven 
categories and an explanation of the classifications 
is provided. (Especially useful to the vocational 

educator is a section devoted to examples of mi- 

crocomputer use in vocational and technical 


schools.) (KC) 
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This document reports the results of work in iden- 
tifying promising approaches to the provision of 
technological update to vocational/technical teach- 
ers, and discusses barriers and facilitators to the use 
of these approaches. Technological update refers to 
the technical knowledge and skills needed by voca- 
tional/technical teachers to provide students with 
the up-to-date technological preparation needed in 
the current work world. After information was gath- 
ered from the field, literature, knowledgeable ob- 
servers, and vocational education institutions and 
agencies, researchers applied cost-effectiveness, 
complexity and locus of administrative control crit- 
eria to select those approaches that offer promise for 
secondary and postsecondary vocational/technical 
teachers. These approaches are described in general 
terms, and descriptions are provided of specific pro- 
grams that exemplify each approach. Two different 
kinds of approaches were identified and are report- 
ed in the document. First, six specific delivery tech- 
niques are described: work experience internships; 
university and college course work; workshops, con- 
ferences, and seminars; industry observation; edu- 
cation and industry staff exchange; and part-time 
employment. Second, three different types of up- 
date programs are described: local programs, nonlo- 
cal programs, and industry training and updating 
programs. The result is nine descriptions of promis- 
ing approaches to the task of providing technologi- 
cal update, each with its own potential for providing 
update, administrative characteristics, advantages, 
disadvantages, and barriers and facilitators. The 
need for further research on locating and generating 
funds for updating programs is suggested. (KC) 
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A study synthesized existing data and information 
on the characteristics of actual and potential drop- 
outs and identified strategies and techniques em- 
ployed in vocational programs in order to remedy 
basic skill deficiencies in these youths. During the 
study, a veriety of sources were examined, including 
school performance and job proficiency data, stand- 
ardized test scores, various research studies, and 
research projects to address the skill needs of drop- 
outs. Data from these sources revealed that the av- 
erage performance of secondary vocational students 
on standardized basic skill measures is between the 
35th and 40th percentile or about one-half a stand- 
ard deviation unit below the average for all second- 
ary students. The average performance of potential 
and actual secondary school dropouts is near the 
25th percentile. Furthermore, the performance of 
dropouts in reading and math areas appears to be 
equally poor. It appears, however, that when poten- 
tial and actual dropouts are afforded the opportuni-

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A study examined current research on the profi- 

ciency of vocational students in basic skill areas and 
explored current practices for improving the basic 
skills of vocational students at the secondary and 
postsecondary levels. Based on current research, vo- 
cational students, on an average, seemed to be less 
proficient in basic skills than were their academic 
track counterparts and made smaller gains in profi- 
ciency during their high school years. In addition, it 
appeared that basic skill proficiencies were more 
strongly associated with school-related outcomes 
such as further schooling and higher grades than 
with employment-related outcomes such as job 
placement and wages. An analysis of the strategies 
and approaches used by vocational educators in 
providing instruction in basic skills revealed that 
such strategies are likely to use a combination of the 

following four approaches: (1) remediation, or a

When organizations integrate their career devel- 
opment and human resources planning activities 
into a comprehensive whole, it is the exception rath- 
er than the rule. One reason for the frequent di- 
chotomy between career development and human 
resource planning is the failure to recognize that 
they are complements rather than synonyms or sub- 
stitutes. Both are subelements of a broader human 
resources management system. They may use some 
of the same tools and techniques, although they are 
designed to fulfill different objectives. Human re- 
source planning is intended to identify and provide 
ways to fulfill the organization’s aggregate employ- 
ment needs.

During the study, female coor- 
dinators of adult and nonformal educational pro- 
grams for women in the Arab states, South Asia, 
Southeast Asia, the Caribbean, Latin America, 
Africa, and the South Pacific collected information 
on such programs from priut materials and from 
practitioners and researchers. Findings were then 
shared at a workshop attended by 16 women from 
14 third world countries. While the problems faced 
by women and the solutions available to them varied 
greatly within each region and within each country, 
the project and workshop did reveal some common 
needs and problems faced by women across the re- 
gions. Throughout the seven regions of the project, 
development programs generally failed to take 
women seriously into account as full participants. 
Much of nonformal education focused simply on 
helping women improve only within the limited 
range of activities assigned to them by virtue of their 
sex. To remedy this situation, governments must 
formulate more precise, consistent, and integrative 
policies supporting the development of women and 
must provide the resources, training, and monitor- 
ing necessary to ensure that these policies are car- 
ried out.

A vesationsh anit - project was conducted in 
Virginia to identify a valid list of tasks/competen- 


cies for three levels of agricultural processing and 
marketing (AG-PAM) courses for secondary stu- 
dents. These competencies were then to be present- 
ed in a competency-based instructional resource 
guide for such courses. The project developers fol- 
lowed these steps: (1) contacted local school voca- 
tional administrators where AG-PAM is taught in 
order to establish sound communication and coop- 
eration; (2) researched existing curriculum develop- 
ment efforts; (3) formed a committee with 
representatives from local agricultural businesses; 
(4) identified, sequenced, and determined the levels 
of difficulty of competencies for AG-PAM; (5) ar- 
ranged competencies into logical teaching units and 
courses and developed course outlines; (6) con- 
structed performance objectives, developmental 
competencies, and criterion-referenced tests; (7) 
listed appropriate learning activities, tools and 
materials, reference materials, and audiovisual 
materials needed for each competency or perform- 
ance objective; (8) developed a format for a compe- 
tency recordkeeping system; (9) developed an 
instructional management system; and (10) pre- 
pared a competency-based instructional resource 
guide for agricultural processing and marketing that 
is ready for review and processing by the Virginia 
Department of Education. It was concluded that 
contracting with a curriculum specialist to work 
cooperatively with an advisory committee is a prac- 
tical approach to competency-based curriculum de- 
velopment and that this procedure should be used to 
develop additional curriculum materials.

A project was conducted in Virginia to develop a 
coordinated, articulated, competency-based cur- 
riculum for selected industrial arts areas from an 
identified common core of competencies. The 
competencies would include a set of performance

dustrial arts program areas of basic technical draw- 
ing, engineering drawing, and architectural drawing. 
A committee of teachers from participating high 
schools developed the instructional resource guides 
through the following procedures: (1) developed a 
first draft in the state-approved format; (2) field test- 
ed the first drafts; (3) evaluated the effectiveness of 
the instructional resource guides through evaluation 
instruments; (4) met with project supervisors on the 
procedures for final editing of the guides; (5) edited 
and finalized the instructional resource guides in the 
state-approved guide format; and (6) typed and sub- 
mitted the final copies of the instructional resource 
— to the State Department of Education. A 
eld test of the guides was successful, and the guides 
are now being used at the targeted schools. Recom- 
mendations were made to follow up students after 
the program has been in operation for 1 year and for 
the state to establish procedures to develop addi- 
tional guides.

The focus of federal involvement in vocational 

education should be to help enhance its quality and 

expand its capacity to meet work force needs in the 
future. Although success or failure of vocational 
education lies ultimately at the local level, there 
should be, from the federal level, motivation, sup- 
port, and leadership to define the larger picture and 
serve as a catalyst for collective efforts. The Voca- 
tional Education Act of 1963 and the Amendments 


of 1968 and 1976 have succeeded in stimulating 
state and local dollars for expanding vocational edu- 
cation. The federal governments should, however, 
invest more in the vocational education system-at 
least as much as it invests in remedial job training 
programs. To continue the federal-state-local part- 
nership that has made a substantial investment in 
building the capacity of vocational-technical educa- 
tion, this set of principles should be the basis for 
reauthorization of the Vocational Education Act: 
targeted priorities, economic development, address- 
ing of needs of special populations, flexibility, plan- 
ning and evaluation, determination of allocation of 
resources at the state level, retention of the sole 
state agency concept, and requirement of autono- 
mous advisory councils. (YLB) 
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Identifiers—* Metropolitan State University MN 
Independent study is encouraged at Metropolitan 
State University, a nontraditional upper-divisional 
university for adult students. At Metropolitan, in- 
dependent study refers to a range of learning experi- 
ences varying in independence from 
faculty-designed and -selected programmed learn- 
ing to completely student-designed projects re- 
viewed and evaluated by faculty. Students register 
in one of two categories of independent study: facul- 
ty-designed or student-designed. Students initiate 
student-designed independent studies, beginning 
with an idea, seeking consultation with faculty, find- 
ing resources, drawing up a plan with a supervising 
faculty member, ard submitting a proposal for uni- 
versity review. Quality control measures include 
teaching students the meaning of college-level 
learning and how to use independent study, training 
faculty in designing and supervising independent 
study, assisting individual advisors who help the stu- 
dents maintain the integrity of the degree program, 
maintaining academic centers that oversee in- 
dependent studies, and maintaining the independ- 
ent study office that collects data on all independent 
studies. Independent studies need to be organized, 
provide for personal contact, and require evaluation 
by students. Problems to overcome regarding in- 
dependent study are faculty resistance, a low image, 
and students’ fear. (YLB) 
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Intended for use in planning appropriate career 

services for handicapped students, this handbook 

for local education, rehabilitation, and related agen- 
cies provides an outline of the types of services and 
programming that may be needed. An introduction 
discusses interagency collaboration for career de- 
velopment services for handicapped students and 
the development of interagency agreements among 
special education, vocational education, and voca- 
tional rehabilitation programs. The seven steps in 
the collaboration process, which includes the con- 
tinuum and delivery of services, are then described. 

They are (1) determine goals, objectives, and priori- 

ties for service; (2) list assets and concerns; (3) un- 

derstand roles and responsibilities of each agency; 
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(4) assess needs of student popula- 
tions; (5) review continuum of services; (6) deter- 
mine changes needed to build collaboration; and 

develop a county action plan. Copies of documents 
and sample forms, formats, and charts are presented 
for illustration. Six service delivery programs are 
then described. Pertinent information is provided 
about the vocational aspects of the individual educa- 
tion program (IEP), including participants in the 
development and the developmental sequence. 
Sample sections of the IEP appear. A resource sec- 
tion contains lists of resources for career education 
and annotations of vocational assessment instru- 
ments (title, source, cost, and description). (YLB) 
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Identifiers—* Naval Reserve 
A project is described that developed prototype 
materials in support of a proposed refresher training 
concept for use in providing proficient maintenance 
training in the Naval Reserve. (Another focus of the 
study was the use of microcomputers as a vehicle for 
presenting prototype materials.) The philosophy of 
Naval Reserve training on which the proposed con- 
cept for refresher training is based is presented, and 
the study approach used to construct the prototype 
materials is described.

Issues related to the design and 
use of sample prototypes are identified, and the po- 
tential application of this refresher training concept 
is discussed. Appendixes include the computer pro- 
grams developed in support of the prototype materi- 
and reprinted information describing a 
commercially available computer simulation exer- 
cise that might be used to extend the application of 
the proposed refresher training concept. (YLB) 
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Seven experiments were conducted concerning 
decision making and information processing under 
conditions of uncertainty. Several different experi- 
mental tasks were used; all presented the subject 
with multiple independent sources of information 
regarding the likelihood that some event would oc- 
cur. Study 1 subjects were Air Force pilots; all other 
subjects were undergraduate college students. The 
independent variables included the number of in- 
puts, the inputs’ reliability, the effects of discrepant 
inputs, the format of the problem, and the time 
available to respond. All tasks and subsequent ana- 
lyses were non-Bayesian, yielding both normative 
and idiographic information. The subjects’ basic in- 
struction was to indicate the event most likely to 
occur or to estimate the likelihood of a given event. 
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Results indicated no significant differences between 
F-16 pilots and student pilots in their use of averag- 
ing as the predominant strategy chosen. Simpler 
strategies were adopted when the time allocated for 
the task was reduced. The consistent use of a strate- 
gy was disrupted when the subject’s first experience 
to the task was under time restrictions. When post- 
decision feedback was unreliable, the consistency of 
subsequent decision-making patterns was disrupted. 
The effects of information reliability were equivo- 
cal. Unreliable information was sometimes incor- 
porated into the aun YEE processes and 
sometimes ignored. (Author/YLB 
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A staff development project to create closer inte- 
gration and mutual support between specialized 
science and technology curricula and vocational 
education courses is described. Project activities are 
listed, and a statement of underlying assumptions is 
provided. A list of guidelines for coordinating shop 
and academic projects follows. Guidelines are divid- 
ed into these categories: selecting a project, identi- 
fying vocational education/industrial arts skills 
required by the project, identifying scientific con- 
cepts involved in the project, developing a produc- 
tion plan for the project, and carrying out the plan. 
Five sample units are provided to show how voca- 
tional education/industrial arts and science/tech- 
nology curricula can be integrated.

A survey conducted between April 1982 and 

January 1983 collected ratings of vocational train- 

ing from former students, employers, and supervi- 

sors. Over 1,500 former students (completers and 
leavers) rated their vocational education in terms of 
technical knowledge, work attitude, work quality, 
overall rating, relative preparation in comparison to 
coworkers without a vocational education, and aca- 
demic preparation. Over 775 Sa. 
sors rated five aspects of their employees 

vocational training and/or job performance. they 


did not rate academic preparation.) Former stu- 
dents, vocational training, and/or job performance 
were rated as good to very good in all five areas by 
80-90 percent of the employers/supervisors. Em- 
ployers gave one aspect, work attitude, a consistent- 
ly high rating. Almost 80 percent of the employers 
rated former vocational students as better prepared 
than coworkers. Neither supervisors’ nor students’ 
responses suggested that vocational education was 
less effective for females than males or more effec- 
tive for one racial ethnic group over another. The 
training and/or job performance of former students 
varied significantly by occupational training pro- 
gram, type of vocational school attended, and 
school attended. Students’ responses were very 
positive and closely paralleled supervisors’ ratings.

This paper is intended to help those in a position 
to provide workers who are displaced by layoffs or 


plant shutdowns with assistance in adjusting to 
unemployment and finding new employment. The 
first section presents a summary of the transforma- 
tion of the American labor market, showing the ef- 
fects of economic and technological changes on the 
number and nature of available jobs. The psycholog- 
ical and physical impact of unemployment and un- 

yment on laced workers is also 
described. Next, a synthesis of current information 
about ways of adjusting to the changing labor mar- 
ket is provided. Emphasizing the provision of effec- 
tive job-search assistance, this section covers job 
choice and career counseling and compares the ef- 
fectiveness of methods of gathering information 
about employment opportunities, including want 
ads, the public employment service, employment 
agencies, friends, relatives, acquaintances, and di- 
rect contact with employers. Then, specific strate- 
gies for training in job-seeking skills, such as using 
the telephone, completing applications, and inter- 
viewing, are described. The importance of a struc- 
tured and supervised group job-search program is 
discussed. The paper concludes with a description 
of a reemployment center that might be set up to 
help workers displaced by massive layoffs or shut- 
downs.

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This paper seeks to describe and analyze human 

resource development (HRD) from the perspective 

of business and industry and to identify the role of 
adult, career, and vocational education in HRD.

experiences in a given period of time to effect the 

possibility of performance change or growth in the 
individual, through the learning activity areas of 
training, education, and development. Distinguish- 
ing HRD from other human resource activities, the 
author next discusses the preparation of HRD prac- 
titioners for their possible roles as learning special- 
ists, administrators/managers, and consultants. 

Academic preparation, public seminars, profession- 

al societies’ programs, and the networking process 

are all examined. The paper next looks at the issue 
of cooperation and linkage between postsecondary 
institutions and business and industry in providing 

HRD for employees. The essential argument of this 

section is that cooperative efforts can dispel mutual 

misconceptions and provide the widest range of 

HRD opportunities. The final section looks at the 

future of HRD through its potential effect on pro- 

ductivity, unemployment, work place alternatives, 
and work force demographics. The author~con- 

cludes that higher education institutions can play a 

major role both in practitioner preparation and pro- 

gram implementation if cooperation with business 
and industry is seriously pursued. (SK) 
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This third edition of a review and synthesis of 

research for trade and industrial (T&I) education 

concentrates primarily on studies reported from 

1977 to 1982, including some significant work pub- 

lished since the second edition (1969).

dent characteristics and needs, (3) curriculum de- 
velopment (i.e., models and frameworks, content 
determination, affective and transferable skills, and 
competency-based education), (4) instruction and 
learning (i.e., systems development, technology, 
computer-assisted instruction, psychomotor skills, 
cognitive and affective learning, and youth groups), 
(5) teacher education, (6) administration, and (7) 
evaluation. Some relevant technical training re- 
search conducted by the U.S. armed forces is also 
included. A summary of the state of the art, areas for 
future research, and an extensive bibliography of the 
cited studies conclude the document. (SK) 
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This guide addresses the applicability of mi- 

crocomputers to adult vocational training and pre- 

sents guidelines for creating and evaluating software 
that specifically addresses adult learning needs. The 

author first discusses the appropriateness of mi- 

crocomputers as educational and prevocational 

tools. She highlights those qualities that are the 
computer’s special contributions to the learning 
process, such as individualization, impartiality, and 
capacity for routine, and then explains how these 
features can eliminate barriers to adult learning. 
pee nagar of educational software follow, illustrat- 
ing the use of the computer (1) as an instructional 
medium, through drill and practice, tutorials, and 
demonstrations; (2) as a modeling device, through 
games and simulations; and (3) as a special-purpose, 
general-purpose, or nnn en programming 
and authoring languages) tool. The remainder of the 
document outlines the guidelines for software devel- 

opment and assessment, divided into five areas: (1) 

learning objectives and task analysis, (2) appropri- 

ate use of technology, (3) pedagogical considera- 

tions, (4) management considerations, and (5) 

necessity, content, and format for accompanying 

textual material. In concluding, the author notes the 
lack of available software that meets these guide- 
lines and suggests using general-purpose software, 


exploring public-domain programs, investing in 
commercially available i packages, and 
enco' ing corporations to share their training 
software.

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This compilation of three papers investigates 

theoretical and practical facets of career develop- 
ment, focusing on cognitive theory and decision- 
making theory and their roles in the formation of 
computerized career development systems. In the 
first paper (‘Cognitive-Behavioral Theory and Its 
Application to Career Development”), Gerald 
Stone describes three cognitive-behavioral theories 
(social learning, cognitive restructuring, and cogni- 
tive development).

The model is further developed through 
comprehensive descriptions of two existing ABE ca- 
reer development programs. Guidelines for program 
development focus on considerations for adminis- 
trators and facilitators, including teachers and 
counselors. An appendix lists program descriptions 
and materials for use with adults, selected from the 
ERIC database. The model, guidelines, and re- 
source list provide a framework for planning, ex- 
panding, and improving career development 
programs in ABE. (SK) 
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This monograph examines the phenomenon of 

retirement from the perspectives of the individual, 
the institution, and the socioeconomic system. In 
the first of five sections, the author looks at the 
evolution and institutionalization of the concept, 
discussing the effects of legislative and personnel 
policies, altered social and economic status, and ad- 
justment to role loss upon the individual’s attitude 
toward retirement. The second section depicts the 
demographic changes that are increasing the pro- 
portions of the elderly in the population and the 
implications for society of a better-educated, health- 
ier, longer-lived elderly cohort. In particular, early 
retirement, the influence of life-style upon preretire- 
ment planning, and changes in the work and retire- 
ment status of women are described. The next 
section reviews the history of preretirement pro- 
grams, outlining several content and process models 
developed by employers, unions, educational insti- 
tutions, and community agencies. A fourth section 
illustrates changing options for retirees, including 
flexible retirement policies, part-time work, gradual 
retirement, and retraining. Data on public attitudes 
about work, retirement, and participation in prere- 
tirement planning are presented. The author con- 
cludes by summarizing implications for 
preretirement education, emphasizing program in- 
novation, interagency cooperation, and the devel- 
opment of life-centered education that recognizes 
the contributive value of retirees. (SK) 
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Anger and consciousness of rights may play a sig- 
nificant role in victimization prevention. In an at- 
tempt to examine how personal defense and 
assertiveness training would alter women’s feelings 
of fear, helplessness, and anger, as well as their judg- 
ments of what rights they have, three studies were 
conducted. The first study, a participant observation 
study of two personal defense classes for women, 
met twice a week for 14 weeks and had an enroll- 
ment of 37. Observation indicated that learning to 
redefine a sexual assault and feeling angry rather 
than afraid were difficult for the women. The second 
study focused on the effects of personal defense 
training on perceived rights and resistance. At the 
beginning and end of a 14 week program, students 
in personal defense training classes (N=33) an- 
swered questionnaires designed to measure per- 
ceived rights and the likelihood of enacting those 
rights. Data analysis of both pre- and post-tests in- 
dicated a correlation between anger and the likeli- 
hood of resisting assault. The third study focused on 
assertiveness training. Post-test scores indicated an 
increased awareness of rights. The results of all 
three studies suggest that women can be taught to 
prevent victimization by responding with anger, 
rather than fear, to an infringement of their rights. 
(AG) 
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This program manual, developed by and for junior 
and senior high school counselors, provides detailed 
outlines of each facet of a comprehensive guidance 
program. The three major areas of services ad- 
dressed are: (1) Educational Guidance Services 
(orientation, educational planning, alternative pro- 
gram selection, testing, special needs, and work op- 
portunities); (2) Personal/Social Counseling 
Services (personal counseling, home and communi- 
ty consultation, staff consultation, and referral); and 
(3) Life/Career Guidance Services. Services for 
- each grade level, 7-12, in each of the three conseling 
areas are detailed. The format for each grade level 
presents a description of the counselor’s activities, 
e.g., assisting in the orientation of students, provid- 
ing educational information, assisting with the inter- 
pretation of standardized test scores, and accepting 
staff referrals; specific counselor and student objec- 
tives are also included. Counseling tasks related to 
each set of objectives are detailed, and a month-by- 
month timetable for the accomplishment of these 
tasks is provided. (AG) 
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This report offers a theoretical approach to the 
study of family adaptation to stress. Major works 
pertaining to family theory, research, and stress, 
published since 1979, are explored as a theoretical 
framework, and three conclusions are drawn from 


these sources: (1) Hill’s ABCX model of family 
stress still influences family stress research; (2) the 
emphasis in family theory and research is shifting 
from observing outcomes to explaining them; and 
(3) systems theory allows for the conceptualization 
of complex family phenomena. Systems theory, 
which posits circular relationships among events, is 
discussed in terms of three concepts which provide 
a theoretical basis for the study of family adaptation 
to stress: that any event occurring within the system 
will have an impact upon the entire system; that 
there are feedback loops, both positive and negative, 
which either interrupt or escalate the stress cycle; 
and the concept of morphogenesis, or events which 
require a change in family rules in order to restore 
stability to the system. A systemic model of family 
stress based on Hill’s model is then described, and 
operational definitions of the six constructs includ- 
ed in the theoretical model are discussed: health 
problems; behavior problems; emote OK (family 
rules about emotional expression); role flexibility; 
emote (experienced emotions); and adapt (absence 
of problems previously present). Methods of mea- 
suring each of these constructs are also discussed. 
Graphic illustrations of Hill’s ABCX model and of 
the systematic revision are appended. (AG) 
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In recent years many colleges and universities 
have been offering various types of career classes to 
aid students with undecided majors choose their 
college major and future occupation. In an attempt 
to assess the effect of a short-term career class on 
undecided students, two groups of students enrolled 
in 1966 were assessed after 10 years. An experimen- 
tal group (155 men, 70 women) of students who had 
taken the class was compared with a control group 
(155 men, 70 women) of students who had not taken 
the class. Data analyses indicated that a significant- 
ly higher percentage of students who had taken the 
class completed college during the 10 year period. 
Although no significant differences were found 
among the men, a significantly greater percentage of 
the women who took the class completed 4 years of 
college. No significant differences were found be- 
tween the two groups in the number of changes of 
college major. Although the data indicate that en- 
roliment in the career class did seem to have the 
greatest influence on undecided female students, 
the reasons for this effect are unknown. Follow-up 
studies might focus on evaluating the impact of re- 
cna) developed, longer-term, credit career classes. 
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The potential influence of cognitive-behavioral 
theory on counselor preparation is an important as- 
pect to consider in training counselors and thera- 
pists. To determine the effects of self-instruction 
and the knowledge of how to develop a clinical 
hypothesis on master’s degree counselor trainees, 
two studies were conducted. In the first study, entry 
level counselor trainees completed a counseling 
questionnaire and were assigned to one of four treat- 


ment conditions on the basis of their responses: self- 
instruction strategy only; clinical hypothesis knowl- 
edge only; a a combination of both self-instruction 
and clinical hypothesis knowledge; and placebo 
control. Participants in each condition observed a 
six-frame videotape of a client problem and, during 
pauses between each frame, received live instruc- 
tion in self-instruction strategy or the elements of 
clinical hypothesis formulation. Next, participants 
applied the learned skills between pauses in viewing 
an eight-frame videotape. In study 2, high-level 
graduate students proceeded exactly as in study 1 
except for receiving written instructions. Data ana- 
lyses of the responses of participants in all condi- 
tions is yet to be performed. Earlier pilot studies, 
however, suggest significant gains for each treat- 
ment condition. (The appendices provide tran- 
scripts of both the eight- and six-frame videotapes, 
the thought listing instrument, the counseling ques- 
tionnaire, and the instructional scripts for the self- 
instructional strategy and the hypothesis formula- 
tion.) (AG) 
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Despite the importance of suicide as a leading 
cause of death in the United States, there is a lack 
of empirical research regarding causes and associat- 
ed factors. In order to explore an indirect research 
methodology which might have applicability to un- 
derstanding children’s suicide risk, 286 college stu- 
dents (173 females, 113 males) responded to stories 
about characters of different ages, naming three 
things each character might be thinking of doing. 
Data analyses indicated that the methodology was 
effective in eliciting responses which reflected sui- 
cidal ideation. Subjects projected suicidal ideation 
onto the characters based the characters’ on age. 
Teenagers were seen as more likely to commit sui- 
cide than members of other age groups. Sex of char- 
acter had no significant effect upon responses. 
Males and females appeared to view adverse cir- 
cumstances differently, with females more likely 
than males to propose effective coping responses. 
Qualitative assessment of the responses indicated 
that, although nearly 60% of the characters were 
seen as considering suicide, less than 1% were seen 
as considering counseling or therapy.

with family effectiveness, 48 white families, com- 
prising natural parents and their ninth grade off- 
spring, participated in an observational study. A 
number of dependent variables including social 
class; gender of child and maternal employment;

Section IV explores the 
concept of a responsive community, primarily in 
terms of citizen participation, and describes four 
kinds of citizen participation programs: councils, 
special task forces, ind dent community groups, 
and voluntary neighbor! ikeed groups. Section V pre- 
sents suggestions for creating a more positive com- 
munity climate, and reviews operating community 
programs which illustrate the use of these sugges- 
tions.

The overall 
results showed that few of the elderly were aban- 
doned by their families, although most were cared 
for by a primary caregiver rather than the family as 
a unit. Although a high level of strain was reported, 
particularly by children who were caregivers, most 
needs of the elderly were met, and only 17% of the 
sample were institutionalized. For the group as a 
whole, the mean functional level had stabilized after 
8 months. As a result, family supports declined, 
even though more patients reported problems with 
morale and loneliness. A comparison of patients 
who had achieved independent functioning with 
those who remained dependent showed that care- 
givers of dependent patients experienced more 
strain; more of these families used formal supports.

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Tie aoet at ho thancie Olen tin ‘ogram is to 
provide a drug/alcohol free educational environ- 
ment which will enable students to reduce their 
drug/alcohol usage and function in a regular school 
program. To determine the degree to which the pro- 
gram is accomplishing these short-term goals, and 
also to examine the uacy of the counseling pro- 
gram, the academic environment, and the relation- 
ship between parents and school, process evaluation 
data were collected through observation of counsel- 
sessions and classes; review of course materials, 
objectives, and school records; and interviews with 
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students and staff, and the principal. A matched 
comparison student was selected for each Phoenix 
school student in the sample, to confound uncon- 
trolled sources of variation; 10 Phoenix school stu- 
dents were included in the study. The findings, 
summarized in terms of program goals and objec- 
tives, showed that the program is effective in prov- 
iding a drug free environment for students while 
they are in school. However, students’ self-reports 
indicated that the a had no effect in reducing 
overall drug and alcohol use. The program did ap- 
pear to be strengthening students’ commitment to 
school and the rebuilding of good school habits. The 
counseling program was not found effective in de- 
creasing drug use or in improving students’ self- 
esteem. An individualized academic environment 
was found lacking, but learning habits had im- 
proved. While the partnership between school and 
home requires further investigation, indications are 
that more parent involvement is needed. (JAC) 
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Several investigators, using the Bem Sex Role In- 
ventory (BSRI), have concluded that masculine is 
the desired sex role of males and females. Other 
investigators have suggested that some of the femi- 
nine BSRI items are undesirable. In order to deter- 
mine if this masculine ideal might be due to the 
nature of the BSRI feminine items (more undesira- 
ble than the masculine items), the BSRI was admin- 
istered to 121 male and 177 female college students 
with three feminine-neutralizing items added. Sub- 
jects were asked to rate themselves as they are now 
and as they would ideally be in the future. Both 
males and females showed a large increase in their 
future masculine scores and only a slight increase in 
future feminine-original scores. This led to a shift in 
frequencies toward future masculine categories. 
However, when the revised score was calculated, 
males and females showed comparable increases in 
both masculine and feminine items, maintaining the 
same relative sex roles for their present and future 
scores. Less than half of the BSRI items differentiat- 
ed males from females. Finally, females rated the 
masculine item very low, and males rated the femi- 
nine item very low compared to other masculine 
and feminine items. These results raise several ques- 
tions regarding the validity of the BSRI and previ- 
ous findings which suggest that masculine is the 
aC sex role of males and females. (Author/ 
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Understanding the misuse of drugs by the elderly 

has become an area of increasing concern to the 

drug abuse field. As part of a larger exploration of 
drug use and health issues among the elderly, a ran- 
dom — of Houston’s noninstitutionalized eld- 
erly population (N = 1,101), aged 55 and older, were 
interviewed to determine the extent of their drug 


use and misuse. From mid-1979 through early 1980, 
participants completed telephone interviews gather- 
ing data on general health issues, morale, and activi- 
ty levels. In-depth home interviews were conducted 
which focused on current use of all prescription 
drugs, and on respondents’ total history of psy- 
choactive drug use. Analyses of results showed that 
17.6% of those interviewed were using prescribed 
psychotropic drugs; 6.9% reported deviating from 
their prescriptions, with 86.8% of these taking less 
than the prescribed amount. Fewer than 2% report- 
ed using any illicit drug in their lifetime. In addition, 
60% reported that they had not drunk any alcoholic 
beverages in the month preceeding the interview, 
although 6.6% reported consuming 5 or more drinks 
on those occassions when they did drink. The re- 
sults coincide with earlier findings that portray the 
elderly as responsible consumers of psychoactive 
substances. (MCF) 
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Systematic research on attitudes of nursing home 

staff toward the sexual expression of older residents 

is sparse and of recent origin. In order to determine 
the relationship between the degree of religiosity 

(religious commitment) of nursing home aides and 

their degree of tolerance concerning sexuality and 

aging, female nursing assistants (N = 101) from ran- 
domly selected nursing homes in Georgia complet- 
ed the Aging Sexuality Knowledge and Attitudes 

Scale (White, 1980) and the Religiosity in 5-D Scale 

(Faulkner and De Jong, 1966). Data analysis in- 

dicated that aides who were more religious had less 

permissive attitudes toward sexuality and aging. 

Analysis of a six-variable regression equation, de- 

veloped to predict attitude scores on sexuality and 

aging, showed that the strongest predictor of per- 
missive attitudes was church membership, followed 
by nursing home size, educational level, marital 
status, religious ritualism scores, and age. The re- 
sults seem to suggest that the behavioral aspects of 
religiosity (those concerned with ritual and social 





involvement), rather than the ideational aspects 
(those concerned with belief, feeling, experience, 
and knowledge), are most predictive of permissive 
attitudes toward sexuality and aging. (AG) 
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College seniors constitute a pre-transitional popu- 
lation that may be struggling with issues of adapting 
to anticipated change while preparing to leave the 
college environment. In order to assess the relation- 
ship of students’ gender and their views of women’s 
roles to the stresses arising from the transition an- 
ticipated at college graduation, male and female uni- 
versity seniors (N=114) completed the Mooney 
Problem Check List, the Attitudes toward Women 
Scale, and a Personal Data Form at the end of the 
fall semester. The Mooney Problem Check List was 
readministered at the beginning of the spring semes- 
ter. Data analysis indicated that women reported 
significantly more problems than men, although, for 
both women and men, there was a significant de- 
crease in reported problems from fall to spring. Both 
men and women expressed concern about social 
skills and friendship. For males, adjusting to college 


work was the most frequently reported problem 
area. Gender and academic pressure were the most 
influential variables. The results indicate that stu- 
dents should be encouraged to address career ques- 
tions relating to the uation transition early in 
their college careers in order to ease some of the 
related distress. (Author/AG) 
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Female college students (N=59) filled out the 
Bem Sex Role Identity Scale, and were told that 
they would be asked to do an anagram task. Half of 
the subjects, assigned on a random basis to the mas- 
culine task condition, were told that males do very 
well on the task, and that it seemed to be related to 
the masculine personality. The other half of the sub- 
jects were told that females do very well on the task, 
and that it seemed to be related to the feminine 
personality. Subjects completed the anagram task 
and were given random success or failure feedback. 
Subjects then filled out scales attributing the success 
or failure to each of the four major attributions: 
ability, effort, task ease/difficulty, and luck. Data 
were also collected on expectations for the same 
task in the future, and on affect. Results were 
analyzed by means of an analysis of variance, with 
sex role identity (feminine sex-typed vs. nontradi- 
tional women), masculine vs. feminine task situa- 
tions, and success vs. failure feedback as factors. 
Results supported the hypothesis that nontradition- 
al women would have a more self-enhancing pattern 
of attributions than feminine sex-typed women. 
Feminine sex-typed women attributed successes 
more often than nontraditional women to having 
had an easy task. In addition, feminine sex-typed 
women performed significantly less well on the ana- 
gram task than did nontraditional women. An inhi- 
bition factor was more apparent in the masculine 
task condition, suggesting that the lowered perform- 
ance may be due to the sex role inappropriateness 
of the task. However, lowered performance may be 
due to other factors, and future research should ex- 
plore this. (Author/AG)

during the past 15 years provides an opportunity to 

evaluate basic theories dealing with life course, the 
impact of early socialization, and trait analysis. The 
case of women in the legal profession is of particular 
value in exploring these issues since law, an exclu- 
sively male domain for more than 50 years, is now 

14 percent female, and one third of recruitments are 

women. Biological and social inheritance theories 
rovide justification for the exclusion of women 
‘om jobs regarded as male; however, today these 

models are scrutinized for their more general anal- 
ysis of human nature and development. Theories of 
this type have been, in some cases, adopted by femi- 
nine activists and fundamentalists, who each main- 
tain that women are predisposed to values and 
objectives different from men. While early socializa- 
tion does provide part of the explanation for the 





self-selection pattern which dissuades women from 
choosing careers that have been sex-typed as male, 
it does not account for the substantial increase in the 
number of women applicants to law school in the 
1970's; these women were not socialized to the 
profession. The rapid and dramatic rise in women’s 
admissions to law school occurred in toc short a 
time to reflect real change in the childrearing pat- 
terns for young girls. Possible explanations for the 
increased enrollment for women lawyers include 
the influence of spouses and peers, and, in the case 
of older women going back to school, the influence 
of children. Opportunity has not only seemed to 
affect women’s choice of law as a profession in the 
1970’s but their ambitions and aspirations as well. 
Although women have been socialized to place 
family and feminine values ahead of occupational 
success, more women now strive to succeed in the 
legal profession. (AG) 
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The former HEW National Strategy for Youth 
Development model was a community-based plan- 
ning and procedural tool to enhance and to prevent 
delinquency through a process of youth needs as- 
sessments, needs targeted programs, and program 
impact evaluation. The program’s 12 Impact Scales 
have been found to have acceptable reliabilities, 
substantial predictive validity with respect to Self- 
Reported Delinquency (SRD), and consistent cor- 
relational structural validity. In order to access the 
ability of the Impact Scales (excluding SRD) to pre- 
dict vandalism, and also to assess the predictive re- 
lationship of age and sex to vandalism, 1,550 
randomly selected males and females, — 10-19, 
completed the Impact Scales (excluding SRD), and 
a demographics questionnaire. Data analyses in- 
dicated that 73.4% of the sample could be correct! 
classified by the Impact Scales and by sex. The vari- 
ables most predictive of vandalism were: Normative 
Peer Pressure; Youth Perceived Negative Labeling 
by Parents; Normlessness; Youth Perceived Lack of 
Access to Educational Roles; Youth Perceived 
Negative Labeling by Peers; and sex (males were 
more likely to engage in vandalism). These results 
are similar to those obtained in an earlier study 
which classified youths into delinquency levels from 
Impact Scales scores. The results indicate that the 
predictors of vandalism are the same for delinquen- 
cy in general, and that peer relations are the most 
predominantly associative of several factors in both 
cases. (AG)

lection and degree attainment. Advising may also 


contribute to a student’s overall success or failure at 
college (Hardee, 1970; Kramer & Gardner, 1977; 
O’Banion, 1971) and is critical to student retention 
(Habley, 1981). Ad ising, asa developmental proc- 
ess, assists students in: (1) achieving personal identi- 
ty; (2) developing a moral or r ethical system; (3) 
searching for new ways to view reality; (4) sorting 
out familial relationships; and (5) developing skills 
to cope with new life situations. Given its potential 
influence on students, understanding those advising 
characteristics that positively influence students is 
important to colleges. One characteristic which may 
influence advising relationships is self-disclosure. 
The degree to which advising participants self-dis- 
close to one another may have implications for how 
well students succeed in academic endeavors. This 
literature review examines advising as a social ex- 
change process and lists those variables which may 
increase self-disclosure in advising. Potential advan- 
tages of examining self-disclosure are detailed with- 
in a developmental framework. (Author) 
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This literature review of nine books and journal 
articles from 1971- ems proposes strategies for bet- 
ter understanding th e self- disclosure of black col- 
lege students in the counseling process. The paper 
presents the functions of self-disclosure which may 
influence a person’s perception of the appropriate- 
ness of the self-disclosure, including: (1) expression; 
(2) self-clarification; (3) social validation; (4) rela- 
tionship development; and (5) social control. Social 
cues which characterize these functions for blacks, 
and which may require that a counselor accept cul- 
ture-specific differences, are reviewed. Several false 
assumptions which a white therapist may hold re- 
garding blacks are outlined: denial of a client’s ra- 
cial/cultural background; belief that a black client’s 
problems stem from being black in an oppressive 
environment; and the supposition that the therapist 
is an expert on black culture. A discussion of strate- 
gies which may be appropriate for a white therapist 
to use with black clients is presented and includes: 
encouraging the client to disclose using Black Eng- 
lish; revealing the parameters which exist in a thera- 
peutic relationship; examining disclosure flexibility 
changes across black and white clients; learning 
what topics are perceived by blacks as appropriate 
to communicate to a white person; and recognizing 
that blacks are not a homogeneous group. (AG) 
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Preventive educational programs are potentially 
useful in reducing the effects of divorce on children 
and families. Parenting After Divorce is an ongoing 
study designed to evaluate preventive programs. Di- 
vorcing families with children aged 7-12 are identi- 
fied from court records and contacted to participate. 
Families are randomly assigned to one of four edu- 
cational programs: parent group, family education, 
child group, or self-study. Assessment of parent, 
child, and family functioning involves multiple 
measures including self-report questionnaires of 
child self-esteem, anxiety, and understanding of di- 
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vorce; parent anxiety and depression; parent report 
of child behavior; videotaped observation of family 
play; and a school questionnaire. Preliminary data 
analysis on 60 families suggested that at pre-test, an 
average of 13 months after separation, most of the 
sample children were functioning normally in terms 
of self-esteem and anxiety. Parents reported that 
56% of the children had a clinically significant num- 
ber of problem behaviors. Parents were more 

py than the general population. At post-test, the 
overall sample of children had fewer problem 
behaviors and less anxiety, while parent anxiety and 
sadness remained stable. Analysis of between group 
diffe in interventions and follow-up of fami- 
lies is in progress. The preliminary data challenge 
the assumption that divorce is always pathogenic for 
children. (Author/AG) 
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This report, the final publication of the Career 
Development Center (CDC), contains selected 
highlights of the transitional activities undertaken in 
1981-82 by the CDC and the National Drug Abuse 
Center (NDAC). The theme of these activities has 
been “Capacity Building,” defined as the ability of 
the states to continue and maintain the core of or- 
ganizational capabilities necessary to maintain the 
quality substance abuse planning, training, and re- 
source development programs formerly adminis- 
tered at the federal level by the National Training 
System components. Highlights of the activities of 
the four Regional Support Centers which phased out 
their operations in June 1982 are also included. The 
first section briefly reviews NDAC goals and pro- 
grams, lists regional activity priorities, and reviews 
the American Indian Special Issues workshop; the 
centralized, training-of-trainer events; materials de- 
velopment; and the Network Strategy Task Force 
workshop. The contents of the National Guide to 
Educational Credit for Training Programs, and the 
annual evaluation and accreditation of educational 
programs dealing with drug abuse are detailed. Pro- 
gram highlights of the Western, the Central, the 
Southwest, and the Southeast Regional Support 
Centers are described in the final four sections, and 
focus on activities provided to each of the states in 
each region during the 1981-82 year. (WAS) 
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Research shows that developing a curriculum 

model for senior adult education requires considera- 

tion of at least four important factors: (1) the hetero- 

geneous nature of the senior adult population; (2) 

their specific information and interest needs; (3) the 

specific nature of the learning activities; and (4) the 
specific barriers and facilitators pertinent to this 
population. In order to respond to these considera- 

tions with a databased curriculum, adults (N = 505), 
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aged 60 and over (432 of these were participants in 
AoA funded nutrition sites in Georgia), responded 
to an 85-item interviewer-administered question- 
naire assessing their educational needs and interests 
in the areas of health, social services, economics, 
social and cultural activities, government and law, 
and personal development. Results showed that a 
dislike of being out at night was the top ranked 
barrier to enro in adult basic education. The 
information from the survey was used to develop a 
teacher’s instructi manual based on the top 
ranked topics, which includes resource and refer- 
ence information, and add-on units for the more 
advanced learner. This databased curriculum devel- 
opment model can be useful for others constructing 
a senior adult basic education curriculum. (Tables 
detailing the study results, and the table of contents 
for the teacher’s manual are included.) (MCF) 
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Identifiers—*Insomnia, Self Management 
Adolescent underachievers may be, in fact, vic- 
tims of insomnia or other types of sleep disorders. 
Insomnia is a greatly overlooked affliction that af- 
fects approximately 13% of the adolescent popula- 
tion, creating daytime side-effects that could impair 
intellectual functioning, such as imposing learning 
constraints. Poor sleepers among the adolescent 
population tend to describe themselves in negative 
terms and have poor self-images. Most sleep disor- 
ders among adolescents have behavioral causes. 
Behavioral self-management techniques have 
proved valuable in alleviating the problem. Self- 
management techniques attempt to teach the person 
the skills needed to solve current sleep problems as 
well as future problems, should they arise. Insomnia, 
the same as sleep, is viewed as a habit; as such, it can 
be treated with techniques other than the sleeping 
pill. Early intervention is necessary; parents can 
identify whether the adolescent has a sleep disorder 
or not. School personnel, particularly counselors 
and school psychologists, should be aware of this 
disorder when counseling adolescent clients. In- 
somnia is an affliction that can be overcome in a 
relatively short, safe and healthy manner. If left un- 
treated, adolescent insomniacs usually become 
adult insomniacs. (Author)

ing new demands into the family’s life style). These 
findings have implications for public affairs educa- 
tion in the university extension, whose programs 
might incorporate, in addition to the traditional foci 
of public affairs education programs, content and 
skills that will help participants anticipate intraper- 
sonal and interpersonal growth stress, and that will 
equip them to help their families adjust to new roles 
and relationships.

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A basic problem in preparing group counseling 
leaders is providing an instructional program which 
gives both information about group work and ex- 
perience in leading groups. The Structured Counsel- 
i Role Interpersonal Phased Transactions 
(SCRIPT) format attempts to reduce this problem. 
Frequently, students are required or expected to 
participate in a counseling group in order to learn 
group leadership skills; SCRIPT attempts to avoid 
the role ambiguity and other problems inherent in 
such a requirement by using simulation or role play- 
ing exercises. As a structured experience, SCRIPT 
permits many behaviors inherent in a group to occur 
spontaneously, demonstrating to students that, 
while group process generalizations exist, each 
group experience has its own characteristics. 
SCRIPT is based on the assumption that group de- 
velopment is sequential and thematic in nature; this 
focus helps students differentiate between natural 
and therapeutic interactions. A SCRIPT role-play 
generally proceeds as follows: the general purpose 
and developmental stage of the group are identified; 
students secretly choose a personality structure to 
role-play, a leader (either student or instructor) is 
chosen; and the episode is videotaped and later 
analyzed. This process helps students understand 
the oid procedures discussed in didactic courses.

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Marijuana and alcohol use by high school students 
has continued to increase through the latter part of 
the 1970's. To gain information on the extent of this 
problem in their area, a school district in rural west- 
ern Pennsylvania approved a study of drug and al- 
cohol usage by the school district’s 2,200 students. 
For reasons of confident tiality, all words and names 
that would identify the school district have been 
removed from the report (and replaced by an “‘X” 
in the text). Specific purposes of the study were to 
collect data on student drug and alcohol use, to find 





factors related to such usage, and to lay the ground- 
work for designing a program to deal with drug and 
alcohol problems. A random sample of one-half of 
the students in the 6th, 8th, 10th, and 12th grades 
(N=296) was selected to complete a 40-item ques- 
tionnaire which covered these areas: personal data, 
community drug and aicohol information, and per- 
sonal experience with drugs and alcohol. A nonex- 
istent drug (phenohalides) was included in the 
questionnaire as a validity check on students’ re- 
sponses. Statistical analyses revealed, among other 
results, that drug and alcohol use by seniors at this 
high school generally paralleled national levels of 
use; however, usage by 10th graders was greater 
than that by the seniors, suggesting that the drug 
problem will get worse before it decreases. Recom- 
mendations were that a drug and alcohol prevention 
program be initiated as soon as possible, and that the 
program should begin in the primary grades.

The language experience approach is a reading 
methodoloy that is highly organized, highly struc- 
tured, and very systematic, but that allows teachers 
to teach without texts. It is a multiple, variegated set 
of activities designed to serve one purpose, namely, 
the instructional use of pupil’s own language. As 
such, there are five interrelated aspects of the lan- 
guage experience approach that weave in and out of 
daily classroom practice. The first is the alphabet, 
whose usefulness lies in its letter names. Children 
proceed from letter names to letter sounds, especial- 
ly with vowels. The second aspect, writing, includes 
“invented spelling,” a spelling that resembles pho- 
netic spelling but has more profound origins. The 
breakdown of the rote recital of the alphabet into its 
component letters allows words to be spelled on a 
letter name basis that should lead, in later grades, 
into formal, accurate, and correct spelling. Key 
vocabulary is the third aspect. It is a highly struc- 
tured process in which the teacher elicits a personal 
word from the student in a specified, organized way. 
The fourth aspect,though not necessarily in this or- 
der, is that of the experience chart. From ideas pre- 
sented by the students, the teacher writes on the 
chalkboard or easel the transmogrified ideas, repeat- 
ing each word as it is written. The final aspect, the 
use of trade or library books, relates both to the 
language experience approach and the self-selection 
or individualized reading approach and involves 
children in reading books that they choose and like 
and reporting their reactions to the teacher. (HOD)

There are at least two kinds of phonetic knowl- 

edge: phoneme synthesis and analytic knowledge. 

In phoneme synthesis a person demonstrates pho- 

netic knowledge by being able to assemble segments 

into bee units. With analytic knowledge one 

knows that syllables or words are analyzable into 

constituent segments. One type of knowledge ena- 

bles learning to read and the other type follows from 
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learning to read. These issues were the background 
for a longitudinal study carried out with 99 begin- 
ning readers.

main interest were a test of phoneme synthesis and 
a test of phoneme deletion. Of central interest was 
the relationship between the child’s reading ability 
and his or her performance on these tasks. From this 
study it was concluded that regardless of instruc- 
tional method, phoneme synthesis ability was 
necessary for reading to occur, but it was not suffi- 
cient. Phoneme deletion was sufficient for reading 
to occur but not necessary. Thus, the ability of pho- 
neme analysis is one that is followed by early skills 
in reading, whereas the ability of phoneme synthesis 
is one that precedes early skills in reading. This 
suggests that the relationship between phonetic 
knowledge and early reading is one of mutual facili- 
tation based on the intimate relationship between 
spoken and written language.

THE FOLLOWING IS THE FULL TEXT OF 
THIS DOCUMENT: For the last three years, in the 
Flowing Wells Schools in Tucson, Arizona, Reading 
Specialists Susan Heintz and Carol McPheeters 
have directed a continuous program which involves 
a total schoolwide commitment to developing posi- 
tive feelings toward reading. The name of this pro- 
gram is “Paperback Pizzazz.” This program utilizes 
a multitude of high interest paperback books which 
are written at the appropriate readability levels for 
the students. An unusual aspect of this program is 
that students have oral conferences with the reading 
specialist about the books they have read. This re- 
telling technique provides the teacher with knowl- 
edge of the students’ comprehension. The four 
program components are: (1) Motivation-Teachers 
take time to read excerpts from popular books in 
order to “sell” reading. Students may select a take- 
home book from the “Paperback Pizzazz” book- 
store as a reward for reading throughout the year. 
Students who are awarded “Reader of the Month” 
or “Reader of the Week” certificates are permitted 
to read with the principal. (2) Reading—Every child 
at the school reads silently for one-half hour, four 
days a week. (3) Follow-Up-—Individual conferences 
are held with each child. The teacher evaluates the 
book review given by the student. Awards are given 
weekly for good reports. (4) Rights, Respect and 
Responsibility-Group discussions stress the impor- 
tance of each individual’s right to read and the im- 
portance of good behavior. The entire school 
population (kindergarten through fifth grade) par- 
ticipates in this program on a rotating basis. Each 
grade level attends “Paperback Pizzazz” for six 
weeks during the school year. Modifications are 
made for kindergarten and first grade. Approxi- 
mately 400 high-interest paperback books were 
needed to initiate the program and additional titles 
were added periodically. The revenue necessary for 
this project is provided by the P.T.A. and the Stu- 
dent Activity Fund. “Paperback Pizzazz” is situated 
in the reading room in an area wih bean bag chairs, 
comfortable pillows and carpeting which provides 
the students with an environment conducive to rest- 
ful and relaxing reading.

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Curriculum leaders, program specialists, and 
teachers can intentionally arouse the activation of 
one hemisphere of the brain over the other through 
the use of right brain strategies in language learning. 
While most functions of the left hemisphere are con- 
cerned with convergent production (getting the 
right answer), functions of the right hemisphere are 
concerned with divergent production that involves 
imagery-the vehicle through which creativity oc- 
curs. Right-brain strategies in written language en- 
courage the use of thinking inherent in analogy, 
metaphor, synthesis, and imagery. An example of 
such a strategy is the use of a configural structure 
involving free association, imagery, and metaphori- 
cal thinking known as a “web.” Because humans 
think in images, several activities that encourage 
free association and imagining can form the basis for 
language arts activities. For example, guided fantasy 
can help students to sustain an imaginary experi- 
ence. The technique of imagining can be used to 
enhance comprehension. Students can be invited to 
close their eyes and “put themselves” into the story. 
Because pictures represent actual life situations, 
they can be used to expand language and develop 
compound and complex sentence structures holisti- 
cally. These activities use children’s natural abilities 
to imagine by asking them to describe the pictures 
and ideas that evolve in their minds. Similar strate- 
gies can be designed which tap the innate resources 
of metaphorical and analogic thinking. (HOD) 
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The comprehension of instructional text can be a 
cognitively demanding task because component 
comprehension processes compete for limited space 
within the readers’ working memories. The compo- 
nent comprehension processes that readers must 
perform include recognizing words and retrieving 
their meanings, parsing sentences, identifying and 
organizing important text ideas, and integrating 
those ideas with prior knowledge. Readers cope 
with the limited capacities of their working memo- 
ries by attending selectively, by organizing informa- 
tion hierarchically, and by automatizing to some 
degree their component comprehension processes 
through practice. Authors can help readers to com- 
prehend and recall text information by making sure 
that the design of their texts supports each of the 
component comprehension processes that the read- 
ers must perform. (Author/FL)

A study investigated the selationthip between 


reading achievement and predictive abilities for nar- 
rative text structure of 96 fourth grade and 70 sixth 
grade readers. The subjects (1) silently read incom- 
plete stories and then told the rest orally, and (2) 
silently read stories that had parts deleted and then 
orally gave information they thought could fit in the 
blank sections. The degree to which readers expect- 
ed particular story structures was revealed by the 
extent to which their responses matched the story 
parts predicted by the J. M. Mandler and J. S. John- 
son grammar. The major finding was that, on the 
whole, at each grade level, there was a positive rela- 
tionship between reading achievement and the abili- 
ty to anticipate narrative text structure during 
reading. The relationship was consistent across 
grades. In addition, there was no significant differ- 
ence between fcurth grade and sixth grade readers 
in the extent to which particular story structures 
were expected. (Author/FL) 
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The computer has at least eight features that can 
be advantageous to the reading teacher and the 
learner: the computer (1) is interactive-the print can 
change sizes and colors, blink on and off, and roll up 
or down the screen; (2) is immediate-it can respond 
or interact far faster than can either the teacher or 
learner; (3) is impassive-it is a nonthreatening, non- 
judging machine; (4) focuses attention-the changing 
light patterns on the surface of the cathode ray tube 
(CRT) are a constant reminder to the viewer that 
the display can and does change; (5) is absolutely 
dependent upon its programs (or programer); (6) 
can vary parameters; (7) permits skills to be embed- 
ded in games; and (8) can keep records. Unfortu- 
nately, not all of the computer’s characteristics are 
advantageous. For example, the low cost of elec- 
tronically stored and displayed text is low cost only 
after relatively expensive computing equipment has 
been purchased. A second problem is quality. How- 
ever, the computer’s major disadvantages are inher- 
ent in the characteristics of its displays: it is 
dependent upon electricity, and its printouts are oft- 
en difficult to read. Furthermore, the CRT is a limit- 
ed display device. Finally, the CRT can cause vision 
problems. (HOD) 
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To ascertain the current state-of-the-ait clinical 
experiences provided by colleges and universities 
granting graduate degrees in reading education, a 
seven-page survey form was mailed to all schools 
listed in “Graduate Programs and Faculty in Read- 
ing, 1981.” Questions were designed to obtain infor- 
mation on the following topics: size of college, 
clients, source of client referrals, size of reading 
faculty, clinical staff, clinic facility, services provid- 
ed, fees charged for services, evaluation of clinic 
services, materials and equipment, funding, advan- 
tages and disadvantages and future plans and ad- 
vice. Responses indicated that 87% of the 242 
schools provided clinical experiences within their 
reading education — although only 67% ac- 
tually had a designated clinic facility in the universi- 


ty setting. Most of the programs offered diagnostic 
services for silent and oral reading proficiency, word 
recognition, study skills, spelling, general inte!lectu- 
al development, vision, general achievement, lan- 
guage development, perceptual functions, and 
hearing. When asked what advice they would offer 
to a reading department that was trying to establish 
a reading clinic as part of their program, respond- 
ents offered suggestions for funding, personnel, pur- 
pose, liaison, and facilities. (HOD) 
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To evaluate different strategies for improving stu- 

dents’ comprehension skills, particularly their infer- 
ence ability, 42 fifth grade students identified as 
good or average readers were placed into one of 
three groups for an eight-week instructional period. 
Students in one group, the Content and Structure 
group, received systematic attention, story after sto- 
ty, to the importance of invoking background 
knowledge appropriate for story understanding and 
to eliciting an integrated understanding of the story 
in terms of salient components within a story gram- 
mar. The students in the second group, the Infer- 
ence Awareness group, received treatment in which 
the process of drawing inferences from text and eva- 
luating their plausibility was made explicit. Students 
in the third group, a placebo control group, par- 
ticipated in language activities unrelated to infer- 
ences. Results indicated that both experimental 
treatments were beneficial to students who, on one 
preexperimental measure or another, exhibited high 
aptitude for reading. The net result of the eight 
weeks of training was to show increasing gains as a 
direct function of how well students were already 
performing. Conversely, for students who per- 
formed relatively poorly on comprehension tasks 
prior to the experiment, the control group was either 
more or equally as beneficial. (FL) 
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Thirty classroom teachers, 19 reading teachers, 33 
students, and 13 supervisors were interviewed in a 
study to gather information concerning the degree 
of congruence that exists in the instruction provided 
during core curriculum reading instruction and 
compensatory reading instruction. The interviews 
consisted of open-ended questions that addressed 
various aspects of classroom and remedial reading 
programs. The data indicated a full range of con- 
trasts and a frequent lack of congruence between the 
regular class and remedial class settings. There was 
also a lack of awareness of many teachers about the 
materials that the child was working with in the 
other instructional setting. The students’ comments 
tended to reflect a lack of awareness of the purpose 
of the activities in which they were required to par- 
ticipate. It was also found that student-teacher 
dyads and teacher-teacher dyads showed considera- 
ble disagreement on certain information. Children’s 
perceptions of what they spent the most time doing 
often differed considerably from what their teachers 





perceived. The children noted more time on work- 
books or worksheets, whereas the teachers noted 
more time on silent reading and other activities. It 
was also interesting to note that those supervisors 
who felt that their preferred instructional situations 
did not exist in their school ascribed this problem to 
teacher personalities. (HOD) 
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The concept of open or progressive education has 
come to mean that to learn one needs no discipline, 
no systematic organization, no planning. However, 
there is a middle, or at least another ground, be- 
tween the ends of laissez faire and authoritarianism. 
It has to do with the structure of process. For exam- 
ple, the Key Vocabulary of Sylvia Ashton-Warner is 
as structured as it is possible to get in terms of proc- 
ess. The learning situations must be so structured 
that the child will dredge up, so to speak, his or her 
own vocabulary. This structure of process comes 
from the child’s own living experiences. When this 
structure in the learning process is present, there is 
a rigor in the acquisition of skills and knowledge. 
And when that learning is based upon the child’s 
inner sources, the teacher will not have much need 
for discipline imposed from without. A teacher must 
discover how to get such ideas from within the given 
child. From these ideas come the words that can be 
turned into writing, and on into reading. (HOD) 
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Broad literacy trends among elementary, high 
school, and college students can be determined from 
various reports from the National Assessment of 
Education Progress, standardized achievement 
scores, and the verbal scores on the SAT. When 
these scores are analyzed for the decade of the 
1970s, one finds different trends for different age 
groups, with the younger children making greater 
gains over the 10 year period than the older. Several 
hypotheses for the different trends for the different

The semantic organizer approach i is ok an 1 attempt 
to help children internalize theoretically models of 
proficient readers and writers. It is the link between 
cognitive organization and written syntactic struc- 
tures. A semantic organizer describes the basic con- 
cept. There are six different of semantic 
organizers: (1) realia clusters which make use of real 
objects that children organize around a central top- 
ic; (2) picture clusters, which involve only pictures; 
(3) verb clusters, which are composed of a single 
verb with pictures and later, nouns related in a dia- 
gram; (4) noun clusters, which involve both nouns 
and verb phrases; (5) concept clusters, which are 
less structured and represent relationships of ideas 
to a topic without much regard to the type of words 
used; and (6) episodic clusters, which demonstrate 
relationships of events over time. Prior to writing a 
paragraph, a student can be taught to organize ideas 
logically without becoming concerned simultane- 
ously with the syntactic issues involved in the writ- 
ing of sentences. Then the student can concentrate 
on how the ideas will be structured into sentences. 
Organization is the key to retrieval; hence, memory 
(and therefore, comprehension) is assisted if a stu- 
dent is taught to store information components in an 
organized retrieval scheme. (HOD) 
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Reader-response criticism may elucidate the rela- 
tionship between reading and knowing. Unfortu- 
nately, discussions of stylistics and convention in 
anthologies of reader response criticism tend to 
focus on fairly specialized literary problems. David 
Bleich’s subjective paradigm provides a framework 
through which the study of both response and inter- 
pretation can be actively integrated with the experi- 
ence of response and interpretation, thereby 
transforming knowledge from something to be ac- 
quired into something that can be synthesized on 
behalf of self and community. However, his theory 
shortchanges the role of history, both in relation to 
the text and to the community of readers. What is 
needed is a philosophical grounding in a theory of 
understanding. Hans-Georg Gadamer provides 
such a theory. Gadamer broadens the scope of her- 
meneutic studies to include the conditions of under- 
standing. To Gadamer, the scene of understanding 
is a conversation composed of question and answer. 
Just as the reader speaks from a point of view, so 
does the text, and the process of their communica- 
tion Gadamer calls a “fusion of horizons.” For this 
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fusion to take place, the reader must first acquaint 
himself or herself with the text’s tradition, by asking 
uestions of the informational type, for example. 
Sodeene’s hermeneutics can provide a basis for 
developing writing across the curriculum discipli- 
nary approach in which the reading and writing are 
tied to a disciplinary methodology, a genuine con- 
text, a set of conventions, and a content.

The Cooperative Principle posits four general 

ways in which a speaker is expected to be coopera- 
tive: (1) quantity-make a contribution no more and 
no less informative than is required; (2) quality-say 
only that which one both believes and has adequate 
evidence for; (3) relation—be relevant; and (4) man- 
ner—make a contribution easy to understand. Once 
teachers understand this principle, they can begin to 
discuss with their students why one sentence with 
its implicature is better than another sentence with 
its different implicature in a given context. First, 
however, students need to have an understanding of 
the placement of given and new information within 
a sentence. This implies an understanding of the 
“Given-New Contract.” Under this contract, a dis- 
course consists of sentences carefully tailored to 
achieve the speaker’s desired effect on his or her 
listener. Students also need an understanding of the 
linguistic structures that alter the information with- 
in a given context. Teaching strategies are needed 
that can exercise their competence with the aim of 
improving their performance.

Unlike her energetic predecessor, Eleanor Roose- 
velt, First Lady Bess Truman sought to remain out- 
side the public spotlight.

Truman held all press conferences somewhat under 
protest, and in absentia, with questions filtered 
through her social secretary. As she consequently 
became an unwilling party to the political communi- 
cation process, reporters were forced to write stories 
that stressed the commonplace. With portrayal of 
Mrs. Truman left mainly to the press, she received 
more kindly treatment than she might have been 
expected to: instead of presenting her as noncooper- 
ative, reclusive, or even hostile, the press chose to 
deal with her performance in more positive terms, 
referring to her as independent and an individualist.

American newspapers shifted from foreign to 
domestic news content at the end of the War of 
1812, as journalism historians traditionally believe, 
or if the shift in fact occurred before then as a result 
of a heightened American self-consciousness. A 
sample was drawn from newspapers from 1808 
= 1812. Each selected edition was content 
ro my other, and advertising. 
sured in inches (physical volume of material) and 
then converted to word counts. The results indicat- 
ed that the newspapers printed nearly twice as much 
domestic content in 1812 than they had in 1808, 
and the mean levels of foreign content decreased 
over time from 1808 to 1812, occurring mostly be- 
tween 1809 and 1810. There was a significant in- 
crease over time in mean levels of federal 
government news. These results indicate that Am- 
erican newspapers became more domestic in con- 
tent in the years just prior to the War of 1812, rather 
than during that conflict, as historians suggest. This 
shift was not due simply to a reduction of news from 
abroad, but may have resulted from attempts by the 
editors to print content that was more American in 
nature, or that was newsworthy. It cannot be deter- 
mined from this study whether the newspapers led 
public opinion or followed it. (HTH)

Discuss your main topic in depth, includ- 
ing important ideas, events, or other factors which 
influenced the situations and developments you are 
writing about. SOCIOLOGY: Place yourself in a 
situation where you are outside your “group” (eth- 
nic, socio-economic, age, religious, educational, 
etc.). Then compare/contrast the group you are 
visiting with the ef of which you are a member. 
What do you observe? Be as non-judgmental as pos- 
sible in describing what you see and hear. Discuss 
several areas briefly and then deal in depth with one 
you consider especially significant.

ARTS/ART HISTORY: Describe your impressions 
of a painting or other work of art about which you 
have no background information, not even the name 
of its creator. Then research the work to find out 
when it was done, by whom, where, and what cir- 





cumstances may have influenced its creation. Dis- 
cuss how your research affected your initial impres- 
sion. Were your earlier views reinforced? Modified? 
In your discussion, include specific information 
from your research which changed or reinforced 
your original views. BUSINESS (communications, 
accounting, economics): Select one of the systems 
or procedures discussed in your textbook or class 
and find what you believe to be a representation of 
it in the real world.

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To demonstrate how discourse tasks can differ in 
their cognitive difficulties, students in a graduate 
course on the teaching of writing participated in a 
procedure called “invisible writing.” The purpose 
was to show the students that as they took on more 
cognitively demanding writing tasks, their ability to 
produce coherent discourse would be increasingly 
impeded by their inability to look back over their 
developing text. However, as the level of difficulty 
was raised from task to task, the students continued 
to insist that they found invisible writing no impedi- 
ment to their thinking or to the coherence of the 
texts they were producing. This result suggests that 
writers who cannot look back over their sentences 
will retain them in their mind in a form resembling 
a reader’s memory of the sentences that have al- 
ready been read as they move forward through a 
text. From this it would seem reasonable to suppose 
that writers blocked by their verbal self-conscious- 
ness or by a tendency to compuisive overediting will 
find that invisible writing allows them to produce 
coherent first-draft prose more rapidly and copious- 
% than they would have otherwise thought possible. 
rt, invisible writing may be used as a diagnostic 
instrument to see to what extent wandering atten- 
tion or the distractions of premature editing are im- 
pediments for writers who seem unable to produce 
satisfactory quantities of prose in a single setting. 
(Appendixes include a scale of intellectual ascent 
for discourse, a sequence of writing tasks, and three 
writing samples from the invisible writing experi- 
ment.)

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To investigate the composing processes of profes- 
sional expository writers, interviews were conduct- 
ed of six subjects who regularly produced expository 
prose under the pressure of a weekly or monthly 
deadline. Subjects included Noel Perrin, essayist, 
book critic, and Dartmouth College professor; Tom 
Wicker, political columnist for “The New York 
Times”; Walter Kerr, drama critic for “The New” 
magazine; Susan Nykamp, managing editor of 
“Photo Marketing”; and Neal Gabler, a cohost of 
the PBS program “Sneak Previews” and film critic 
for “Monthly Detroit.”

that subject; and (4) standards of quality in writing 
were flexible in the view of the writer according to 
exigencies and characteristics of the task environ- 
ment.

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Writer-teachers in the classroom offer two charac- 
teristics central to teaching students to write. The 
first is the writer’s concern and respect for the stu- 
dents’ own language and experience, and the second 
is the writer’s broadly conceived sense of audience 
in the classroom. Writers try to maintain the con- 
nection between their students’ own language and 
experience and the writing they will do in the class- 
room. They use several methods to help students see 
this connection, such as letting students talk before 
writing or allowing class collaboration on a poem. 
The writers also play a variety of audience roles in 
order to meet students’ needs at particular points in 
their development and at different stages in the 
writing process, often sharing their work, thoughts, 
and feelings with students. Students are encouraged 
to reciprocate. Students also benefit from peer in- 
teraction. Writers provide students with opportuni- 
ties to “publish,” in the form of ditto sheets and 
literary journals, providing yet another audience 
and the encouragement that publication brings to 
writers. This audience sequence suggests a further 
parallel with the sequence of language activities: one 
way for a teacher to establish himself or herself as 
an audience deserving of students’ trust is to recog- 
nize and accept the value of their language and writ- 
ing interests. Students must begin writing in their 
own language about things that matter to them, and 
it is the job of writing teachers to make forms and 
conventions serve the students’ purpose, not the 
other way around.

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Without a clear idea of the continuity of literary 
traditions, one is apt to lose a firm grasp on the 
distinctive qualities of literacy and literate com- 
munities. Literary history teaches that writers arise 
out of literary traditions. In the United States in the 
last few decades, however, the act of writing has 
come to be seen as an act of totally individual crea- 
tion. The writer’s voice is apart from the social 
world rather than within it. With neither an unprob- 
lematic tradition-to draw on nor a predisposition to 
search out literate continuity, composition theory 
has ignored the connection between what one reads 
and what one writes.

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Ten areas of change, or megatrends, are trans- 
forming the practice of public relations. First is the 
change from manipulation to effective adaptation to 
environmental demands, constraints, and oppor- 
tunities. Second, the role of the public relations 
practitioner is changing from external counselor to 
internal team member and leader. Third is the evo- 
lution of the public relations practitioner from an 
information impediment to an information facilita- 
tor or boundary spanner. The fourth change is from 
marketing to management; public relations’ prime 
responsibility has become providing the information 
and environment in which management can func- 
tion most effectively. Fifth is the change from pro- 
gram success, or a focus on discrete tasks or 
products, to continuous process; sixth is the change 
in the public relations practitioner’s role from being 
a craftsperson to being a manager; and seventh is the 
change from concentration on placement of positive 
items in the media toward issues management. 
Eighth is the change in emphasis from output to 
input, with focus now directed to messages to and 
from internal publics. While the ninth change is 
among the most fully established megatrends affect- 
ing public relations: the evolution from “fire fighters 
to fire preventors.” Preventive public relations is 
now the widely held ideal among practitioners. All 
of these trends have helped to create the tenth 
megatrend-the move toward legitimacy. Public re- 
lations is now being recognized as a legitimate field 
of study. (HOD) 
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A content analysis of selected Soviet newspapers 
and magazines was conducted to examine what cul- 
tural events from the United States were featured in 
the Soviet press, whether the event or artist was 
presented favorably or unfavorably, and whether 
the stories were used to make an ideological state- 
ment. Nine publications were examined over a 
three-year period. The 424 articles were divided 
into categories of performance arts, visual arts, gen- 
eral, literature, and cultural relations. The results 
indicated the expected “unfavorable,” highly ideo- 
logical statements based on news reports, but there 
was also a notable number of “neutral,” journalistic 
reports about American events. In addition, the re- 
sults indicated that: (1) a choice is made as to which 
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events are covered by the Soviet press, and the fact 
that the event is taking place within the Soviet Un- 
ion does not guarantee coverage; (2) articles were 
more favorable than unfavorable, with a portion be- 
ing neutral in content; and (3) the Soviet press did 
use American cultural events as “stepping stones” 
for promoting the Soviet ideology, without labeling 
these as editorials, opinions, or analyses. (HTH) 
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Four hundred faculty members in the six different 
colleges at Murray State University, Kentucky, 
were surveyed to determine students’ attitudes to- 
ward writing, faculty members’ perceptions of stu- 
dent writing ability, and faculty members’ use of 
writing in their own disciplines. Tentative cenclu- 
sions from survey findings suggest that faculty 
members: (1) strongly support both the basic fresh- 
man composition requirement and the emphasis 
upon writing in general education courses; (2) en- 
dorse upper division writing courses; (3) accept re- 
sponsibility for teaching writing skills in their own 
disciplines, but would like to learn to use writing 
more effectively in teaching concepts; (4) see stu- 
dents as having major problems in controlling their 
subject matter and editing their writing; and (5) ex- 
press concern about their students’ writing difficul- 
ties and offer help during the. composing process. 
Indicating faculty commitment to writing excel- 
lence, the survey results suggest that measures to 
strengthen the university’s writing program-such as 
establishing a committee to enhance the quality of 
student writing and increasing interdepartmental 
communication on instructional practices—-would 
receive strong faculty support. (A copy of the sur- 
vey instrument is appended.) (MM) 
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Teachers need not drop entirely the nonliterary 
aspects of classroom talk and response to put stu- 
dents back in touch with the aesthetic role of class- 
room reading. Affect is the “gut reaction” a reader 
experiences when his or her raw emotions are 
touched. This first level of response must be ac- 
knowledged, even encouraged, before moving on to 
the second level, that of association. Beneath the 
surface response lie memories and reflections, as- 
sociations in the form of stories or anecdotes which 
can form the basis of real understanding of students’ 
Tesponse to various pieces of literature. Students 
need a variety of nonthreatening opportunities to 
express these associations. Students can keep a 
reading process journal, in which entries can be han- 
died not as finished pieces of writing to be graded, 
but merely as explorations and attempts to get clos- 
er to what happens during and after reading. The 
following categories suggest some possible prompts 
to help studeuts perceive the connection between 
reading and writing, and respond honestly: memory, 
belief, feelings, sharing, and meaning. In practice, 
the journal! entries may take on many directions, 
often blending emotion and analysis. Later students 
may be ps to review their entries and select 
one or several that they can “flesh-out” into fuller 
pieces of written discourse. The journals can also 
serve as a catalyst for open dialogue in the class- 
room. (HTH) 
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Studying the writing strategies used in advertise- 
ments helps students discover that rhetorical tech- 
nique and patterns of development are not a system 
of arbitrary rules, but a means of achieving specific 
and real effects. By analyzing its purpose, audience, 
persona, and argumentative content, students learn 
how each element contributes to an ad’s total im- 
pact. They can discuss the effectiveness of different 
types of evidence and the various modes used to 
develop advertising arguments. In addition to 
recognizing the use of analogy, comparison and 
contrast, and other modes, students can find exam- 
ples of faulty argumentation in advertisements. 
They can develop a greater sensitivity to the impor- 
tance of word choice after studying the “weasel 
words” and glittering generalities used to sell many 
products. Having familiarized themselves with ad 
techniques, students can use them to write essays on 
advertising. In an especially effective assignment, 
students design an ad for a nonexistent product and 
then write an essay analyzing what they did and 
why. Besides offering a stimulating way of teaching 
thetorical strategies, this unit on advertising in- 
creases student sensitivity to the audience’s needs, 
a quality necessary in any effective writing. (MM) 
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A midwestern university is testing a program that 
uses the Apple II computer to help students in an 
advertising research course develop their skills in 
preparing and presenting research reports using 
computer generated graphics for both oral and writ- 
ten presentations. One of the course requirements is 
the preparation of a final project, including a re- 
search report based on data that have been provided 
in the form of computer printouts. Use of the Apple 
computers allow the students to improve the quality 
of their presentations. Two software programs are 
needed for the Apple II to develop charts and 
graphs that can be used in both oral and written 
presentations: Apple Business Graphics, designed 
to enable the user to create charts and graphs based 
on research data; and Screen Director program, de- 
signed to enable the user to create a computer gene- 
rated “slide show” using the charts and graphs 
created by the business graphics program. Several 
benefits have been derived from the experiments 
page bara system. First, students discover new ways 
in which the computer can be used to help in solving 
advertising related problems. Second, students are 
given the opportunity to make formal presentations, 
thus helping them both overcome some of their fear 
of speaking before groups, and develop a presenta- 
tion that covers the important points quickly and 
clearly. Finally, students learn the importance of a 
well-planned and well-designed research report. 
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man Rights 
The flow of news and information across national 

boundaries has been, for the last decade, a major 

issue in United Nations international policy de- 
bates. These debates have highlighted the need for 
new legal instruments to govern world communica- 
tions. In the current debate on information rights, 

Article 19 of the Universal Declaration of Human 

Rights establishes one world for the purpose of re- 

ceiving and imparting information as an individual 

right. Although many nations accept in principle the 
right to receive and impart information across na- 
tional boundaries, there is a substantial disagree- 
ment about the responsibilities of individuals, 
groups, and nations. The concept of the right to 
communicate has thus arisen, with two perspectives 
prominent in its formulation: a comprehensive per- 
spective on morals and ethics, the content of cul- 

ture, and implicit right to communicate; and a 

multi-tiered perspective based on the assumption 

that communication needs in any democratic socie- 

y must be rooted in specific rights. The concept of 
e right to communicate perhaps offers the possi- 

bility of wider accord on the rights and responsibili- 
ties of the mass media, and could provide the kind 
of ethical and even legal framework for solving 
problems in international and national communica- 
tion. (HOD) 
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To explore how knowledge influences opinion in 
foreign policy, results of a survey on voter familiari- 
ty with and attitude toward nuclear policy issues 
were compared with three theoretical models of the 
knowledge/opinion relationship: (1) the enlighten- 
ment model-as knowledge increases, support for 
belligerent foreign policy stands decreases; (2) the 
mainstream model-as knowledge increases, con- 
formity to official positions grows; and (3) the cog- 
nitive consistency model-greater knowledge 
parallels increased correspondence between general 
beliefs and opinions on specific policies. Results of 
the comparison, contradicting a 1963 study, lend 
some support to the enlightenment and cognitive 
consistency models. Failure to corroborate earlier 
support of the mainstream model may be due to the 
public’s decreased faith in political or technological 
experts. (MM) 
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Two studies tested the hypothesis that the annual 
salaries of women in public relations are significant- 
ly less than those of men of equal education, profes- 
sional experience, and length of employment with 
their current organization. A second hypothesis in- 
cluded organizational role status as a variable. The 
first study surveyed members of four communica- 
tions and publications associations, in San Diego, 
California, including the Public Relations Society of 
America (PRSA), and the second study surveyed 
members of only the PRSA. Both studies confirmed 
the first hypothesis: women practitioners earned 
lower salaries than men, even when the influence of 
education, professional experience, and tenure with 
current employer were equalized. When organiza- 
tional role segregation was added, it was confirmed 
that women are segregated in the organizational 
role of communications technician, a position that 
earns a lower income than other organizational 
roles. The two surveys of public relations practic- 
tioners provide evidence that differences in male 
practitioner and female practitioner salaries cannot 
be entirely explained in terms of preparation for 
advancement. The two surveys also provide strong 
evidence that organizational role segregation is a 
useful construct in a theory of salary difference 
among women and men in public relations. Differ- 
ences in incomes are significantly reduced when or- 
ganizational roles are equalized. (HTH) 
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Historically, legislation or judicial review success- 

fully controlled threats to personal privacy by infor- 

mation technology. Wiretapping legislation, for 
example, developed along with sophisticated tele- 
phone equipment. Today, however, the law is una- 
ble to respond quickly enough to the constantly 
changing situations and behaviors created by mas- 
sive computerization. Based on a paper concept of 
information, even such recent legislation as the 

Privacy Act of 1974 cannot address problems aris- 

ing from the permanence and universality of com- 

puterized personal records. Not only legislation, but 
traditional common law, applicable in onl certain 
situations and requiring proof of personal injury, is 

no longer viable in many contexts. If technology’s 
impact on the individual is to be controlled, laws 
must be developed to cope with the future, instead 
of to simply reflect the past. The concept of personal 
autonomy must be refined to include contr ‘1 over 
the image presented. To that end, society should 
avoid loading computers with personal data, moni- 
tor the transmission of personal records between 
computer systems, and create lawyers able to adapt 
to the changing legal issues and categories brought 
about by technological advances, who will defend 

the individual’s right to privacy. (MM) 
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Data collected in three recent reseach reports 


were examined to answer two basic questions about 
social science coverage in the news media. The first 
question, whether the media prefer social science 
stories to other kinds of science questions, was an- 
swered affirmatively by three kinds of evidence. 
First, combined analysis of 1977 and 1979 Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of Science 
(AAAS) annual meeting stories indicated that 
among all the topics covered during the meetings, 
social science topics received by far the most atten- 
tion from journalists. Second, of more than 100 
symposia at the 1977 meeting alone, 10 generated 
more than half of the total newspaper coverage, with 
three of the five stories receiving the most space in 
daily newspapers across the country being on social 
science topics. Third, a national survey of scientists 
indicated that while nearly half of the social scien- 
tists reported contact with at least three journalists 
during the previous year, the physical/biological 
scientists had encountered none. The second ques- 
tion asked whether any variables could be isolated 
that might explain this preference pattern. The data 
suggested that the media prefer social science re- 
search to other kinds of research because (1) social 
science research in some ways more easily accom- 
modates itself to the media production process than 
do other kinds of research; (2) social science re- 
search is more easily defended as “relevant to the 
audience”; and (3) social scientists are more accessi- 
ble than are cther kinds of scientists. (HTH) 
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To determine whether journalists withhold mobil- 

izing information (any information that allows peo- 

ple to act on the attitudes and desires they already 
have), 56 professional journalists were asked to edit 

a nine-paragraph story about a wave of beetles that 

supposedly threatened large stands of timber. There 

were two versions of this story: the controversial 
context version and the positive context version. 

Each version of the story contained identical sets of 

mobilizing information (MI) in the fourth, sixth, 

eighth, and ninth paragraphs. The editing task was 
explained as a “study in editing,” and neither the 
concept of MI nor the existence of MI in the stories 
was mentioned during the entire test session. Re- 

sults showed that the experienced professinals did 

eliminate more MI when the story was controversi- 

al, and the barriers they raised against MI in the 
controversial context rose even higher as soon as it 

was suggested that the story be cut. In contrast, MI 

continued to be relatively untouched when the jour- 

nalists looked for ways to cut positive context sto- 
ties by one, two, and four paragraphs. The results 
produced the overriding impression that, somehow, 
the MI was less “relevant” and “necessary” when it 
appeared in a controversial public affairs story than 
when it appeased in a positive context news item. 

(Copies of the two versions of the story are append- 

ed.) (HOD) 
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Independent investigations have demonstrated 
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consistent relationships among family communica- 
tion, cognitive style, and media jchenion when ah 
two of these variables are associated in the 

study. Ths ovldsaan one Coppemetne tepeteies 
that family communication Patterns are associated 
with different strategies for with persons 
and information, thus influencing role and ef- 
fects of television and other media in the lives of 
young persons. However, a theoretical model is 
needed to clarify the process of this influence. Such 
a model would support the foll hypotheses: 
(1) cognitive style will function significant i in ex- 
plaining variance in media use and gratifications by 
family communication patterns; (2) “rule” gratifica- 
tions in the media will be significantly associated 
with convergent thinking and socio-orientation in 
family communication patterns; (3) “idea” gratifica- 
tion in the media will be significantly associated 
with divergent thinking and concept-orientation in 
family communication patterns; and (4) general 
orientation to media will function significantly in 
explaining variance in media use and gratifications 
by family communication patterns. The testing of 
these hypotheses will require longitudinal research 
and should be associated with different leisure ac- 
tivity choices over time. (HOD) 
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Prompted by the belief that the noncomparative 
responses used in earlier studies did not provide 
accurate and objective measures of cable television 
subscriber preferences, a study was conducted to 
investigate subscriber preferences for new program 
services using a paired-comparison technique. Ap- 
proximately 400 subscribers in a midwestern city 
were mailed brief descriptions of seven program ser- 
vices in the areas of sports, news, music, children’s 
programing, cultural programing, classical films, 
and adult films. Following the descriptions were 21 
pairs of services formed from the seven mentioned. 
Respondents were asked to select one service from 
each pair based on the descriptions and on any prior 
information they might have about the type of ser- 
vice. The results showed that preferences varied 
widely across demographic variables. The study 
suggests that the paired-comparison technique 
might be particulary helpful when used in conjunc- 
tion with other prefs methods. 
(A copy of the questionnaire format is included.) 
(FL) 
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A study examined the effects of factors (including 
television, family, peers, age, and socioeconomic 
status) on consumer socialization, the process by 
which individuals develop consumption-related 
cognitions and behaviors. The specific criterion 
variables studied included consumer affairs knowl- 
edge, puffery filtering, consumer finance manage- 
ment, and brand preferences. Initial questionnaires 
were administered to 556 subjects in grades six 
through twelve, and a second wave of question- 
naires was given to a subsample of 230 students 14 
months later. The results indicated that the amount 


of television viewing was related positively to 
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adolescents’ discontent with the consumption proc- 
ess and with their attitudes toward the marketplace. 
It was negatively related to puffery filtering. The 
family appeared to play a relatively minor role in the 
development of consumer skills. Peer communica- 
tion about consumption was associated positively 
with consumer discontent. Tie more money the 
youths had available, the more likely they were to 
expect to purchase major items in the near future. 
Upper class adolescents were more likely than their 
lower class counterparts to be able to filter puffery 
in advertising, as were first born youths. Age was 
positively associated with brand preference, ability 
to manage consumer finances, and level of consum- 
er affairs knowledge. (HTH) 
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A study of women newspaper managers was con- 
ducted to learn how clear women are about the 
professional progress they hope to achieve and to 
find out what kinds of personal factors might be 
limiting their efforts. The 59 subjects, participants at 
management training sessions, were screened for 
qualifications, future aspirations, and past accom- 
plishments. Most of the subjects were editorial 
managers with college degrees, in a mid-level man- 
agement job which they had held for two years or 
less. Over half of the women were single, with 25% 
never having been married. In addition, 71% were 
childless. These latter demographics establish that 
for most women the affiliatory responsibilities of 
marriage and children were not diverting factors. 
Although 66% felt they had made sacrifices for the 
job, only 7% resented making them. Of the 77 in- 
dividual sacrifices listed, most dealt with affiliatory 
needs or responsibilities, particularly failed or un- 
developed relationships. Most stated their career 
goals in terms of the job they would like to be hold- 
ing in five years, usually two levels above their cur- 
rent position, and their goals were seen in terms of 
individual achievement desired and not organiza- 
tional needs. These results suggested that the wom- 
en were aware of and willing to give almost total 
commitment to their jobs, and that while women 
managers may be setting goals, they are doing so 
modestly, and at the expense of personal social 
lives. (HTH) 
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A content analysis was undertaken of the files for 
one month of the Rome-based Inter Press Service 
(IPS), an international news agency specializing in 
the news relating to the Third World. The data sug- 
gested that IPS is indeed providing a different kind 
of news service from that of the traditional news 
agencies. More than three-quarters of the news car- 
ried on the two IPS networks (English and Spanish) 
had its source in the developing nations, and dealt 
with topics and people relevant to them. The large 
and growing proportion of news IPS carried from its 
own correspondents contradicted suggestions that it 
merely — in distributing news from govern- 
ment-controlled national agencies. The themes cov- 
ered in its reports reflected the agency’s priorities. 
Its reports were relatively long and detailed, and 


focused on Third World concerns. There was little 
support for allegations that the service is biased 
against the West: far more of the reports were criti- 
cal of shortcomings of the Third World. Although 
the proportion of national news agency material car- 
ried on the networks was not high, it was substan- 
tial, and in accord with the IPS philosophy of 
encouraging pluralism of voices in international 
news exchange. 
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Through the use of WORDSWORTH II, the 
faculty at Michigan Technological University have 
found that computer-assisted instruction can be use- 
ful in teaching students the processes involved in 
revision. A series of computer programs, WORDS- 
WORTH II is available outside of and in addition to 
regular classroom instruction and offers students ef- 
fective revision heuristics that they can apply at 
various stages of their rethinking and rewriting ef- 
forts. WORDSWORTH II was designed as a series 
of seven modules, each covering a specific kind of 
writing assignment found in freshman composition 
classes: narration, classification, personal writing, 
evaluation, description, creative writing, and per- 
suasion. Each of the seven modules uses a similar 
format composed of two parts: planning and polish- 
ing. The planning program of each module reviews 
the major lecture points associated with the assign- 
ment and involves students in prewriting strategies 
such as brainstorming, focusing topics, organizing 
plot lines, and constructing audience profiles. The 
polishing program of each module-divided into ear- 
ly, middle, or late draft branches-involves students 
in revising their papers. In addition to helping stu- 
dents see revision as a multistep, multistrategy proc- 
ess best carried out over several successive drafts of 
a paper, WORDSWORTH II teaches students how 
to give priority to larger concerns of aim and audi- 
ence when they write early drafts; how to examine 
problems of focus, development, and arrangement 
in middle drafts; and how to work with concerns of 
style and surface structure only in later drafts. 
(HOD) 
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One use of television in the two-year college class- 
room is to help students to deal with inferences. An 
inferencing exercise that students have generally 
enjoyed is watching television for a certain length of 
time at home and taking accurate notes of the com- 
mercials. Then, each student pretends to be a space 
creature who has just landed and seen the same 
commercials. Using just the ads noted, each writes 
a letter (ostensibly from the space creature to its 
superior back home) telling what the earthlings are 
like. Another way that television has been useful is 
in setting up comparison/contrast situations. One 
activity is to have students audiotape a television 
news report of a particular event and then compare 
the treatment it received on television with its treat- 
ment in a local newspaper. Television can also be 
used for teaching about persuasion. Students need 
to be taught about what to watch and listen for. For 
example, being aware of color association (bright 
colors used in commercials, for example) is one way 
students can begin to “read” television—and the sub- 
ject elicits various kinds of writing that students on 


all levels have something to say about. Television 
can also be used to explain film terminology and 
technique. Through activities such as these, college 
students can become television literate and avoid 
becoming victims of television—becoming so passive 
that they do not really want to take responsibility 
for their own learning. (HOD) 
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A response to the educator’s confusion over how 
to teach critical thinking skills through writing, the 
beens apn model described in this paper under- 
lines the close ties among cognitive, language, and 
writing skills. Guiding writing assignments in all 
content areas, the model involves students in reflec- 
tion and discussion as they move from prewriting 
strategies to first draft, revision, proof reading and 
final paper. Based on this model, a writing assign- 
ment would establish a purpose and an audience 
(other than the teacher/editor) and would use 
warmup games as part of brainstorming activities; 
interactive discussions of paper topics and sample 
essays to help students refine and organize their 
ideas; and peer and teacher reactions to rough drafts 
to encourage self-assessment and to help students 
generate their own thoughtful questions about their 
writing. (MM) 
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A study conducted in Columbus, Ohio, assessed 
the importance of voter uncertainty in motivating 
media use and use of specific campaign information. 
Data were collected from a telephone survey of 540 
persons registered to vote in Columbus or surround- 
ing Franklin County. Decisional difficulty, likeli- 
hood of vote change, and knowledge about the 
strengths and weaknesses of the candidate were 
measured as types of certainty. For the candidate 
uncertainty measures, results indicated that those 
voters who rented rather than owned homes, those 
less than 40 years in age, and females tended to be 
significantly more uncertain. Independents were 
also more likely to be uncertain than Democrats and 
Republicans. Younger voters and females reported 
being more uncertain about the gubernatorial race. 
Independents and Republicans were significantly 
more likely to think they would change their vote 
choice for governor than were Democrats. For the 
uncertainty measure based on knowledge of candi- 
date str and weaknesses, no significant differ- 
ences in demographic or partisan groups emerged. 
Of importance was the finding that knowledge 
measures were not always satisfactory measures of 
uncertainty. Many voters who were low in knowl- 
edge did not report that their voting decision had 
been difficult or that they were likely to change their 
vote. (HOD) 
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First Amendment students were unhappy to see 
Supreme Court Justice Potter Stewart retire because 
his voting record demonstrated a favorable attitude 
toward freedom of speech and press. His replace- 
ment, Sandra Day O’Connor, was predicted to be a 
conservative or moderate who probably would vote 
consistently with Stewart in other areas, but her 
predilections about freedom of expression were un- 
known. In 184 cases in her first term and a half, 
O’Connor tended to side with the conservative jus- 
tices in both First Amendment and other cases. Her 
decisions and opinions articulate a view that the role 
of the Court is limited and that deference to the 
states and to the political branches of the federal 
government should be the norm. In 23 free speech 
and press cases, O’Connor tended to side with the 
majority and with conservative justices. Her asser- 
tions of the values in the First Amendment pale in 
comparison with those of Stewart and other justices. 
Previous justices have developed a better apprecia- 
tion for the First Amendment over time, but O’Con- 
nor has not leaned in that direction and may have 
an especially difficult time in doing so because of 
her “first women justice” status. (Author/ HTH) 
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Noting that there are signs of a relaxation in the 
long tension caused by the methodological “cold 
war” between quantitative and qualitative research 
proponents, this paper points to communications 
research as one area where the trend is developing. 
Placing communications studies in the framework 
of current public attitudes toward research and the 
evolution of academic research methods, the paper 
finds evidence of an eclectic consensus on research 
growing out of external needs in society and internal 
needs for communications theory. The paper close- 
ly examines the rediscovery of communications by 
sociologists using the critical approaches of partici- 
pant/observation, and explores some unorthodox 
research tools such as use of media technology as a 
method, archeology as a part of the historical tradi- 
tion, and the use of science fiction as a predictive 
technique for communications. (Author/FL) 
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Given the vulnerability of the language arts to 
“back to basics” pressures, it is wise to consider the 
purposes that literature serves for young readers. 
Children read for a variety of reasons, including to 
escape, to understand themselves and others, and to 
learn about other times, places, and peoples. Char- 
acteristics of excellence to look for when choosing 


books for young readers center on seven areas: (1) 

characterization-the poopie must be believable; (2) 
ns should sound like real peo- 
ple talking; g; (3) setting-descriptions should be vivid; 
(4) plot-sequence of events must be at least com- 
pelling, if not logical and believable; (5) conflict— 
should be carefully constructed; (6) resolution— 
should be successful, either positive, neutral, nega- 
tive, or not resolved; and (7) theme-should be an 
element of literary evaluation, what is left when all 
the details are stripped away. After sharing a book 
with children, a teacher can plan many kinds of 
follow-up activities, although some books may re- 
quire a silent reaction and rethinking. Verbal, verbal 
and physical, visual, musical, and written are some 
of the response modes possible. Every child re- 
sponds with zest to one of these techniques at one 
time or another, but it requires a sensitive teacher to 
know when a certain activity is appropriate and 
when it is best to let the book speak for itself. (Vari- 
ous children’s book titles are suggested throughout 
this essay.) (HTH) 
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When students write in response to literature, 
they make reading a creative act. Recording their 
personal reaction to a poem or an excerpt from a 
larger work, students become aware of the complex 
web of past experiences, associations and ideas trig- 
gering their responses; they learn to interact more 
fully, more consciously, with the text. Besides writ- 
ing paragraphs on immediate responses, perceived 
links with stories in movies, television or other read- 
ings, and similar personal experiences, students can 
also create literary journals. Directed by a series of 
assignments, students can incorporate a variety of 
writing experiences—personal narrative, short and 
long essays, research, public and private reflections— 
and answers to questions on theme, meaning, char- 
acterization, and tone and mood, into a record of 
their growing understanding of how literature influ- 
ences reader reaction. (Questions and students re- 
sponses to specific poems are included). (MM) 
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The student-teacher memo is a self-evaluative 

technique that shifts responsibility for writing devel- 

opment from teacher to student. Including descrip- 

tions of the intended audience, purpose, and 

perceived effect of a completed paper, along with 

specific questions the student would like the teach- 

er/reader to answer on problems in the essay, the 

student memo serves as a catalyst for conferences 


_ and a focus for teacher evaluations. It also gives the 


teacher insight into student intent, thus encouraging 
the teacher to act as an editor rather than a judge. 
Even more importantly, the use of memos can in- 
spire student metacognition, or reflection on his or 
her own writing process. Students in a freshman 
composition course, for example, reported consider- 
ing memo questions before and during, as well as 
after, writing papers. Perceived by students as writ- 
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ing to a “real” audience with a definite purpose and 
as seeking specific results, the memos encourage 
reader-| transactional prose. They represent 
anseethad af tedaing taleate Guvity Gals owe 
literary voice. (MM) 
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The activities of the photography staff at three 
metropolitan newspapers were observed to identify 
those routines used in making photographic assign- 
ments, carrying them out, and selecting the best 
photographs for publication. Among the observa- 
tions were the following: (1) assignments could 
originate from any “desk” or editorial department 
in the newspaper as well as from the picture desk; 
(2) matching photographers and assignments in- 
volves knowledge of photographers’ work 
schedules, preferences, moods, and history of work; 
(3) each photographer develops a routine for enter- 
ing a scene to take a picture, and most can easily 
describe the pattern they use—obsequious or pushy; 
(4) photographers usually look for a person or group 
that visually sums up what they consider to be the 
significance of the event; (5) when assignments are 
made, the picture editor knows which one is likely 
to produce the page one photo without seeing any 
photographs; (6) the photographer is usually the 
first one to look at the film and select the frames to 
print; (7) the photographs that will be on page one 
are the first the picture editor selects and “offers” to 
the editors who decide the content of the page; and 
(8) errors involving misinformation and those at- 
tributed to poor judgment are common to all news- 
papers, and their staff develop strategies for 
resolving those errors. The advocacy role of the pic- 
ture desk and photography department-to develop 
an atmosphere in which photographers and their 
pictures are used well-is based on the belief that 
photography is a poorly understood yet powerful 
means of communication. 
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There are four problems in modern composition 

bibliography that result directly from the continuing 

research pardigm instability in the field. The first 
problem is that of definition. Composition is a hy- 
brid, practical sort of field, with very ill-defined and 
shifting boundaries. The recent extension of compo- 
sition from “formal writing instruction” towards 
“writing broadly considered” is making bibliograph- 
ical decisions about the subject-definition much 
more difficult than they used to be. The second 
problem in that of taxonomy and terminology. To 
have usable, long term cumulative and retrospective 
bibliographies for composition, bibliographers need 
some kind of metalanguage for their index terms so 
that they can classify and make retrievable research 
conducted within older as well as within the several 
different recent research paradigms. Third, writing 
about composition raises problems for academic 
bibliographers, because they are unused to coping 
with material that varies so much in publication for- 
mat and varies also in the purpose and audience for 
which the writing is intended. The fourth major dif- 
ficulty lies in the professional segmentation of the 
field. The proliferation of overlapping associations, 
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conferences, conventions, commissions, interest 
groups, and organizational letterheads has hindered, 
not helped, the development of professional coher- 
ence among composition researchers. Professional 
bibliographies must increasingly come to serve as 
comprehensive repositories of record, not just as 
short term orientating tools. (HOD) 
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To examine the textual features that distinguish 
descriptions and fictional narratives in the products 
of eight- and nine-year old writers, a study analyzed 
14 compositions (seven descriptions and seven fic- 
tional narratives) written by 14 third grade students. 
The samples were rated by two qualified profession- 
als working in writing research, assessment, and in- 
structional materials development, using holistic 
methods and a four-point scale. After the composi- 
tions had been evaluated, they were typed and 
analyzed for features per T-unit. Preliminary ana- 
lyses revealed that descriptions were distinguished 
from fictional narratives by more adjectives, greater 
lexical collocation, a greater variety of sentence 
roles, and by adverbial clauses of circumstances. 
Fictional narratives were distinguished from de- 
scriptions by more adverbs, , more cohesive ties of 
conjunction, ts and predi 
and greater movement along levels of abstraction. 
They also differed in some of the types of adverbial 
clauses found in text. These results suggest that the 
genres may be similar in textual features pertaining 
to numbers of verbs, nouns, and pronouns. They 
may also be alike in t of lexical ref and 
Trepetition and in ratio of subordinate clauses to 
numbers of words and to T-units. (Materials used in 
the study are appended.) (HOD) 
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Television commercials convey to the audience 
through symbols, metaphors, and myths the feelings 
and emotions deeply rooted in our culture. While 
commercials on one level are concerned with a rep- 
resentation of the product or service, they are on 
another level a symbol of a larger meaning: love, 
family, romance, motherhood, or hero worship. A 
can of Diet Pepsi is simply a soft drink, but in the 
hands of a creative television director, it can sym- 
bolize youth, beauty, and gaiety. It could also be 
said that television commercials act as metaphors. 
For example, the mother pouring out a particular 
breakfast cereal for her chidren may be seen as a 
metaphor for the love and security she provides. 
Commercials also rely on symbolism. A commercial 
for Cascade dishwasher detergent uses symbols 
throughout, and in some ways may synthesize the 
viewer's feelings for Christmas, since the most obvi- 
ous symbol is the use of the colors red po green in 
the background and the clothing of the actors. Cer- 
tain commercials concern themselves with myths, 
in much the same way that commercials use sym- 
bols: to communicate something about ourselves or 
our heritage, quickly and densely; consider the 
Marlboro Man as the embodiment of the myth of 
the West. Television commercials, then, can be seen 
as using symbols, m: and metaphors to convey 
meanings of more just a product. (HOD) 
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The first step in an effort to expand a writing 
laboratory program calls for the director and the 
current staff to investigate the areas in which expan- 
sion is desirable and can feasibly occur. This can be 
done by asking students to identify disciplines in 
which they would use additional tutorial help, or by 
addressing the faculty, especially those teaching 
freshman and sophomore level courses. Once a se- 
lected and limited number of expansion areas has 
been determined, the director can undertake the 
task of staffing. To provide tutors in a cost-effective 
manner, the first place a director should look is to 
the faculty itself. One possibility is to grant a faculty 
member a course reduction for a specified number 
of hours as a tutor. Student internships provide 
another cost-effective measure. Similar to any in- 
ternship, the student would be granted academic 
credits for serving as a tutor in his or her major field. 
Another avenue for providing upper level students 
as tutors is to search for outside funding to pay 
outstanding seniors an hourly wage. Financial sup- 
port can come from grants, fund-raising projects, or 
local businesses. Directors should keep in mind, 
however, that the moment a writing lab commits 
itself to expanded services, the director’s respon- 
sibilities escalate. Consequently, the direct: r’s posi- 
tion must become a full-time position within the 
center. (HOD) 
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In “The Reason for Poetry,” the first of two lec- 
tures contained in this booklet, the poet William 
Meredith argues for a more generous definition of 
poetry. To move away from the narrow appreciation 
of poetry as “what I like,” Meredith suggests that 
readers must shift their focus from their own expec- 
tations on reading a poem to an understanding of 
the poet’s intentions. He describes the three roles 
the poet can assume as: dissident-trying to create a 
ritual for effecting change; apologist—possibly focus- 
ing on errors or imperfections in society and human 
nature, but implying an underlying acceptance of 
the model; and solitary-establishing intense, though 
limited, agreement with the reader as individual to 
individual. Far from being definitive, he argues, 
these descriptions merely awaken the reader to the 
infinity of intentions one can allow the poet. He 
concludes that it is in being generous with the poet 
that the reader discovers one of the greatest powers 
of poetry-the power to astonish. In “The Reason for 
Criticism,” the second lecture in the booklet, Mere- 
dith advocates a similar generosity of spirit among 
critics. Using his own poetry and various pieces of 
criticism, Meredith distinguishes between construc- 
tive and destructive criticism. Impressionistic and 
oblique praise, he-suggests, can enlighten a subject 
critically more effectively than the most attentive 
destructive act. (MM) 
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Eight Chinese daily newspapers were content 
analyzed to determine the role and functions of the 
Chinese press in the United States. The papers stud- 
ied were based in New York, Los Angeles, and San 
Francisco, and were dated from Novemer 1 to 
November 6, 1982. The results indicated that the 
Chinese press did not pay much attention to the 
local Chinese community-the “Chinatowns.” In- 
stead, the papers gave a large amount of space to 
coverage of and Taiwan, the two “home 
countries” of the Chinese ys in America, 
and Hong Kong, the largest ese community 
outside China and Taiwan. The findings suggest that 
the Chinese press serves as a linkage to the past for 
the Chinese immigrants who came to the United 
States from China, Taiwan, and Hong Kong. (Au- 
thor/HTH) 
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Data from 83 Minnesota newspapers support the 
hypothesis that as communities become more plu- 
ralistic, their newspapers will report more conflict. 
Between 1965 and 1979, Minnesota saw an increase 
in population and proportionate increases in income 
from manufacturing and agriculture. During this 
period of growing pluralism, the amount of newspa- 
per space devoted to news, editorial comment, and 
reporting of conflict within communities and local 
governments also rose sharply. In addition to an 
overall increase, the data revealed changing pat- 
terns in conflict reporting. While the absolute 
amount of conflict reporting remained greatest in 
the most pluralistic regions, the increase of such 
reporting between 1965 and 1979 was greatest in 
less pluralistic areas and in weekly newspapers. Ad- 
ditionally, the 1965 finding that dailies reported 
more local conflict than weekly newspapers was 
reversed in 1979, a change related to the shifting 
ownership status of daily newspapers. As more and 
more dailies come under out-of-state ownership, the 
percentage of space devoted to reporting conflict 
decreases. Other factors influencing the c 
pattern of conflict reporting appear to be the in- 
creasing interdependence among communities and 
the greater role of state and federal agencies in local 
government. (Author/ MM) 
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the size of the agency, in terms of gross annual 


billing, had any effect on adherence to the rules set 
forth in the American Association of Advertising’s 
Standards of Practice.

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Institutional retrenchment is an on-going process 
in academia. So that crises can be avoided in the 
retrenchment process, every institution should 
develop processes both for the continual review of 
units by faculty colleagues and to ensure faculty 
participation in the management of the institution. 
Decisions about retrenchment should be based on 
criteria that ents may use to defend them- 
selves. The best way to protect a department from 
being retrenched, or to defend it once an evaluative 
process is underway, is to maintain an image of a 
quality department closely connected to the work of 
other departments on the campus and to the overall 
mission of the institution. Disciplinary associations, 
such as the Association for Communication Ad- 
ministration, can contribute to forestalling retrench- 
ment by providing (1) a body of scholarship and 
research that can be identified; (2) publication out- 
lets; (3) the “refereeing,” so important in attesting 
to quality; (4) conventions for papers to be present- 
ed; (5) committees, policy bodies, and other mech- 
anisms by which problems may be posed; and (6) 
offices to put on vitas. The responsibility of the re- 
trenchment review process, however, ultimately 
falls to the department. The department should 
cooperate in making available relevant data, re- 
quested and not requested, as well as assure and 
assert its right to respond and to appeal adverse 
decisions. In doing so, the department should call 
on the associations and others to help. Outside help 
can be helpful for maintaining the morale of the 
department under attack.

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Critical Incident Technique (CIT) involves the 
collection of real-world examples of behavior that 
characterize either very effective or very ineffective 
performance of some activity. The principal advan- 
tage of the CIT is that it generates data based on 
actual behavior rather than on a particular research- 
er’s subjectivity. The CIT has much to offer speech 
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communication researchers, especially those in the 
applied communication area where the stress is on 
what actually works in real-world settings. Using 
the CIT, the research should collect and interpret 
examples of behavior from a sample before review- 
ing much of the existing literature on the subject. 
Questionnaire respondents should be told to think 
of recent examples related to the phenomenon being 
studied that stand out in their minds. These inci- 
dents are then subject to the equivalent of a content 
or factor analysis, sorted into a comprehensive list 
of behaviors. The researcher may elect to end the 
study and report or act on the findings, or he or she 
may take an additional step. To ensure that all dis- 
tinct behaviors in the incidents were identified, to 
ensure there are no overlapping or repetitive catego- 
ries, and to check on the appropriateness of the 
summary statements, the categories must be taken 
to either the original or a new set of subjects. If a 
more precise follow up is desired, the researcher 
may then examine methods developed by other re- 
searchers.

This atypical 
audience for news seems to use newsradio because 
the intellectual and monetary costs of listening are 
low. Newsradio’s value-laden representations of 
worldly affairs may affect the attitudes and social 
sentiments of these two sorts of listeners quite dif- 
ferently. All-news radio capitalizes on reiteration 
both to present effectively its service information 
content and to present itself as a reliable, ever-avail- 
able service resourse. (Author/HOD) 
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A research study was conducted (1) to investigate 
the effects of sex and gender of discloser, and sex of 
the interaction partner on self-disclosure reports 
and behaviors, in particular the dimensions of in- 
timacy and control; and (2) to investigate the rela- 
tionships between self-report and behavioral 
measures of disclosure and the impact of sex and 
gender on those relationships. Participants included 
102 males and 194 females in a basic interpersonal 
communication course at a large eastern university. 
Participants were asked to complete the Bem Sex 
Role Inventory, a 21-item self-disclosure question- 
naire, and the control subscale of the Wheeless dis- 
closure measure, and participated in an 
acquaintance exercise. Data produced a significant 
sex by sex of partner interaction effect for intimacy. 
Results were consistent with previous research in- 
dicating more reported disclosure to same-sex than 
to opposite-sex targets. In the behavioral study, 
females disclosed more intimately than males. 
There were no significant results for self-report and 
behavioral control of intimacy. Correlations be- 
tween self-report and behavioral measures for the 
total sample were not significant, but sex and gender 
of respondent affected those relationships, particu 
larly for the intimacy dimension. (Author/HOD)

A student’s fear of giving oral reports and the 
instructor’s objection to using too much class time 
on oral reports are often seen as the major barriers 
that prevent an oral communication unit from being 
included in a business or management communica- 
tions course. One approach to easing both concerns 
is the use of videotaping as a self-discovery tech- 
nique. The pl , taping, and reviewing of the 
tapes may require about 15 hours per semester, but 
only 3 or 4 of those 15 hours need be actual class 
time. The subject of the oral reports can overlap 
with a writing assignment in which students are re- 
quired to write abstracts of articles that deal with 
specific communication skills. Students should be 
told in advance that one of their articles will be the 
basis for an oral report, which is a three- to five- 
minute presentation giving a short personal reac- 
tion. The oral report is videotaped and evaluated by 
presenter and rs, but is neither evaluated nor 
graded by the instructor. As the students come to 
realize that the videotape captures their entire ef- 


fort, they see and discover patterns that no amount 
of oral or written criticism could possibly communi- 
cate. Free from a concern about grades, students can 
cope with their fear and focus on those characteris- 
tics necessary for an effective oral report. (HOD) 
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Training Methods 
Interpersonal simulations may be used as a 
module in cultural awareness programs to provide 
realistic environments in which students, supervi- 
sors, and managers may practice communication 
skills that are effective in multicultural environ- 
ments. To conduct and implement a cross-cultural 
simulation, facilitators should proceed through four 
stages: preparation, introduction, operation and 
postsimulation disscusion-critique. To prepare for 
the simulation, facilitators must first define the 
learning objectives that are obtainable and observa- 
ble. Second, the simulation must be integrated with 
other training materials used in the course. Third, a 
pilot simulation should be run to discover the dy- 
namics of the exercise. After participants have been 
given culture-general and culture-specific informa- 
tion and have been permitted to practice universal 
communication skills, the facilitator should in- 
troduce the simulation to them. Dyads are then 
formed, with one participant serving as the supervi- 
sor and the other as the employee. It should be 
explained to the supervisors that they must use cul- 
ture-specific information and effective commurica- 
tion skills to help the employee solve his or her 
problem. Employees should be instructed to resist 
giving any new information until the supervisor has 
developed a supportive climate for communication 
through some culture-specific and some universal 
communication techniques. Afterwards, time is 
spent processing or discussing what happened. If the 
simulations are effective, participants usually leave 
the session talking about how they are going to 
change their work behavior. (HOD)

An overview of the literature in family communi-

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The community services department of an eastern 
community college offers a noncredit course called 
Overcoming Speech Anxiety. The students range 
from those who avoid conversation with most peo- 
ple to those who speak publicly often but with a 
great deal of discomfort. Their reasons for taking 
such a class suggest that most people suffer situa- 
tional rather than general apprehension. Their fears 
fell into two predominant categories: fear of certain 
audiences and fear of speaking on certain topics. 
Generally, four types of approaches are used in the 
three two-hour class sessions: (1) creating a support 
group atmosphere; (2) employing relaxation exer- 
cises and systematic desensitization techniques; (3) 
improving confidence through cognitive restructur- 
ing; and (4) completing an abbreviated public speak- 
ing assignment. By the final class, most students 
state in written evaluations that they are less anxi- 
ous because they better understand their anxieties. 
Making the course separate from the speech depart- 
ment-noncredit, not graded, and without a speech 
requirement-helps produce a relaxed atmosphere. 
The greatest advantage to such a course is the ac- 
knowledgement that learning to speak publicly and 
learning to feel confident in speaking publicly are 
different skills that need to be taught in different 
ways. The major disadvantage to teaching appre- 
hension reduction in a course completely separate 
from any speech course is that there is no clear way 
to measure progress. (HTH) 
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Reaching millions of people weekly, film is possi- 
bly the most persuasive of all media today. Its suc- 
cess is due to the combination of the filmmakers’ 
shrewd audience analysis and audience techniques 
with the medium’s ability to involve viewers intel- 
lectually, emotionally, and even physically in the 
vivid images on the screen. Once a major means of 
European and Asian immigrants, com- 
mercial today still encourage consumer social-

that rationalized film violence, especially when per- 
formed by characters with whom the audience can 
identify, increases ——— behavior in viewers. 
Further research impact of such an influential 
medium is needed. (MM) 
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A study examined the types and amounts of infor- 
mation expectant mothers need during their preg- 
nancy, as well as their satisfaction with their 
physicians. Seventy women who had given birth 

within the previous 4 years completed a question- 
naire eliciting information they received during 
pregnancy, their satisfaction with their physician, 
and demographic data. The results indicated that 
while expectant mothers did receive a great deal of 
information from their obstetricians, they needed 
more information about what to expect during labor 
and delivery, as well as more information about 
breast feeding. Subjects indicated that they received 
too much information about the hazards of smoking 
and drinking, and too much printed information. 
While expectant mothers tended to be very satisfied 
with their physicians, older mothers scrutinized the 
doctor more carefully and were more critical than 
were younger mothers. (A copy of the questionnaire 
is appended.) (HTH)

44 preschool children view preconstructed video- 
tapes and answer comprehension tests. Results 
failed to show a significant relationship between 
ages of children and their understanding of charac- 
ters’ emotions. The study also failed to show a sig- 
nificant relationship between age and the ability to 
understand motivations, except when motives were 
widely separated in the narrative from their corre- 
sponding actions. No significant patterns of correla- 
tions were uncovered between the amount of 
television viewed by children and their performance 
on the six texts examined. However, the analysis did 
reveal a relatively strong and important pattern of 
negative correlations between the amount of televi- 
sion viewed wt digg and their children’s compre- 
hension levels. The more the parents viewed 
television, the lower their children’s comprehension 
levels.

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A Study investigated the informal methods of 
governmental information control used in four 
countries-the United States, Great Britain, West 
Germany, and the Soviet Union-to determine how 
the governments discretely and quietly limited un- 
favorable publicity. The examination revealed seven 
possible control methods: (1) preemptive leaks, (2) 
coverups, (3) “rough stuff,” (4) persuasion, (5) 
retaliation against whistle blowers, (6) limitations 
on national freedom of information policies, and (7) 
establishment mentality. The examination showed 
that governments in all four countries desired to 
limit information about their activities. Similarly, 
the media in all four countries appeared to be com- 
pliant. There were, however, important differences; 
in the Soviet Union, informal controls were some- 
times literally a matter of life and death, while those 
in the other three nations appeared to be more hu- 
mane.

The seven articles in this journal issue focus on the 
relationship between theory and practice in human 
communication.

A study investigated the impact of a one-time 

persuasive message presented to subjects across two 
media—audio and audiovisual. A second variable, 
distraction, was also examined for its induced im- 
pact on conferring resistance to the message. Sub- 
jects were 170 college undergraduates, 46 of whom 
were assigned to a control group that did not see or 
hear the experimental message. The remaining 124 
subjects were assigned either to audio or audiovisual 
modes of presentation and then to one of three dis- 
tracter groups: positive argument critical response 
set, negative argument critical response set, or no 
critical response set. Results showed that verbally 
induced distraction, when induced as negative argu- 
ments, increased resistance to the persuasive mes- 
sage. In addition, subjects viewing the presentation 
were more susceptable to the message and viewed 
the message source as more credible and attractive 
than did those who merely listened to it. (FL) 
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Students readily pick up occupational jargon from 
their special interests and studies. Nevertheless, the 
education and culture of teachers of communication 
typically have stressed the outright rejection of jar- 
gon of all kinds in the interests of honesty, direct- 
ness, clarity, and economy of statement. Supporting 
the teachers ideologically are the critics of language. 
For them, jargon is almost always cast in the role of 
either buffoon or villain. Perhaps peer ye o the 
attitudes of the authors of busi ical 
communication textbooks are similar to var Me of the 
teachers. However, jargon is (and always has been) 
indispensible to communication within a group of 
specialists. Therefore, the issues involving jargon 
should be faced by teachers of communication at 
every level. They should inform themselves about 
these issues and bring them before their students. 
Teachers should take a curious and realistic look at 
various kinds of jargon, try to distinguish the char- 
acteristics of each, the motiviations of their users, 
and their effects on audiences. Teachers should be 
aware of the background of jargon and how deeply 
woven it is in the fabric of American life and values. 
All of the resultant understandings should be placed 
before students and reinforced with exercises. Good 
jargon accomplishes the writer’s purpose; bad jargon 
does not. Students should be given the kind of in- 
struction that will help them to make informed judg- 
ments about using jargon in their communication. 
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Defining speed listening as a technique allowing 

the listener to consciously determine the appropri- 
ate presentation rate for prerecorded materials con- 
sistent with personal objectives rather than with 
those of the original speaker, this paper reviews stu- 
dies that support the use of speed reading in instruc- 
tional settings. The paper examines research dealing 
with speed listening with special need learners, 
along with relevant studies on visual media, in- 
dividualized instruction, independent study, and 
reading development. The studies reviewed cover 
the following topics: (1) the effect of simultaneous 
acceleration of both audio and visual stimuli on a 
simple motor skill task; (2) the comparative effec-

prehension and listening skills with secondary 
school and college students.

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Defining listening as the active and conscious 
process of hearing, recognizing, and interpreting or 
comprehending language, this guide provides nu- 
merous activities to promote the listening skills of 
Pally, th and intermediate grade students.

In August 1978, the Federal Communications 

Commission (FCC) began studying the question of 

how to increase the diversity and coverage of televi- 

sion broadcast services either by modifying the 
television translator rules or by creating a new low 

power television service (L . In Septemer 1980, 

the FCC finally adopted a “Notice of Proposed 

Rulemaking” for this new LPTV service. In the 

months that followed, more than 6,000 applicants 

submitted 4 ME juests for low power stations, and in 

April 1981, the FCC imposed e partial freeze on 


applications, since they were coming in faster than 
they could be processed. Processing began again in 
March 1982, when the final version of the LPTV 
rules was adopted. However, these rules pose poten- 
tial problems for future LPTV services. The FCC’s 
initial stated intention that LPTV would provide 
diverse, local programing in areas not currently 
served by television is threatened by the lack of any 
structural or behavioral regulation in the rules. The 
tules, in fact, favor the future domination of the 
LPTV services by already established media corpo- 
tations. (Author/FL) 
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A study examined the power of communication 

apprehension, person perception, network connect- 
edness, and course satisfaction to predict learning 
outcomes in a college communication course. Sub- 
jects, 81 students from a multisection course, comp- 
leted a variety of self-report instruments measuring 
their communication apprehension levels; percep- 
tions of teacher attraction, character, sociability, ex- 
troversion, competence, and composure; 
satisfaction with the course; and perceptions of class 
social structure. In addition, the students’ final 
grades in the course were recorded. Canonical cor- 
relation analysis revealed that approximately 60% of 
the variance in learning outcomes was accounted for 
by the interaction of psychological and social struc- 
tures. (FL) 
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— 100 adults participated in a study 
that inves the themes of communication peo- 
le use to c! ceratheartom their relationships. The sub- 
jects produced 55 self-reports: 29 audiotaped dyadic 
discussions, 12 audiotaped group discussions, and 
14 written logs. Dyadic discussants were romantic 
couples (dating or married), roommates, relatives, 
coworkers, and others; group participants were 
three or more family members, dormmates, and 
housemates. In the audiotaped tasks, subjects talked 
about their relationships, stimulated by several top- 
ics provided on an instruction sheet. Those keeping 
logs wrote about a current relationship on a day-to- 
day basis, then completed hour-long interview ses- 
sions about their writing. Seven semantic themes 
emerged during the study: (1) commitment, (2) in- 
volvement, (3) work, (4) uniqueness/specialness 
ity, (6) consideration/respect, and (7) 
manipulation. Specific findings were that dating 
couples thematized their relationships around com- 
mitment, fragility, and manipulation, while married 
couples, relatives, and those living together charac- 
terized their associations around involvement, 
work, and respect. (FL) 
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A study was peo to examine the face sup- 
port and control moves that occur in a manager’s 
communication to a poorly performing subordinate 
over the —— of his or her violation. Face sup- 
port was defined according to the degree of approval 
(positive face) and the degree of freedom (autono- 
my) given to the poor performers to define a course 
of action. Seventy bank managers were interviewed 
about a recent employee performance problem they 
had attempted to control. The messages used by the 
managers over the time the problem occurred were 
coded according to the scheme devised by S. L. 
Kline. Cluster analysis produced two patterns of 
face support used by managers: (1) Direct Disap- 
proval (criticism and reprimands) and No Autono- 
my (threats and orders) used from the start of the 
control sequence, and (2) Indirect Disapproval and 
Autonomy for the first action, which then was aban- 
doned for the more punitive approach. The Indirect 
Disapproval consisted of questions to the subordi- 
nate as to why the problem was occurring and, to a 
lesser extent, castigations that assumed the subordi- 
nate was misguided or unaware. Other findings 
showed that performance ratings of employees were 
positively correlated to the level of positive face 
support provided, and autonomy was positively cor- 
related with the length of time between problem 
reoccurrences. (FL) 
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When President Reagan took office in January 
1981, the federal government had a four-fold func- 
tion in public a and elementary education 
that included financing high-cost programs of over- 
riding national significance and advancing the cause 
of civil rights throughout the nation. According to 
Reagan’s “new federalism,” the role of the federal 
government in education would allegedly stay sub- 
stantially as it had been under the previous four 
presidents. In fact, however, such Reagan adminis- 
ben = proposals as a 50 percent cut in the federal 
udget’s support of school programs from 1980 to 
198 and the dismantling of the United States De- 
partment of Education suggest that Reagan’s “new 
federalism” may merely y represent a return to the 
“old federalism” that existed in 1917 before enact- 
ment of the United States Vocational Education and 
Child Nutrition Acts. The federal role in education 
is not likely to diminish as a result of Reagan’s poli- 
gs Instead, the weight of federal involvement will 
be transferred increasingly from the executive 
branch to the legislative and judicial branches. 
School board members and administrators have a 
responsibility to communicate the importance of 
education as a national investment and to encourage 


sound partnership among federal, state, and local 
governments. (JBM) 
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Although some board members and superintend- 
ents may consider superintendent evaluation as po- 
tentially disturbing for their working relationships, 
such evaluations may become more appealing when 
considered as part of a broader system of school 
governance and management. What is needed is a 
performance appraisal system developed jointly by 
superintendents and board members. In recent 
years, such systems have been developed by the 
school board associations of both Illinois and New 
York. Potential benefits include allowing the board 
and superintendent to deal with differences at times 
other than during a crisis and forcing both parties to 
plan for the future. School boards and superintend- 
ents should research their own needs and aims and 
describe the kind of relationship they want rather 
than prescribe what other school systems have al- 
ready adopted. Only after several years of commit- 
ment should a final written plan be agreed upon. In 
three Illinois communities—Park Forest, Bellwood, 
and Highwood-Highland—superintendent evalua- 
tion has led to numerous changes in policy, includ- 
ing reexamination of the grading system, minimum 
competency testing of students, and a new superin- 
tendent job description. The efforts of these com- 
munities exemplify the growing trend to approach 
superintendent evaluation as part of a larger process 
of goal setting, planning, and systemwide assess- 
ment. (JBM) 
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In addition to a profile of, and open-ended re- 
sponses from, 174 educators subject to reduction in 
force (RIF) and 273 educators who had not been 
RIFFED, this study presents findings from a ques- 
tionnaire showing the level of stress produced over 
a 12-month period by 38 factors. A t-test deter- 
mined the significance of the differences between 
the groups’ mean scores for individual stress factors. 
The profile of RIFFED educators examined sex and 
age, level of academic preparation, teaching experi- 
ence, number of times RIFFED and tenure status, 
type of educational employment, income and de- 
pendent status, second jobs held, post-RIF employ- 
ment, date of rehire and assignment, and job 
satisfaction. The questionnaire showed major shifts 
in educators’ concerns after being RIFFED: factors 
such as “paperwork” or “committee assignments” 
became less stressful than “lack of job security” or 
“lack of control over own life/future.” The open- 
ended responses revealed educators’ feelings of be- 
ing dehumanized, undervalued, and unappreciated. 
The study urges those responsible for issuing RIF 
notices to be aware of the personal-professional ef- 
fect the notices have on recipients. Tables provide 
a list of ah emphases in 19 articles on RIFs (list- 
ed in the bibliography) and a ranking of the 38 stress 
factors. (PB) 
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Based on interviews of 68 key administrators, a 
survey questionnaire given to 345 principals and 
districtwide administrators, and a shortened ques- 
tionnaire given to 177 teachers in 68 New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania school districts in 1981, this study 
examines how educators seek assistance to strength- 
en educational progr and p te change. An- 
swers to research questions suggest: (1) assistance 
seeking is primarily an administrative task; (2) as- 
sistance seeking involves about as many internal 
contacts as external ones; (3) administrators select 
about equally from the available assistance agencies; 
(4) administrators contact specific assistance agen- 
cies in different content areas (including administra- 
tion, organization, and finance; special student 
groups; and evaluation and needs assessment) about 
equally; (5) administrators seem generally quite dis- 
cerning in their searches; and (6) a profile based on 
six independent variables (including education, ex- 
perience, and position) suggests that assistance 
seekers tend to be central office staff. Further re- 
search should address such issues as why adminis- 
trators seek assistance and the role of the district 
office staff. Two tables provide data on the frequen- 
cy of assistance seeking and the characteristics of 
assistance seekers. Two figures show the proportion 
of assistance contacts by content area and agency. 
An appendix provides statistics and a correlation 
matrix for all variables. (PB) 
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A descriptive study provides information in seven 
sections on regional educational service agencies 
(RESA’s) in Pennsylvania (where they are called 
Intermediate Units or IU’s). The information is 
derived from the Pennsylvania Department of Edu- 
cation, various IU’s, and initial introductory inter- 
views with current and former state department 
staff. Formed as byproducts of an extensive pro- 
gram of school district consolidation conducted in 
Pennsylvania in the 1960’s, IU’s provide many ser- 
vices to school districts, primarily in special educa- 
tion and in the dissemination of new knowledge 
throughout the educational system. IU’s have a 
complex organizational structure (60 percent, for 
example, have between 150 and 300 employees). 
Strong local representation in the governance of 
IU’s ensures their responsiveness to local needs. 
IU’s tend to be reactive when determining needed 
services, but they can also initiate services because 
of their access to advanced information. IU’s are 
heavily dependent on state funding and have 
become accepted parts of the Pennsylvania educa- 
tional system. They serve both large and small dis- 
tricts in large, sparsely populated regions and 
smaller, heavily populated ones.

We may then ask new questions about organiza-

What restraints bind the ac- 
tors and why do they bind them at all? Individuals 
are never simply “products” of organizations and 
environments. The lines between script, role and 
actor fade as do the distinctions between organiza- 
tion, environment and self. Organizations are social 
inventions produced by individuals. Their dynamic 
is power wielded by individuals who bind others by 
imposing values on them. Individuals grow within 
values so that imposition becomes self-identifica- 
tion and commitment.

In case studies of four upstate New York counties, 
school districts were ranked according to their im- 
plementation of state-mandated educational regula- 
tions, including the percentage of handicapped 
students receiving their education in districtwide 
programs. Findings reveal that officials from all dis- 
tricts perceived state official communications as 
confusing and contradictory. As a result, district 
superintendents viewed federal and state interven- 
tion negatively. Local officials from the two high 
percentage districts (A and C) felt their school staff 
were cooperative and responsive to district policy, 
in contrast to those in low percentage districts (B 
and D).

supervisory structures and organization they have 
established in their school districts. Semistructured 
interviews of six superintendents in suburban-rural 
school districts in Appalachia were conducted, 
analyzed for content themes, and compiled by the 
researcher into the individual “case studies” pre- 
sented here. The interviews illuminated several 
commonalities across the six districts. First, super- 
vision of teachers, largely the same in all six dis-

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For an exploration of the components and sources 
of disputatiousness, Canadian education adminis- 
trators identified 181 legislators and school board 
members in 5 regions (British Columbia, Quebec, 
Prairie provinces, Atlantic provinces, and Ontario) 
who provided data in interviews.

graduates in West Bengal (India), Bangladesh, and 

the Philippines provides socioeconomic and educa- 
tional characteristics of these areas, a comparative 
analysis of unemployment, and suggested measures 
for reducing unemployment. The International In- 
stitute for Educational Planning studies, focusing on 
university students, employed and unemployed 
graduates, and employers, provided the database. 
Differences in the questionnaires used in the three 
countries and failure to consider the unemployment 
situation of secondary school graduates are among 
the study’s limitations. Socioeconomic characteris- 
tics include statistics on population size and growth 
rate, gross national product (GNP) per capita, and 
GNP growth rate. Educational characteristics con- 
sidered include the percentage of the population 
that is illiterate, public education expenditures, and 
rates of return to various levels of education.

EMPHASIZE ACHIEVEMENT. They give high 

priority to activities, instruction, and materials that 

foster academic success. Effective principals are vis- 
ible and involved in what goes on in the school and 
its classrooms. They convey to teachers their com- 
mitment to achievement. 2. SET INSTRUCTION- 

AL STRATEGIES. They take part in instructional 

decision making and accept responsibility for deci- 

sions about methods, materials, and evaluation 
procedures. They develop plans for solving stu- 
dents’ learning problems. 3. PROVIDE AN OR- 

DERLY ATMOSPHERE. They do what is 

necessary to ensure that the school’s climate is con- 

ducive to learning: it is quiet, pleasant, and well- 
maintained. 4. FREQUENTLY EVALUATE STU- 

DENT PROGRESS. They monitor student 

achievement on a regular basis. Principals set expec- 

tations for the entire school and check to make sure 
those expectations are being met. They know how 
well their students are performing as compared to 
students in other schools. 5. COORDINATE IN- 
STRUCTIONAL PROGRAMS. They interrelate 
course content, sequences of objectives, and materi- 
als in all grades. They see that what goes on in the 
classroom has bearing on the overall goals and pro- 
gram of the school. 6. SUPPORT TEACHERS. Ef- 
fective principals communicate with teachers about 
goals and procedures. They support teachers’ at- 
tendance at professional meetings and workshops, 
and provide inservice that promotes improved 
teaching.

dents in honors classes, ability grouping has little 
significant effect on learning outcomes, student atti- 
tudes toward subject matter and school, and self- 
concept. The differences that are found in grouped 
classes are all positive, however slight, and there is 


no evidence that homogeneous grouping is harmful. 
LEARNING OUTCOMES. In general, students 
who are grouped in classes according to academic 
ability outperform nongrouped students only slight- 
ly. However, students in gifted and talented pro- 
grams perform better than they would in 
heterogeneous classes. In contrast, students in 
classes for the academically deficient perform nei- 
ther better nor worse than they would in a mixed- 
ability class. The effects in multi-tract, as opposed to 
mixed, classrooms are also negligible.

THIS DOCUMENT: Operation Stay In School is a 
program that focuses the combined efforts of par- 
ents, law enforcement personnel, probation officers, 
and school district staff on improving school attend- 
ance. Under the leadership of Judge Dennis Adams, 
following extensive study of effective truancy pro- 
grams throughout the state, Operation Stay In 
School was activated as a pilot program in the 
Sweetwater Union High School District from Octo- 
ber 20, 1981, to March 30, 1982. The program, 
designed as a preventative, not punitive, approach 
to improved attendance, has the following objec- 
tives: (1) Preventing truancy; (2) Reducing loss of 
student learning time; (3) Assisting parents who 
may be having problems with their sons/daughters; 
and (4) Preventing daylight crimes by juveniles. In 
implementing the program, law enforcement offi- 
cers from Chula Vista, Imperial Beach, and National 
City joined forces with the members of the district 
staff in conducting spot sweeps at various locations 
throughout the South Bay. Approximately 373 stu- 
dents who should have been in school were ap- 
prehended and taken to a receiving center and 
returned to their parents. Students who were wards 
of the court were taken to juvenile hall. Immediate 
follow-up action was taken. Parents were contacted; 
students were counseled; and everyone involved 
was made aware of the legal, social, and personal 
problems that truancy represents. RESULTS 
WERE POSITIVE: (1) ATTENDANCE WAS IM- 
PROVED - a decrease of 6.7 percent was noted in 
the non-illness absence rate district-wide; and (2) 
VANDALISM DECREASED .-- the Chula Vista 
Police Department reported a 30 percent decrease 
in daytime burglaries; National City Police Depart- 
ment reported a 38 percent decrease in daytime 
residential burglaries and a 47 percent decrease in 
vehicle burglaries between 8 a.m. and 2 p.m. during 
the Operation Stay In School sweeps last school 
an Reactions from parents of the community 
ave been positive and supportive.

thorized student absence, the district loses $11.95. 
Last year there were 95,818 student days of unau- 
thorized absence for which the district did not re- 
ceive any money from the state. This represented a 
loss to the district of $1,145,025. These appear to be 
staggering figures. However, it must be remembered 
that there are approximately 23,000 students en- 
rolled in the district; and the 95,818 student day 
absences, when divided by the 175 school days, 
represents an average daily unauthorized absence of 
548 students or approximately 2 percent of the total 
student body. Although 2 percent is acceptable 
when compared to other school districts, the mone- 
tary loss is still considerable. For example, it would 
provide a 2.8 percent pay raise for every employee, 
or fund the entire athletic and extracurricular pro- 
grams of the district.

tion 504 requires that procedures for administer- 
ing diploma tests must allow for such modifications 
as may be necessary to measure students’ knowl- 
edge and not their handicapping conditions. Due 
process requires adequate notice of new diploma 
standards so that handicapped students have suffi- 
cient time to prepare. In summary, both hand- 
icapped and nonhandicapped students who fail to 
meet legally valid graduation requirements may be 
denied standard diplomas.

This chapter summarizes a number of cases in 
which the Supreme Court has dealt with the separa- 
tion of church and state question presented by the 
First Amendment. These include an Arkansas stat- 
ute that excluded Darwinian theory from the 
school science curriculum. The yoy declared 
statute unconstitutional because the exclusion was 
religiously motivated. Other cases involved school 
prayer, circumstances under which the Bible could 
be used as part of the public school curriculum, and 
certain types of statutory state aid to nonpublic 
schools. The three tests the Supreme Court had de- 
veloped in regard to the constitutionality of statutes 
involving church-state relations are: (1) the statute 
must have a secular legislative purpose, (2) its prin- 
cipal or primary effect must be one that neither 
advances nor inhibits religion, and (3) it must not 
foster an excessive government entanglement with 
religion. Three cases involving a balanced treatment 
for creation science and evolution science are sum- 
marized. After comparing and contrasting the cases, 
the author states that creation science can be taught 
in public schools if it is taught as a science and 
subjected to the scientific method.

of interest groups have sought an understanding of 
how these factors affect the outcome of judicial 
decisions. In this chapter, the authors present a his- 
torical overview of the judicial use of social science 
research and statistical data. The first section, dis- 
cussing the extent social science has influenced or 
had a role in judicial decision-making, reviews court 
cases outside the field of education where social 
science data have received consideration.

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Courts have been reluctant to interfere with the 
decision-making authority of local school boards. 
However, a reduction-in-force (RIF) decision can 
be legally challenged by a discharged employee with 
evidence that the school board has either: (1) acted 
arbitrarily or capriciously, (2) failed to comply with 
procedural mandates, or (3) utilized reduction in 
force in bad faith for the denial of the employee’s 
statutory or constitutional rights. Numerous cases 
in these categories are summarized. The final sec- 
tion on employees’ pre- and posttermination rights 
discusses decisions relating to “bumping” (when a 
senior or tenured employee replaces a less senior 
employee) and “call-back rights” (relating to pre- 
ferred eligibility status to laid-off employees). In 
decisions on employee bumping, a balancing test, 
giving deference to school board discretion while 
offering some protection to the tenured employee, 
seems to prevail. Courts have granted considerable 
discretion to school boards in the interpretation of 
call-back requirements, particularly where the for- 
mer employee seeks realignment of positions in or- 
der to create vacancies. The author concludes that 
the applicable legal standards governing reduction 
in force will vary with the legal interpretation to be 
given state statutes, board policies, and bar, 
agreements. However, when state law provides no 
definitive statement, general principles of law re- 
quiring a reasonable basis for board action will be 
applied to allegations of bad faith or lack of procedu- 
tal fairness in court review of the adverse employ- 
ment decision. (MLF) 
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The author traces the history of the applicability 
to students of the Fourth Amendment, which de- 
fines search and seizure of person or property to be 
illegal without a valid search warrant supported by 
ble cause. Various court decisions have 
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firmed students’ constitutional rights, but Louisiana 
is the only state that has held, in a decision, that the 
Fourth Amendment requirement of probable cause 
applies to school searches. School searches have 
been supported in courts on the grounds of the the 
doctrine of “in loco parentis,” and many courts have 
adopted a reasonable suspicion standard alone. The 
purpose of the search and the nature and extent of 
police involvement are factors that courts consider 
in determining the applicable standard for the 
search. As a rule, however, courts have held that 
police involvement in the initiation of a search or 
the search itself requires the application of the prob- 
able cause standard. Court decisions reveal a pattern 
that increases the standard of reasonableness re- 
quired on a continuum from the student’s desk and 
locker to car, clothes, and person. Two cases of strip 
searches were invalidated. The appendix at the end 
of the chapter contains two sample forms—one a 
board of education policy statement about searches, 
the other a notice to students. (MLF) 
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The intent of this chapter is to emphasize the 
student evaluation aspect over other iegal princi- 
ples. Several cases illustrate that courts will interfere 
with school boards’ authority to determine place- 
ment of pupils only when a violation of constitution- 
al or statutory rights of a student occurs.

The uses of standardized tests and 
the appropriate use of test results have depended on 
the courts’ judgment of whether the tests were used 
to perpetuate segregated classes.

Almost all 
legislatures feel it is appropriate to place some liabil- 
ity on the parents without such proof, and most of 
the courts have gone along with them. All but four 
states have dollar limits on recovery varying from 
$200 to $10,000. Problems with vicarious liability 
include the lack of mention of proof beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt; the complexity of permitting the ef- 
forts of parents to supervise their children to come 
into the case; and the failure of the courts to detect 
any due process problems in these statutes. The le- 
gal potential exists for children to lay substantial 
burdens on their parents while remaining judgment- 
proof themselves. There is some precedent for in- 
surance protection for parents under homeowners 
policies. (MLF) 
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Dismissal 
The traditional approach of the courts was to ac- 
cept as “reasonable cause” for teacher dismissal any 
conduct that set a bad example for students. This 
chapter examines a cross-section of cases illustrat- 
ing recent court decisions in this area and attempts 
to identify any consistent patterns of adjudication 
and their implications for school operation. Deci- 
sions indicate that constitutional privacy protec- 
tions for homosexual teachers are not supported. 
Courts have tended to view teacher sexual involve- 
ment with students or other minor children in and 
of itself sufficient evidence for dismissal. In a num- 
ber of cases involving heterosexual conduct be- 
tween consenting adults, the courts have not 
supported dismissal action on grounds of violation 
of constitutional rights. The other major group of 
cases concerns illegal conduct, specifically, drug vi- 
olations, shoplifting, nolo contendere pleas, and 
other illegal activity. The court decisions indicate 
that when determining grounds for teacher dismiss- 
al, with the exception of misconduct with students 
or other minor children and of most heinous crimes, 
immoral and illegal conduct must be shown to ad- 
versely affect job performance and dismissal must 
be for constitutionally permissible reasons. (MLF) 
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The General Education Provisions Act (GEPA) 
was created in 1968 to take into consideration the 
specific concerns of education as they relate to the 
federal regulatory process. Setting down standard 
procedures for education regulation, the GEPA has 
created enforcement problems, turf battles, and 
mountains of regulations. In a major revamping of 
education regulations presently taking place, every 
regulation on the book is being reviewed to deter- 
mine if it is necessary, justified by law, and can be 
met without undue expense and paperwork. Local 
school boards are nervous about how these changes 
will affect them. To give officials enough informa- 
tion to protect their own districts, this chapter at- 
tempts to explain the federal regulatory maze and 
some of the turf battles over control of the process. 
It also shows how the process should work in theory 
and notes its pitfalls. (MLF) 
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This chapter is limited to the specific employment 
practice of employee testing. The purpose is to dis- 
tinguish between constitutional and statutory stand- 
ards for challenging discriminatory testing practices 
and to propose procedures for developing, adminis- 
tering, and using tests as part of personnel decisions. 
Four Supreme Court cases are summarized that in- 
volved constitutional and statutory standards. 
Based on these case law precedents and related 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
guidelines, procedures for validating tests to help in 
the selection of teachers have been developed. The 
procedures suggested are presented in a 12-step 
simplified format. (MLF) 
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An analysis is made of the voting record of Justice 
Sandra Day O’Connor on cases related to education 
and the impact of these votes. The decisions of the 
Supreme Court during the 1981-82 term were clas- 
sified under one of seven different headings: (1) reli- 
gion and the schools; (2) freedom of expression; (3) 
due process of law; (4) racial | segregation; (5) racial 
discrimination; (6) sexual discrimination; and (7) 
other equal opportunity and civil rights cases. Full 
opinions were written this term on 143 cases. After 
analysis of 24 cases in the above classifications, the 
author concludes that Justice O’Connor voted with 
the most conservative members of the Court; is a 
champion of states’ rights; and is a firm believer in 
the elimination of sexual discrimination in those 
areas supported by public funds. (MLF) 
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This chapter traces the litigation in “Rowley,” the 
first case concerning the Education for All Hand- 
icapped Children Act (1975) to be considered by 
the United States Supreme Court. The Court decid- 
ed that a deaf child, Amy Rowley, was being provid- 
ed with an educational opportunity that was 
substantially the same as her classmates’; therefore, 
the school district was not required to "furnish an 
interpreter for her. That decision and several others 
are discussed and their influence on special educa- 
tion appeals forecast. It is emphasized that a hand- 
icapped child in any setting must have an 
Individualized Education Program (IEP) calculated 
to allow the child to progress in education at a satis- 
factory rate in light of the child’s handicap. The 
author contends there will be a shift in emphasis 
from substance to procedure, and that the formula- 
tion and implementation of educational policy for 
handicapped children is being returned from the 
CMLF) to local and state education authorities. 
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In Canada, a teacher is deemed to have tenure 
after serving a probatio! period which varies 
from one province or territory to another. This 
chapter explains law as it relates to the 
termination of teacher contracts. The Canadian 
court structure and the means of challenging termi- 
nation decisions are explained. Technical, procedu- 
ral, and unusual cases are cited, and the present 
circumstances for termination of teacher contracts 
are explained with differences in provinces and ter- 
ritories noted. Reasons for termination are catego- 
rized as: misconduct, incompetence, neglect of 
duty, criminal conviction, and redundancy. Also 
discussed is how these reasons would be evaluated 
by an appeal board. Grounds for a judicial review 
include failure to comply with statutory provisions; 
failure to abide by the rules of natural justice; an 
error at law on the face of the record; abuse of 
power; bad faith; failure of a public official to per- 
form a duty; and other grounds peculiar to the case. 
Conclusions from landmark cases that have estab- 
lished procedures are listed along with implications 
for school administrators. Recommendations are 
made for a Canadian model for termination of 
teacher contracts. (MLF) 
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This chapter discusses the issues involved in home 
education as they relate to state compulsory school 
attendance laws. The authors first examine the pur- 
pose and context of compulsory attendance, then 
the public or private school alternatives. The statu- 
tory and case laws providing for home education are 
explored and some of the constitutional issues and 
concerns related to home education are raised. 
Courts have generally upheld the right of parents to 
educate their children at home when the children 
are taught by a competent person and the education 
provided is equivalent to that provided by a public 
school. Suggested guidelines are offered to aid 
school districts presented with a home education 
request. (MLF) 
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This chapter presents an up-to-date analysis of 
prevailing state wage laws that affect educational 
facility construction or renovation and highlights 
relevant prevailing wage litigation in many states. 
Currently, 13 states have no prevailing wage laws 
for public works. The other 37 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia do have prevailing wage laws for 
public works, but considerable inconsistency exists 
among the different statutes. The specific character- 
istics of some of these laws and the relevant court 
decisions are discussed. The analysis reveals that 
broadly-worded, vague guidelines subject them- 
selves to the continual threat of a legal challenge; 
however, where state legislatures have enacted spe- 
cific, nondiscriminatory prevailing wage rates, legal 
challenges and litigation are minimal. (MLF) 
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The second of four final reports from the Depart- 
ment of Education’s School Finance Project pre- 
sents information relevant to the subject of federal 
financial support to private school students and par- 
ents. An executive summary is followed by the in- 
troduction and the organizational outline of the 
report. Chapter 2 draws on information from exist- 
ing data collections and surveys to provide a synthe- 
sis of the current literature on trends in private 
school enrollments and costs, state relationships 
with private schools, and federal assistance for pri- 
vate school children. Chapter 3 identifies and de- 
scribes the major aid proposals considered in recent 
years and reviews important arguments on both 
sides of the issue of aid for families with children in 
private schools. Chapter 4 presents the results of a 
survey of approximately 1,200 households with 
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school-age children on factors associated with cur- 
rent parental choice of public and private schools. 
Chapter 5 examines the experiences of British Co- 
lumbia, Australia, and the Netherlands in financing 
private education and explains how the experiences 
of these countries are relevant to U.S. policymakers. 
A bibliography and appendixes on the methodology 
and related concerns of the household survey con- 
clude the report. (MLF) 
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Second year activities of a 2-year North Carolina 
State Implementation Grant entailed a review of 
services for 3- and 4-year-old handicapped children, 
recommendations based on the findings, a review of 
teacher preparation programs, and associated staff 
activities. Review forms were distributed to 251 
programs serving young handicapped children in- 
cluding schools, Head Start programs, and private 
locations. Analyses of findings were compared by 
program type, then combined for a picture of ser- 
vices across the state. Results indicated that referral 
and educational pros.uming were the services most 
frequently providea, ‘hat a total sample of 2,807 
children were served, 2nd that programs serving 
emotionally disturbed chiidren had the highest rate 
of response, although the highest percentage of the 
handicapped population served was speech/lan- 
guage impaired (29%) and the next highest was 
mentally handicapped (21%). Other findings 
focused on such aspects as instruction, related ser- 
vices, transportation, facilities, and personnel 
preparation. Recommendations included develop- 
ment of a multiple agency screening program, ex- 
pansion of child related services, increased funding 
for parent training programs, and increased availa- 
bility of inservice teacher education programs. Ad- 
ditionally, preservice and inservice needs in the 
state were reviewed based on the finding that most 
teachers are not certified in early education of the 
handicapped. (A program review form, the resulting 
analyses of data and implications for program ex- 
pansion, a chapter on the early childhood hand- 
icapped for a state personnel development report, 
and conference materials developed during the sec- 
ond year of the grant are interspersed throughout 
the document as attachments.) (MC) 
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dente Vermont (South Burlington) 

Activities and outcomes of a project to assist 
South Burlington High School (Vermont) special 
education students in mastering state-mandated 
basic competencies are described. The Interactive 
Model for Professional Action and Change for 
Teachers (IMPACT), which was conducted in 


cooperation with the University of Vermont, was 
designed to provide teacher support services and 
staff development activities, to develop monitoring 
systems to assess student competencies, and to dis- 
seminate improved special education and teacher 
support service systems to other Vermont schools. 

An overview is presented of the monitoring system, 

teacher support services (workshops, courses, team 

teaching), department heads’ reactions to team 

teaching, and dissemination activities. In addition, a 

1-year longitudinal study of 87 special education 

students and their peers is summarized, including 
their performance on standardized tests, grade point 
averages, absentee and dropout rates, and overall 
basic competencies performance. Efforts to measure 

the effects of the program on teachers through 44 

observations of six teachers are also discussed. Last- 

ly, information is provided on teachers interviewed, 
interview procedures, and results of evaluating 
training delivery modes. (SEW) 
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Classroom ideas and resource information for 

teachers in the areas of visual, hearing, and mobility 

impairments; developmental handicaps; and mental 
illness are presented. For each disability three topics 
of discussion are introduced to help the student un- 
derstand individuals who have the disability. The 
first discussion area deals with the personal experi- 
ence of having a particular disability, including ev- 
eryday functions (e.g., dressing, shopping) and 
special equipment. The second area concerns the 
movement/activities of the disabled in the com- 
munity, the choices and barriers they face, and the 
kinds of special services that help them surmount 
the barriers. The third area is designed to help the 
nonhandicapped person feel more comfortable 
when meeting the handicapped and to enable them 
to be most helpful to the handicapped person. For 
each section, there are true-false statements, ques- 
tions to stimulate discussion, and activities to en- 
hance the learning experience. In addition, resource 
information accompanies each of the five sections 
on disabilities. The resources include background 
information on the impairment, a glossary of terms 
and issues; and a listing of names of organizations, 
films by educational levels, and books by education- 
al level. In addition, bibliographies of 20 general 
resources, 7 book lists, and 6 film resources are ap- 
pended. (SEW) 
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The issue of suspension and expulsion of special 

education students is examined to assist state- and 

local-level administrators. Attention is directed to 


current local policies and practices and conceptual 
and legal considerations in the suspension and ex- 
pulsion of handicapped students. Examples of prob- 
lems and solutions documented by State Education 
Agencies and Local Education Agencies are includ- 
ed, based on the “Longitudinal Implementation 
Study of P.L. 94-142.” The examples were drawn 
from six states: California, Florida, Illinois, Pennsyl- 
vania, Tennessee, and Washi mn. It is noted that 
student suspension has meant the temporary remov- 
al of a student for severe or threatening student 
behaviors. Two major questions are addressed that 
emerged from recent court cases concerning the 
suspension/expulsion of handicapped students: (1) 
Does suspension or expulsion constitute a change in 
placement? (2) Does the misconduct relate to the 
child’s handicap? Proposed changes in P.L. 94-142 
regulations concerning discipline and procedures 
for handicapped students are included, and four re- 
cent court cases are briefly described. The following 
additional concerns to school districts are discussed: 
whether the recommended placement and the in- 
dividualized education program for the hand- 
icapped student are appropriate, and what strategies 
can be used to avoid suspension and expulsion. Lists 
of two articles, four publications, and nine court 
cases are appended. (SEW) 
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Suggestions to facilitate the reentry of the disa- 

bled student into the regular classroom are offered, 

and information on resource materials is presented. 

Achart lists mainstreaming materials for the normal 

child, children’s books about handicaps, and teacher 

resource materials, along with the publishers’ ad- 
dresses, type of handicap, type of publication or 
audiovisual, grade level, and cost. The narrative sec- 

tion of the document discusses provisions of P.L.

Another form, designed to provide for on-going 

communication between the regular class teacher

Issues and data on the costs of public and private 
services for special needs children in Virginia are 

xamined, based on a study conducted during the 
1981-1982 fiscal year. Attention is directed to spe- 
cial services provided in separate facilities and to 
the cost per child per day, and the number of chil- 
dren receiving services at these unit costs. The data 
are presented in two general sections: special resi- 
dential services not involving special education; and 
special education services provided in separate 
facilities, day and residential. The section on 
nonspecial education residential services includes 
data on private nonprofit community homes, De- 
partment of Corrections Community Youth Homes, 
and State Learning Centers. The special education 
section includes data on private day and residential 
special programs with rates established by the De- 
partment of Education, including both in- and out- 
of-state facilities, public regional special education 
programs, and child and adolescent programs oper- 
ated by the State Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. For each section, the data are 
presented first in the form of questions and answers, 
and then graphically. The notes pertaining to the 
graphed data explain the source and manner of anal- 
ysis of the data. It is suggested that the most signifi- 
cant findings are the lack of readily accessible cost 
information that public policy decision making re- 
quires, and the fact that services provided by the 
private sector are generally less costly than similar 
services provided by the public sector. (SEW) 
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The first of five volumes for Project Teach ’n’ 
Reach, designed to help teachers of grades 1-6 in 
regular classrooms to teach about various kinds of 
handicapping conditions, is a teacher’s guide. Per- 
formance objectives, activities, worksheets, and re- 
sources are listed for the use of these teachers in the 
implementation of their social-science and health 
curriculum. The guide presents definitions, sugges- 
tions for modifying instruction, information on re- 
sources (books, filmstrips, posters, movies, 
transparencies, etc.), and a bibliography coded by 
age level for four major topics: affective domain, 
communication handicaps, learning handicaps, and 
physical handicaps. Subtopics of the affective do- 
main unit are self-concept and attitudes. Hearing 
impairments and | ge impairments are consid- 
ered as communication handicaps, developmental 
disabilities as learning handicaps, and physical and 
health impairments and visual impairments are con- 
sidered in the physical handicaps unit. (CL) 
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The second of five volumes (and the first of the 

four curriculum guides) which make up Project 
Teach ’n’ Reach, designed to help regular classroom 
teachers teach nondisabled children about disabili- 
ties, focuses on the affective domain. The volume 
presents goals, performance objectives, and activity 
ideas (along with information on materials and re- 
sources) for both self-concept and attitude topics. 
Among the self-concept factors addressed are feel- 
ings of self-worth and self-acceptance, and aware- 
ness and acceptance of differences. The section on 
attitudes deals with such topics as development of 
positive attitudes towards others, decisionmaking, 
understanding of similarities and differences in in- 
dividuals, friendship, attitudes toward the disabled, 
knowledge of likes and dislikes, understanding of 
the power of labels, and stereotypes of disabled per- 
sons.

administration instructions. The test, which was de- 
veloped by special education teachers of Cortland- 
Madison, New York, contains test items for the 
following 12 strands of a curriculum for secondary 
school students: vocational/work study; environ- 
ment; health and safety; adult life; home manage- 
ment; child care; money management; leisure time; 
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citizenship; and functional reading, writing, and 
math. The test is ed to be administered at the 
beginning of high school to help identify student 
weaknesses in developing the Individualized Educa- 
tion Program and also to senior high students who 
are candidates for a certificate award.

The ability of at-risk and handicapped infants and 
toddlers to interact with microcomputers was stud- 
ied. One research phase focused on the parameters 
(motor, lan; e, and cognitive developmental lev- 
els) for using the microcomputer. The overall pro- 
ject examines eight levels of use culminating in 
using a menu driven program for making choices to 
initiate an interaction. Level 1 objectives begin with 
assessing the needs of each individual through an 
information-gathering process. Objectives at level 2 
attempt to establish the cause/effect relationship, 
while level 3 teaches the concept of making choices. 
The first three levels were implemented with 10 
infants and toddlers. Five of the children were func- 
tioning at 55-77% of their chronological age. These 
children were more mildly handicapped and were 
capable of performing the level 2 task without assist- 
ance (i.e, minimal positioning / adaptive equipment). 
The other five functioned from 6-15% of their 
chronological age. These children were multihand- 
icapped, including severely motor and sensory im- 
paired. They required a great deal of teaching and 
assistance to perform the task at level 2. The chil- 
dren appeared to understand the cause/effect rela- 
tionship between the computer screen and 
activating a switch. It also appears that their re- 
sponse time can become adequate and consistent in 
a very short time period. It is concluded that when 
level 8 is reached, the child will be able to select 
from a variety of categories, which perhaps will pro- 
vide the consistent control of the environment 
necessary for normal concept development. (SEW) 
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Results of a 1982 survey to assess competencies 
that were developed for special education teachers 
in Kansas are presented. The 61 competencies cov- 
ered the role of special education personnel with 
regular educators and the involve: of p in 
the special education Process. The objective of the 
it project was to reduce the 
high : attrition r rate of special educators by improving 
preservice teacher education. Surveys were comp- 
leted by 443 special education teachers and 57 ad- 
ministrators. The teachers provided three 
ratings/responses for each competency statement: 
(1) the importance of each competency to job satis- 
faction and effective functioning as a special educa- 
tor; (2) their perception of their own strength in skill 
as defined in the competency statement; and (3) 
whether they had received any training in the 
competency, and the nature of the training. Ad- 
ministrators rated the importance of the competen- 
cy and the degree to which they perceived teachers 
to possess each competency. They also indicated 
whether they thought their staff had received pres- 
ervice or inservice training related to each compe- 
tency. Additional information on _ teacher 
characteristics, background, and teacher settings 
was obtained. (SEW) 
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Identifiers—* Kansas 
Results of an assessment of 50 ecological and 

stress management competencies that were devel- 
oped as part of a Kansas project to improve reten- 
tion of special education personnel are presented in 
narrative and data sections. Ecological considera- 
tions include those that contribute to job success, 
such as job challenge and community atmosphere, 
while stress management factors include relaxation, 
nutrition, time management, and interpersonal 
communication. Twenty-three individuals who 
were knowledgeable in these areas rated the impor- 
tance of competency and indicated what type of 
training would be appropriate for each competency. 
In addition to rating each of the 50 competencies 
individually, respondents rated the group as a 
whole. Eighty percent indicated that the competen- 
cies adequately covered stress management as it 
related to special educators. About one-third of the 
respondents provided examples of competencies or 
general topics they thought should also be ad- 
dressed. A list is presented of the additional compe- 
tency areas that were suggested. Statistical tables 
are provided that list the 50 Pn spamcop in as- 
cending order according to their mean score for 
importance. The tables also include a rating of skill 
for each competency, along with the ratings of four 
options judged appropriate for each competency. 
These training options are: college coursework only, 
inservice training or workshops only, both college 
coursework and inservice training, or no training 
required. Appended materials include a question- 
naire, and a bibliography of about 58 references on 
stress management and related topics. (SEW) 
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Age appropriate training programs in natural en- 
vironments for deaf-blind adolescents help to deve- 
lop functional skills, with the ultimate goal of 
independent living and work placement. Other ap- 
proaches to the education of handicapped children 
entail activity for the sake of activity, or babysitting 
and fun activities. The actual training of a severely 
handicapped individual on a real job has been found 
to accurately demonstrate the active potential of a 
student. The more severely disabled a person is, the 
less likely training (including classroom and on- 
campus work adjustment training), will transfer to 
real job situations. Currently, most severely hand- 
icapped students are first placed in a sheltered work- 
shop after an initial work evaluation. Rarely is 
consideration given to immediate competitive job 
training. Although the sheltered workshop is appro- 
priate for some individuais, too many capable peo- 
ple are allowed to work at substandard facilities for 
far less than minimum pay. Region 20 Education 
Service Center in San Antonio, Texas, operates an 
expanded independent-living apartment program, 
which includes “live-away” fieldtrips for weekends.

The literature on spelling strategies of normal and 
learning disabled children is reviewed, and sugges- 
tions for the classroom teacher are offered.

The 
children were administered the Means-End and Op- 
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erational Causality scales from the Ordinal Scales of 
Psychological Development. In addition, the Ss 
were assessed on four measures of verbal and non- 
verbal competence: (1) a teacher rating of the child’s 
typical method of communication, (2) two class- 
room observations of spontaneous and prompted 
nonverbal/verbal communicative behavior, (3) the 
Peabody Picture Vocabulary Test, and (4) six stand- 
ardized tasks designed to elicit communicative re- 
sponses. No prevalent pattern of pre-Stage V 
sensorimotor performance was found. While com- 
municative capabilities varied substantially across 
the children, sensorimotor performance was con- 
sistently at or above Stage V in all cases, and 
predominantly at or above Stage VI. The relation- 
ship between sensorimotor performance and com- 
municative ability that has been found in several 
studies of both normal and retarded children was 
not replicated in this sample of autistic children. 
While these results do not disprove the theory that 
Stage V sensorimotor skills are necessary for com- 
municative development, they do suggest that 
achieving that level of skill does not predict ad- 
vanced communicative ability. It is suggested that 
future research assess the interface of developmen- 
tal and behavioral psychology, and that greater ef- 
fort be made to translate known/theorized 
developmental processes into intervention proce- 
dures for atypical populations.

The Individual Progress Program (IPP) is an ap- 

proach designed to serve extremely advanced gifted 

students (grades 1 through 9) in the Seattle area.

Evaluation data has revealed IPP students 
had significantly higher scores in reading compre- 
hension, language mechanics, and math computa- 
tion than did a control group of high achievers. (CL)

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The author cites the arrival of the information age 
and considers its implications for special education. 
He suggests that special educators must build their 
information management skills. Four specific ap- 
plications of microcomputers in special education 
are addressed: tool applications (in which students 
use microcomputer technology as personal assistive 
devices), computer assisted instruction (drill and 
practice and tutorial programs), computer managed 
instruction, and computer literacy. The author con- 
siders the over use and improper application of drill 
and practice types of computer assisted instruction 
(CAI). The tutorial type of CAI is seen as very 
effective for learning disabled and other mildly 
handicapped students. Applications of computer 
managed instruction to individualized programing 
and program evaluation are noted. Computer use 
and computer awareness are explained to be major 
components of a computer literacy curriculum, and 
suggestions are made for educators to prepare their 
own computer literacy programs. Effects of the in- 
formation age on the teacher’s changing roles are 
examined.

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The volume describes 26 innovative and exem- 
plary projects, programs, and activities designed for 
limited English speaking students, students with 
handicaps, and students with special gifts and tal- 
ents in grades K through 6.

Informaiion on the 26 
projects, programs, and activities includes the title, 
date initiated, target population, objective of pro- 
ject, description, evaluation design, evidence of ef- 
fectiveness, and names of contact persons. Sample 
projects include language arts programs for gifted 
and talented students, writing skills instruction for 
average and above average students, a prevention 
oriented tutoring program for high risk 
grade students, language enrichment for gifted stu- 
dents, supplementary reading instruction for stu- 
dents with reading difficulties, and oral language 
programs for high risk young children. (CL) 
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The Human Sexuality for the Mentally Retarded 
program sought to provide cognitive awareness of 
human sexuality for mentally retarded trainable 
residents (5 to 21 years old) as well as inservice staff 
training regarding attitudes and cognitive awareness 
changes. Cognitive awareness training focused on 
body parts, discrimination of the sexes, puberty 
changes, menstrual hygiene, social behaviors, and 
appropriate behaviors. Inappropriate behaviors in 
residents were observed and individual behavior 
modification programs were carried out for nine 
residents. Inservice training involved 456 partici- 
pants. Climate observation or questionnaire formats 
were used to measure the program’s effectiveness. 
Resulting data are presented for each activity, in- 
dicating a significant increase in resident cognitive 
awareness of human sexuality, a reduction in inap- 
propriate sexual behaviors of residents, a positive 
change in attitudes of staff, and an understanding of 
much higher degrees of sexually inappropriate 
behaviors by residents in unstructured settings. The 
project was found to be exportable, and replication 
considerations are given. (CL)

It is essential that all infants 
identified as “at-risk” or handicapped, nonverbai 
mentally impaired preschool children, and mul- 
tihandicapped persons have comprehensive visual 
evaluations prior to any special education planning 
and/or programs. Behavioral as well as electro- 
physiologic techniques have clinical utility for hear- 
ing assessment of the infant and multihandicapped 
child. Testing with an observational technique is an 
alternative to conventional adult procedures. By the 
age of 2 years, some children can be conditioned to 
respond to pure tone audiometry via a play response 
to a stimulus. For speech and language assessment, 
informal evaluative methods are useful for the mul- 
tihandicapped youngster. In cases of the nonverbal 
or unintelligible multihandicapped child, the prag- 
matic aspect of the child’s communication skills 
(i.e., the intent) should be assessed. When a child 
fails to demonstrate any meaningful communicative 
skills, it will be necessary to rely on a cognitive 
assessment to evaluate the prelanguage level.

The importance of laughter and humor to enhance 
education, and special education in particular, is ad- 
dressed. A sense of humor is an attitude, and humor 
together with enthusiasm helps students enjoy the 
learning process. Humor can make students become 
more alert, and can have very positive influences on 
affect. A funny remark, a pleasant disposition, and 
a laugh can set an agreeable tone; all can contribute 
to an “up” feeling about oneself and others. In addi- 
tion, humor can help build a positive self-image for 
students and adults. Humor can also be used to sim- 
plify, relax, illustrate, and motivate students. Much 
of the research on humor supports the view that the 
Positive approach is a beneficial mode of operation. 
Laughing with and not at students is important, 
especially with learning disabled and most other 
special education students. Humor can provide re- 
lief in a tense moment and help break down resist- 
ance to learning. Many psychologists have 
recognized humor as important and have en- 
couraged the use of humor in the cognitive and in- 
tellectual development of the child. Psychologists 
have suggested the following functions of humor: 
humor as therapy, humor as a sixth sense, humor as 
a safety valve, and humor in counseling. Teachers 
exert an influence on students not only with what 
they say but also with the intonation of their voices, 
their smiles, gesture, clothes, movements, and their 
whole attitude toward students. Humor can be used 
in education with posters, puzzles, cartoons, tests, 
drama, newsletters, and audiovisuals. A “Humor 
Handout” is included which contains a puzzle and 
cartoons, 100 ideas and suggestions on using humor 
in education, and a listing of books about humor and 
the philosophy of humor.

The ways in which further education (FE) and 
related sectors in England can assist young people 
with special needs are discussed. After a brief intro- 
duction in Chapter 1, Chapter 2 considers school- 
based provision. College-based provision, which is 
considered in Chapter 3, consists of six modes: ad- 
justed mainstream provision, link courses, bridging 
courses, special courses, special units, and outreach 
provision. In Chapter 4, attention is directed to the 
specialist colleges that serve young people with spe- 
cial needs. The largest sector within this provision 
caters to the physically handicapped, although other 
disabled people are served. It is noted that specialist 
colleges tend to favor segregated provision, since 
the severely handicapped are largely the group 
served; however, a small number of these colleges 
enable students to attend a local college of FE on a 
day release basis. Chapter 5 describes the Youth 
Opportunities Programme (YOP), which provides 
experiences such as work preparation and work ex- 
perience. In Chapter 6, provision outside college in 
adult training centres for the mentally handicapped 
and in day centres for the physically handicapped is 
examined. Finally, Chapter 7 considers the role of 
continuing education in meeting the needs of special 
adults.

The third section contains the following 
information: the legal bases, number of institutions, 
and number of full- and part-time staff; the number 
of board members, whether elected or appointed, 
and the representation and term of office for those 





appointed; and the number of student and faculty 
members on these boards, their manner of appoint- 
ment, whether statutory, voting or nonvoting, and 
term of office. (SW) 
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Identifiers—*George Mason University VA 
Perceptions of advising held by new faculty, de- 
partment heads, and administrators were investigat- 
ed in 1981, and the need for training faculty for 
advising was explored. Questionnaires were comp- 
leted by 18 new faculty and 25 department heads at 
George Mason University, Virginia, end 8 adminis- 
trators were interviewed. Although the majority of 
administrators, new faculty, and chairs believed that 
advising is important, seven of the eight administra- 
tors ranked publications, research, and teaching as 
more important than advising. In addition, three 
administrators also ranked university service and 
grants as more important than advising. A large per- 
centage of the new faculty reported that their skills 
and aptitude for advising were not discussed with 
them when hired. This is somewhat contradictory 
with the perception of the department heads who 
felt they discussed this issue when hiring new facul- 
ty. Only six of the 25 department heads reported 
that formal training for advising exists and three 
faculty reported receiving formal training at the de- 
partmental level. One of the most important find- 
ings was that at the end of the academic year, new 
faculty said they did not feel prepared to advise. 
Sixty-six percent felt they needed training to be bet- 
ter advisors, while 83 percent would have attended 
advisor training if offered. (SW) 
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Issues concerning philosophies of education are 
addressed. Education is defined as a process by 
which someone attempts to change another in a 
desirable way. The educational process can be 
represented on a continuum, one side of which 
primarily benefits the individual while the other side 
primarily benefits the community or society. The 
change being fostered in the educational process 
may be designed to maintain on, or to promote 
improvements or transformations. yond the in- 
dividual and society and beyond a continuum of 
stability and change, there is a third dimension: 
relating the learner to the laws of nature, the princi- 
ples that govern pe and the basic ideas of the 
world. Philosophies of education will arise as differ- 
ent meanings or different emphases are attributed to 
these different elements. Maps or charts of these 
different meanings or emphases were submitted to 
members of the Missouri Valley Philosophy of Edu- 
cation Society (MVPES) and to college students. 
Respondents were asked to locate on the map what 
American high schools should most emphasize or 
what they do emphasize. MVPES respondents were 
also asked to rate the philosophy associated with 
Horace Mann, Plato, Dewey, Rousseau, and A. S. 
Neill. The way that different philosophies relate to 
each other and other questions are discussed. (SW) 
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The problem of grade inflation and explanations 
for this phenomena are considered. Grade inflation 
is described as the positive change in grade point 
average of large numbers of students generally, over 
an extended period of time. The following array of 
causes or explanations are discussed: awarding high 
grades so that a student could go to graduate school 
rather than be drafted for Vietnam, the culture of 
narcissism, the philosophy of relativism, institution- 
al innovation and changes in administrative prac- 
tices, the nature of students, the nature of faculty, 
the gender and racial composition of colleges, en- 
rollment patterns, and student evaluation of faculty. 
It is suggested that college faculty are hesitant to be 
police or “gatekeepers,” although their social role is 
to award certificates and degrees that reflect the 
levels of competence necessary for certain occupa- 
tions or social roles. In addition, it is noted that the 
college or faculty member may benefit from grade 
inflation in times of declining enrollment and when 
positive student evaluations of faculty are desired. 
The issue of grade inflation is further explored in the 
context of recent versus traditional models of edu- 
cation. Among the trends of the recent model are: 
the trend for criterion referencing, mastery learning, 
field-based and experience oriented-courses, and in- 
dependent study. (SW) 
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A professional development model is proposed 
that is based on learning outcomes derived from 
Bloom’s Taxonomy of Intellectual Inquiry. Profes- 
sional development is depicted as a sequence of 
learning components: (1) broadened knowledge and 
comprehension; (2) improved application of that 
knowledge; and (3) an analysis, synthesis, and 
evaluation of knowledge bases and dissemination 
strategies. Within each of these three components, 
there are three levels of staff development: individu- 
al, group, and institution. In addition, each of these 
levels contain elements of personal and professional 
development. The matrix formed by learning out- 
comes and levels of development serves as a tool for 
the staff person and supervisor to determine the 
specific learning outcomes that are influenced by 
individual and institutional needs. Therefore, the 
model assumes evaluation and self-assessment. A 
second underlying assumption is that the profes- 
sional work unit has goals or other guiding state- 
ments. Finally, successful use of the model is 
dependent on institutional resources that are used to 
support the developmental activities. These include 
time, varying assignments, and financial and col- 
league support. (S 
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Income, *Institutional Characteristics, Master 
Plans, Population Trends, *Postsecondary Educa- 
tion, *Publications, *State Agencies, State Aid, 
State Boards of Education, State Surveys, State- 
wide Planning, Teacher Characteristics, Tuition 
Information about postsecondary education in the 
50 states and the District of Columbia is presented 
into four main parts. The first part provides a narra- 
tive description of the state-level coordinating or 
governing agency, institutional governing boards, 
current master planning activities, the 1202 com- 
mission, the state student assistance agency, the 
state board of vocational education, the state-level 
organization for private colleges, the state licensure 
or approval agencies, and voluntary or statutory 
committees for educational articulation. Part two 
presents descriptive statistics including 1981 infor- 
mation about state population and trends, state and 
local financial base, state and local governmental 
spending and spending on higher education, institu- 
tional revenues and expenditures, enrollment 
trends, faculty characteristics, and student tuition 
and fees. The third part contains a listing of the 
annual and biennial reports published by state agen- 
cies that are available for distribution, along with 
recently published special reports and studies (titles, 
publication date, availability, and major issues). 
Lastly, part four lists special reports and studies cur- 
rently in progress or being planned. Summary ta- 
bles, data sources and references, a list of national 
associations representing state agencies, and a list of 
state higher education executive officers are ap- 
pended. (SW) 
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Identifiers—*Sweden 
A program of research into higher education in 

Sweden is described. Focal areas of the research 
program are as follows: the role of higher education 
in society, the organization of higher education, the 
research function, and the educational function. 
Over 90 projects have been undertaken in 12 disci- 
plines in the social sciences and humanities. The 
development of the program is illustrated in two 
tables, one showing how resources have been dis- 
tributed between the problem areas, and another 
illustrating the shifts in the involvement of the vari- 
ous disciplines. The tables include a general predic- 
tion for 1984-1989. It is noted that studies on the 
effects of higher education in the early 1970s 
focused on measures of efficiency and productivity, 
while 10 years later concept formation of students 
is the focus of interest. In addition to issues present- 
ly studied (e.g., research environment and research 
organization), the following broad issues will also be 
given special priority: the organization of higher 
education and the content of research and teaching; 
knowledge, education, and the division of labor in 
society; and higher education and cultural life. A list 
of 24 ideas papers on research into higher education 
is appended. (SW) 
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Studies on the relationship between research and 
development (R&D) and public policymaking pro- 
cesses are reviewed. Attention is directed to R&D 
utilization in Sweden and other countries. The pub- 
lications are grouped into four categories: policy- 
making and knowledge utilization, research policy, 
higher education policy, and knowledge utilization 
in higher education policy. In addition to two litera- 
ture reviews concerning utilization of social re- 
search in policymaking, the scope of the 
publications cover: circumstances enabling policy 
intellectuals to serve as intermediaries between 
policymakers and research; problems surrounding 
knowledge utilization in planning processes; the 
work of Charles Lindblom and Aaron Wildavsky; 
the growing interest of both decisionmakers and re- 
searchers in the later stages of the decisionmaking 
process; social research and Swedish government 
commissions; research policy in Scandinavian coun- 
tries; trade union research policy; higher education 
policy in Sweden, France, and Great Britain; Swed- 
ish policy concerning uniform higher education; val- 
ues and higher education policy; Swedish R&D 
activities in higher education; the regionalization of 
Swedish higher education; and trends in R&D pro- 
duction and utilization in Sweden since 1930. A list 
of 23 publications is appended. (SW) 
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Social, political, economic, and technological 

changes in American society that affect higher edu- 
cation, characteristics of faculty careers, and the 
concept of faculty career development are consid- 
ered. It is suggested that societal changes and the 
colleges’ attempts to secure institutional vitality 
have resulted in dramatic changes in faculty careers, 
including reduced academic rewards, increased 
teaching loads, and elimination of departments and 
programs. To understand the needs and hopes of the 
faculty better, the current research on life cycles and 
career stages is reviewed. Characteristics of an aca- 
demic career that differentiate it from other careers 
are also considered, including the following: a poor- 
ly defined professional identity and a long period of 
preparation that focuses on research and ignores 
teaching. In addition, five stages of personality de- 
velopment of college faculty are identified, along 
with psychological outcomes of a faculty career. 
Traditional faculty development programs focusing 
on academic or scholarly development are distin- 
guished from faculty career development, which in- 
cludes faculty retraining in new high-technology 
disciplines, helping faculty move into the corporate 
world, and early retirement incentives. Implications 
for the future are briefly addressed, and a bibliogra- 
phy is appended. (SW)

The knowledge and skills needed by college en- 
trants are described in depth. Attention is directed 
to six basic academic competencies that are general 
skills necessary for effective work in all subjects, 
along with six basic academic subjects on which 
college-level study is based. The following basic aca- 
demic competencies are outlined: reading, writing, 
speaking and listening, mathematics, reasoning, and 
studying. Additionally, for each basic academic sub- 
ject, an explanation is offered of why preparation is 
important for college entrants. Outlines of what col- 
lege entrants need to know and be able to do in each 
subject area are presented also. The subject areas are 
as follows: English, the arts, mathematics, science, 
social studies, and foreign language. The newly 
emerging need for computer competency is also dis- 
cussed, and another possible competency area (ob- 
serving) is briefly addressed. The approach to using 
the combined judgments of hundreds of educators 
to describe the knowledge and skills areas is 
sketched, and the College Board’s efforts to 
strengthen the academic preparation of students for 
college through the Educational EQuality Project is 
noted. The need for action by schools and others to 
achieve these learning outcomes is briefly ad- 
dressed. Appendices include lists of advisory com- 
mittee members. (SW) 
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The causes and consequences of stress ex- 
perienced by college faculty were investigated. 
Stress was defined as any characteristic of the job 
environment that posed a threat to the individual- 
either excessive demands or insufficient resources. 
In addition to identifying stressful job situations, 
attention was directed to ways that faculty members 
cope with stress, and the relationships between per- 
ceived stress and personal and professional factors 
(e.g., academic disciplines, rank, tenure, productivi- 
ty, sex, age and experience). Questionnaires were 
mailed to 1,920 faculty members at 40 public and 40 
private doctoral- granting institutions, yielding a re- 
sponse rate of 75.28 percent. Strong evidence was 
found that stress in university settings was common 
to all disciplines. Faculty in a diverse range of disci- 
plines reported similar degrees of stress associated 
with the teaching, research, and service functions, 
but teaching was designated as the most stressful 
activity. Factor analysis also revealed that the stres- 
sors associated with reward structure accounted for 
55 percent of the common variance. In general, 
faculty reported that 60 percent of the total stress in 
their lives came from their work. The majority of the 
most troublesome stressors were related to time 
and/or resource constraints. (SW) 
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The skills that academic leaders perceived to be 
essential to success in higher education administra- 
tion were determined through a mail survey. Data 
were collected from 288 college presidents, academ- 
ic vice presidents, and deans from state universities 
and land-grant colleges. It was found that the ad- 
ministrators needed to have strong skills in the com- 
municative, human resource, planning, and 
self-awareness domains. The skills ranked most es- 
sential in the order of importance, include the fol- 
lowing: (1) maintaining high standards of ethics, 
honesty, and integrity in implementing the institu- 
tion’s goals; (2) being honest, open, and dependable 
in dealing with subordinates; (3) possessing the abil- 
ity to speak, read, write, and express thoughts in a 
clear, coherent manner; (4) demonstrating knowl- 
edge of institutional resources such as time, person- 
nel, funds, and materials to implement programs; (5) 
being open to new ideas and suggestions and being 
able to adjust to meet new situations; (6) possessing 
stability and objectivity under stress; and (7) being 
able to respond quickly to unexpected events in 
large group meetings. Information is provided on 
the skills ranked least essential to higher education 
administration and the personal and professional 
characteristics of the respondents. (SW) 
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Identifiers—*State University of New York 
Fall 1980 and 1981 data on the geographic origins 
of first-time students at the State University of New 
York are presented. For each year, four sections of 
information are presented. Section one contains 
8 data for the complete State University 
system. Total and full-time enrollment data for first- 
time students are presented for each type of institu- 
tion and for each individual institution. In addition, 
a systemwide s of the permanent residences 
of first-time students is provided. Section two con- 
tains tables for each institution that display the insti- 
tution’s total and full-time enrollment of. first-time 
students and their county of permanent residence. 
Section three contains separate tables for each New 
York county. This format provides information on 
the number of first-time students attending the State 
University from each New York county, and speci- 
fies the State University institution in which they 
are enrolled. Additional tables indicate the institu- 
tional affiliation of first-time students from other 
states. Finally, section four provides additional data 
pertaining to full-time first-time student enrollment, 
ow the high school status and age group. 
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A study of the impact of economic differentiation 

on institutional pricing and expenditure policies, 
higher education public policy, and governance in 
public colleges and universities is described. It is 
suggested that economic differentiation is a likely 
determinant of variation in institutional expenditure 
and pricing policies and higher education public 
policy among the states. A series of public policy 
initiatives are described that may affect the autono- 
my and governance of public colleges and universi- 
ties in different states. Since attitudes and 
perceptions of government agency and institutional 
officials are the key ingredients in public policy re- 
search, a multifaceted research design is employed 
to ensure data validity. Research subjects include 
officials of the state coordinating board, public col- 
lege administrators, and higher education state 
committee members and support staff. Three re- 
search techniques have been selected to identify 
public policy initiatives and priorities of govern- 
ment agencies: absolute scale technique, rank-order 
technique, and open-end technique. In addition, 
published documents, survey techniques, and in- 
depth interviews are sources of research data. A 
matrix of research hypotheses, research indicators, 
and data collection procedures are presented. Final- 
ly, a discussion of the implications of public policy 
for institutional finance in the next decade is includ- 
ed. (SW) 
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Teachers’ views of education, their students, and 
their disciplines were assessed based on interviews 
with 20 faculty members from a small liberal arts 
college. The interviews were content analyzed, and 
the relationships between epistemological beliefs, 
course objectives, and views of student difficulties 
(e.g., skill deficiencies, personality) were examined. 
Interview protocols were coded by two rates, and 
the epistemological assumptions were categorized, 
following the Perry scheme, as dualistic, multiplis- 
tic, relativistic, or committed. Educational objec- 
tives were coded as knowledge of facts, 
comprehension, application, analysis, synthesis, or 
evaluation. Disciplinary division was found to be 
related to educational objectives, while epistemo- 
logical assumptions were found to be related to per- 
ceptions of student difficulty. Teachers attributions 
of the causes for student difficulties were as follows: 
effort (30 percent), personality characteristics (30 
percent), talent (40 percent), study skills (55 per- 
cent), and concreteness (45 percent). Teachers who 
viewed the world in terms of absolute truths, at- 
tributed the difficulties of their students to the rela- 
tively stable causes of talent and personality. (SW) 
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College interdisciplinary programs that focus on 
student writing are reviewed, and research and criti- 
cisms of these programs are briefly addressed. Fea- 
tures of 12 interdisciplinary programs emphasizing 
writing at the undergraduate level are summarized. 


The following are among the conclusions offered: 
(1) a growing number of higher education authori- 
ties have begun to recognize the potential value of 
an interdisciplinary approach to college composi- 
tion; (2) the majority of college interdisciplinary 
programs have been instituted within the last 
decade; (3) English departments are consistently 
looked upon to furnish the leadership and effective 
writing models for interdisciplinary composition 
programs; (4) team teaching and planning efforts 
among professors from various departments are im- 
portant; and (5) some of the major problems as- 
sociated with instituting interdisciplinary programs 
have been primarily administrative and attitudinal. 
The 12 programs are offered at the following col- 
leges: the Beaver College, Boston University, Cali- 
fornia State University at Dominquez Hills, Ithaca 
College, School of the Ozarks, Temple University, 
West Chester State College, Western Michigan Uni- 
versity, University of California at Davis, Universi- 
ty of California at Los Angeles, University of 
Michigan, and the University of Minnesota. (SW)

The results of a national survey of academic advis- 
ing are presented, based on responses from 820 2- 
year, 4-year public, and 4-year private colleges and 
universities.

Conclusions include the following: there are 
more similarities than diff in the app 
institutions take in the delivery of academic advis- 
ing services; in general, institutions are traditional in 
their reliance on faculty to dispense information 
through the academic advising process; generally, 
academic advising has been and still is perceived by 
administrators as a low-status function; those re- 
sponsible for the delivery of academic advising ser- 
vices see it as addressing the informational needs of 
students rather than as an integral part of the stu- 
dents’ total development; there are few effective 
systems in place for the evaluation of academic ad- 
vising and little reward or recognition attached to its 
successful delivery; generally, institutions have no 
comprehensive statement of policy regarding the 
delivery of academic advising; and all of post- 
secondary education is communicating an increased 
interest in the academic advising function. (SW)

Data on degrees awarded by Maryland public and 

private colleges and universities for fiscal years 
1971-1982 are presented. Twelve-year trends are 
reported by broad academic area within each degree 
level (lower-division certificate, associate, bache- 
lors, masters, doctoral, first-professional). Trends in 
degree production by race and sex for 1976-1982 
are also covered. The trend data are presented in 
graphs and statistical tables, as well as an introduc- 
tory narrative summary. Findings include the fol- 
lowing: the number of associate degrees increased 
between 1971 and 1978 but declined thereafter; 59 
percent of associate degrees were awarded in career 
programs, including business/commerce, natural 
science, and public service technologies; 24 percent 
more bachelors degrees were awarded in 1982 than 
in 1971, with the peak occurring in 1978; education, 
foreign languages, and letters had the largest loss in 
the number of bachelors degrees awarded; since 
1971 the number of masters degrees has risen 51 
percent, with the peak occurring in 1978; since 1971 
the number of doctoral degrees has increased 8 per- 
cent, and the number of degrees in health and psy- 
chology has more than doubled; and degree 
production in law more than doubled mainly in the 
1970s.

Data on degrees awarded by Maryland public and 
private colleges and universities for fiscal years 
1971-1982 are presented. ‘Twelve-year trends in to- 
tal degrees awarded by institution are presented, 
along with 6-year trends (1977-1982) in degrees 
awarded for each program at each institution in 
Maryland. In addition to the detailed statistical ta- 
bles, a brief narrative summary is provided. High- 
lights include the following: there has been 
continued steady growth in the number of lower- 
division certificates awarded in recent years; associ- 
ate degree production at community colleges in- 
creased during the first part of the 1970s and then 
stabilized; bachelor’s degrees increased by one-third 
at the University of Maryland’s University College,

It 
is suggested that faculty members who reject the 
learning disabled are at one end of the spectrum, 
while the faculty members who treat the disability 
as incidental while providing assistance are at the 
other end. The rejecting faculty member may per- 
ceive the learning disabled student to be lazy, un- 
motivated, and not intelligent enough to be in 
college. Such characteristics as the students’ limita- 
tions in reading and writing and need for repetition 
to understand assi ents may influence faculty 
members to label these students as unfit for higher 
education. Other types of faculty attitudes/reac- 
tions are as follows: mothering, inexperience in 
making the correct classroom adjustments, and real- 
ism and flexibility in class expectations and accom- 
modations. Two effective faculty interventions 
currently in use are modeling and contacts with in- 
formation. In modeling, resource people help facul- 
ty to make classroom accommodations, while 
contacts with information help to raise the con- 
sciousness of faculty about the needs of the learning 
disabled student. ‘oom interventions include 
por ea tests orally to students with low read- 
ow skills, and modifying class assignments. 
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A training program to promote links between the 
developmental disabilities system and historically 
black colleges and universities (HBCUs) is de- 
scribed. Objectives were to promote service deliv- 
ery and the professional development of minorities 
in the developmental disabilities field. Three region- 
al workshops in Alabama, Texas, and Virginia were 
attended by faculty from more than half of the na- 
tion’s HBCUs (covering 16 states). The mini-team 
model was developed and used by faculty. 
In addition to 15 hours of intensive preservice inter- 
disciplinary training, faculty participants were prov- 
ided with a training and resource guide for 
curriculum improvement. Curriculum enhancement 
strategies covered in the training included the fol- 
lowing: change in course content/emphasis, devel- 
opment of new courses, interdiscipli course 
teaching, field trips to developmental disabilities 
service sites, field placement and internships, and 
guest lectures. In addition, participants were ac- 
quainted with some institutional cooperative mech- 
anisms to enable HBCUs to develop course content 
and training programs in the field of developmental 
disabilities. In addition to presenting keynote ad- 
dresses of the three workshops and information on 
the proceedings, workshop evaluations and out- 
comes are examined, and recommendations are of- 
fered. (SW) 
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Macro-indicators that can measure the resources 

available to the Ontario university system are de- 

scribed. Supporting data (1970-1982) are presented 
that might be used to generate the indicators are 
also presented, along with complementary analyses 

that may promote understanding of the lndicators 
and data. ting revenue in constant dollars per 
full-time equivalent student and per basic instruc- 
tional unit is a significant macro-indicator, which 
over time measures the gains or losses in resources 
available to universities as a function of teaching 
activity. Additional macro-indicators include: ratios 
of research expenditures to full-time faculty, inter- 
nal distribution of funds by the Ontario universities, 
and interprovincial comparisons of higher educa- 
tion expenditures. Specific indicators that can be 
used for in ‘ovincial comparisons include: pro- 
vincial operating ts per student and per capita, 
provincial operating grants plus student aid per 
capita, provincial operating grants plus fees per stu- 
dent, and total operating income per student, and 
provincial operating ts plus student aid as a per- 

centage of provin oN) general expenditure. A 

glossary is appended. (SW) 
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Possible educational goals for a college to be de- 
veloped by Rock Church in Virginia Beach were 
defined, based in part on an analysis of views of 
pertinent interest groups about what the college 
should be. In addition, priorities among these goals 
were established, and questions and steps to prepare 
for a college were identified. Among the 246 in- 
dividuals who were surveyed were leaders of the 
church, public school guidance counselors, Chris- 
tian academy high school seniors, and faculty mem- 
bers from several colleges. The following questions 
were identified as guides for planning the new col- 
lege: (1) What kind of educational program will the 
college emphasize? (2) Who will the college serve, 
and where will it be located? and (3) What will the 
relationship of the college be to the community? 
Additional planning considerations include gover- 
nance and administration, financing, and outcomes. 
The survey findings indicated that the most impor- 
tant areas for the future college were personal devel- 
opment, intellectual skills, vocational preparation, 
and academic development. Sixteen additional 
areas are identified in the order of importance. (SW) 
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Progress made by southern states in meeting the 
need for quality in education is described, and pri- 
orities for further actions are identified. In 1981 the 
Southern Regional Education Board (SREB) of- 
fered 25 recommendations to move the South 
beyond minimum levels toward quality education. 
Major progress was made with regard to the follow- 
ing: raising high school academic standards and 
graduation requirements, raising college admissions 
standards, tening teacher selection standards, 
and achieving college- igh school cooperation to- 
ward mutual objectives. ow for the future— 
improving the quality of teachers beyond minimum 
standards—may be achieved through: rewards for ex- 
cellence, teacher education programs, teacher cer- 
tification, reciprocity agreements, and continuing 
education of teachers. Additional priorities that 
need to be addressed are: selecting principals who 
are leaders, strengthening mathematics and science 
in the schools, and preparing youth for work. Units 
of high school work recommended or required for 
college admission in seven states are identified for: 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Mississippi, and South Carolina. Information is in- 
cluded on policies on teacher testing and assessment 
in the 14 SREB states, and 20 additional recommen- 
dations are offered. (SW) 
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The effectiveness of an administrative technique 
that sought to persuade students to reapply to col- 
lege after dropping out for 1 year was tested. A 
sample of 1,620 students who were eligible for read- 
mission were mailed two different types of letters 
from the university regarding possible reenrollment. 
One of these letters emp! the intellectual 
benefits of college, while the other appealed broadly 
to utilitarian reasons for return to school (e.g., suc- 
cess in the real world, credentials). Some of the 
students received business reply envelopes with 
their letter; others did not. The control group of 
4,176 students were eligible to enroll but were not 
contacted by the institution. The results support the 
value of prompting students to reapply. The strong- 
est effect was the letter that emphasized the intellec- 
tual benefits of college, rather than vocational 
possibilities of college attendance. It is suggested 
that the letter appealing to the intellectual and 
scholarly benefits of college may have been more 
effective when a business reply envelope was not 
included (i.e., the various stimuli in a prompt should 
not be at cross purposes but should be consistent in 
the motive to which they appeal). It is proposed that 
the promptings probably work best when custo- 
mized to certain student groups. (SW) 
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The Vanderbilt Summer Research Program in dia- 
betes, which was designed to interest medical stu- 
dents in research careers and diabetes care, was 
evaluated. The program provides stipends to 20 
sophomore and junior medical students for 12 
weeks of preceptor-supervised laboratory research 
work, clinical experience, and classroom instruc- 


tion. The evaluation design includes the Discrepan- 
cy Evaluation Model, which describes differences 
between program standards and realities. A second 
evaluation focus compares the long-term effect on 
program participants vs. a sample of nonparticipant 
applicants. Results indicate that the program has 
successfully attracted students naive to biomedical 
research. students reported adequate research 
supervision and instruction, although there was sig- 
nificant variation in the extent to which students, 
——— and other lab personnel collaborated. 

tudents devoted the vast majority of time to con- 
ducting research, spending less time in the class- 
room and very little in the clinic. All students 
showed significant pre-post gains on tests that sam- 
pled knowledge about diabetes and research design. 
Finally, in comparison to nonparticipants, partici- 
pants have published and presented more research 
papers, and are more interested in pursuing careers 
in diabetes care. (Author/SW)

Undergraduate curriculum changes at Lehman 
College, City University of New York (CUNY), fol- 
lowing the dismantling of a Department of Family 
and Consumer Studies (home economics), are dis- 
—_ Attention is also directed to the history of 
Department of Home Economics at the college 
(13461979). The recent changes, which involved a 
distribution of the undergraduate courses and cur- 
ricula between two departments, took place during 
1980-1982. The family focus and core courses were 
retained, but home economics was downgraded 
from departmental to program status under the De- 
partment of Specialized Services in Education. 
Food and nutrition courses were to be offered under 
a new curricular rubric, “Dietetics, Food, and Nu- 
trition,” in the Health Professions Institute. Con- 
cerns regarding the historically required content of 
a home economics curriculum are cited. It is 
claimed that in spite of provisions that protect the 
student from arbitrary changes in the curriculum 
and that provide faculty with guidelines to plan cur- 
ricular change, the college created a curriculum by 
administrative fiat. Questions regarding 
legitimacy of the changes and the integrity of home 
economics degrees, the position of the Lehman Sen- 
ate, and communications with CUNY Central Ad- 
ministration and state officials are addressed. (SW) 
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The sources of faculty perspectives on the person- 
al effectiveness of administrators are analyzed. It is 
proposed that faculty will be predisposed to see ad- 
ministrators in different lights, depending on struc- 
tural elements in decision making and the 
orientation of the faculty members. Attention is di- 
rected to Talcott Parson’s theory for classifying the 
types of decisions that are made in all organizations: 
adaptation, goal attainment, and integration and la- 
tency. A schema for understanding and/or classify- 
ing different kinds of organizations is also 
considered, based on the typology of Jeffrey Pfeffer, 
who characterized organizations as one of four 
types: professional, collegiate, political/coalition 
and centralized/bureaucratic. The kinds of power 
that are available to deans, and conditions that influ- 
ence faculty perceptions of different types of power 
as legitimate are also addressed. To examine the 
idiographic influences on faculty perceptions of ad- 
ministrator effectiveness, Kilmann and Herden’s 
theory of faculty personality predispositions is 
analyzed. Finally, the role theories of Katz and 
Kahn and the path-goal theory of Robert House are 
owe to integrate the theoretical perspectives. 
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The Postdoctoral Faculty Fellowship Program at 
Northeastern University, which provided oppor- 
tunities for professional development and research/ 
publication to full-time minority and women facul- 
ty, is described. The program, which was federally 
funded by the Experimental Program for Oppor- 
tunities in Advanced Study and Research in Educa- 
tion, enabled participants time-out from the home 
institution with full-time research support for one 
academic year. Nine minority and women postdoc- 
toral fellows received support during the 3-year pro- 
ject. To facilitate professional development (tenure 
and advancement), the program provided oppor- 
tunities for, and assistance in, improving research 
skills, initiating and writing research proposals, and 
presenting research findings in colloquia and other 
forums. Finally, opportunities for association were 
provided by supporting fellows’ participation in 
professional meetings where they could disseminate 
their work, expand their professional networks, and 
enhance their future participation and recognition 
in educational research and decision making. Pro- 
gram evaluation results are discussed, along with 
policy implications. (SW) 
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Six examples of “ad hoc” White House policy 
formation in higher education are presented, using 
records from the Truman, Eisenhower, Kennedy, 
and Johnson archives. The process by which the 
higher education proposals of six task forces and 
commissions were formulated and then reviewed is 
reconstructed. The groups examined include the 
1946 Zook Commission, the 1956 Josephs Commis- 
sion, the 1960 Hovde Task Force, and the 1966 
Gardner-Howe Interagency Task Force. There were 
marked differences in the way that higher education 
advisory groups interpreted and executed their mis- 
sions, the way in which they interfaced with execu- 
tive branch policy-makers, and the way in which 
White House, Budget Bureau, and agency officials 
responded to “‘ad hoc” proposals for federal aid to 
college students and college institutions. It is con- 
cluded that the White House response to the recom- 
mendations of the higher education advisory groups 
was often at odds with Budget Bureau and agency 
responses. The Josephs and Hovde studies show 
that the presence/absence of White House support 
for a legislative program proposal was not eg 
the determining factor in the enactment decision. 
addition, the appointment of a commission or task 
force was not always a sign that the President wants 
to act on a given issue. An extensive bibliography is 
appended. (SW)

similarities between the past environment of the 
railroads and the anticipated environment of higher 
education. Each industry has lost or will likely lose 
a significant share of its market over a period of 
years.

A third similarity is that previously negotiated rail- 
road labor contracts severely limited management 
flexibility at precisely the time when more flexibility 
was needed.

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Views on the importance of the woman’s contri- 
butions to shaping culture and the role of female 
leadership at Mount Holyoke College are consid- 
ered. According to historian Mary Ritter Beard, the 
“woman’s tradition” of imparting a progressive so- 
cial consciousness to the culture has been an impor- 
tant influence. Beard addressed Mount Holyoke in 
1937 at the college’s 100th anniversary, when the 
college’s historical mission to promote female lead- 
— and internationalist values was justified. The 

wages Fr oe offered a vision of the college’s 
pare which may be identified as an organizational 
saga. The first component of the saga was that 
Mount Holyoke’s women leaders had been success- 
ful. Examples of — leadership were demon- 
strated by Mary Lyon, the college’s founder and by 
Mary Woolley, the president for 36 years. At the 
100th anniversary, celebrants discussed the moral 
values and social goals that were fostered by the 
college’s female leaders and that constituted a spe- 
cial heritage for the college women. Education at 
Mount Holyoke has been based on the tenets of 
human possibilities, human worth, and human self- 
improvement. Similarities and distinctions between 
the Mourt Holyoke saga and basic tenets of the 
Social Gospel were also noted. (SW) 
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The process by which the student formulates con- 
ceptions of the university and the impact of this 
process on the decision to persist at the university 
were studied with first-time Mexican American col- 
lege freshmen. A multiple-subject research design—a 
modified analytic induction technique-was em- 
ployed in order to develop a descriptive model. 
Phase one of the research involved interviewing per- 
sisters and nonpersisters, using an unstructured and 
open-ended format. The objective of the interview 
was to determine details of everyday social interac- 
tion through which the student is able to construct 
and sustain a reality of the university. All interviews 
were audiotaped, transcribed onto a word processor, 
and content coded. In phase two of the research, 
verification and expansion of existing patterns of 
behavior were sought. The interview topics then 
become more individualized and were covered in a 
more structured way. The outcome of these steps 
was a conceptual framework for understanding per- 
sistence among Mexican-American freshmen. Ex- 
amples of data that were generated by this approach 
are presented. Topics of the examples include the 
following: the student’s overall environment, the 
student’s activities within this setting, personal in- 
teractions, problems in communication, and prob- 
lem-solving strategies. (SW) 
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Common variables that can be isolated to explain 

mergers of academic units within universities were 
investigated, along with variables associated with 
the potential and actual benefits of the mergers as 
perceived by faculty and administrators. Central 
tendencies were used to compute the similarities 
and differences in the external and internal environ- 
mental conditions before and after the mergers. The 
external conditions were defined as exogenous vari- 
ables beyond the direct control of the university 
administrators and consisted of student demand for 
programs and directives from governing/coordinat- 
ing boards. Internal variables were controllable by 
the administration. Similarities in the political and 
educational conditions prior to the mergers were 
found. The single most common impetus for merger 
was the economic condition of the units. The proc- 
ess of merger was similar among the participating 
institutions, and the mergers resulted in a more cen- 
tralized decision-making structure. Differences in 
the perceptions of faculty and administrators oc- 
curred for the actual benefits of merger on degree 
programs; the potential and actual benefits of merg- 
er on student demand, the actual benefits to person- 
nel, and the potential and actual benefits of political 
factors. (Author/SW) 
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The concept of organizational culture is defined, 
and its relevance to higher education is explored, 
along with possible approaches for uncovering or- 
ganizational culture on a college campus. The litera- 
ture on higher education includes examples that 
apply the concept of organizational culture, or the 
implicit values, beliefs, and ideologies of organiza- 
tional members. In higher education, culture affects 
student life, administration, and curriculum. Indica- 
tors of organizational culture that clarify both past 
and present cultural influences include sagas, 
heroes, symbols, and rituals. A saga usually de- 
scribes a unique accomplishment of the organiza- 
tion, while heroes play a central role in an 
institution’s saga because heroes are those who 
made crucial decisions or who exemplify the proper 
way to act. A symbol can make tangible an implicit 
value or belief and it can be recognized by the public 
as well. Finally, rituals translate culture into action 
(e.g., an outstanding teaching award ceremony). 
Three useful techniques to learn about the organiza- 
tional culture are interview, observation, and docu- 
ment analysis. Studying organizational culture 
clarifies campus managerial styles and decision pro- 
cesses, which affect members of the organization. 
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The organization of culture and the language of 
gift-giving used by a university development office 
were studied using an ethnographic approach. At- 
tention was directed to the way that an academic 
institution selects, designs, and expresses its written 
and oral fund-raising messages, as well as the variety 
of factors that precede, structure, and encourage 
gift-giving. The texts of the institution’s fund-raising 
messages and the contexts in which they are stated 
were also analyzed. A seven-step process to struc- 
turally analyze academic fundraising messages was 
employed. Data were gathered that describe a uni- 
versity’s fund-raising program and that consider 
their relationship to the larger institutional setting. 
The texts revealed that alumni, parents, and friends 
of an academic institution are considered responsi- 
ble, dues-paying members of the academic family. 
Totemism, or the belief in kinship through a com- 
mon affiliation, does operate in the academic com- 
munity. The language and images were integral, 
recognizable parts of the institution’s culture, and 
they were presented in texts in order to help the 
institution survive. Members of the academic facul- 
ty were called upon to give time and funds to help 
perpetuate the life of the institution. (SW) 
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A practical, research-based theory about how col- 
leges and universities allocate resources among 
budgetary units is proposed. The theory was devei- 
oped from interview responses at six institutions as 
well as questionnaire results. In phase one, inter- 


views were conducted with 26 key administrators 
centrally involved in budgetary decisions at the six 
institutions. A second study phase concentrated on 
74 budgetary units within three of the institutions. 
Five theoretical concepts were proposed: centrality, 
resource allocations, environmental power, institu- 
tional power, and resource aliocation strategies. In 
addition, propositions were developed about rela- 
tions among concepts. Attent.on was focused on the 
interactive effects of a depariment’s centrality, its 
ability to tap needed environmental resources, and 
the strength of its institutional roots on the share of 
budget funds it acquires. Two kinds of organization- 
al power, a unit’s environmental power gained by its 
relative ability to tap into external resources needed 
by the organization and a unit’s institutional power 
gained through the strength of its internal roots in 
the organization, combined to explain about two- 
fifths of the variance in budget allocation changes. 
Differences between core and peripheral units were 
also explored. (SW) 
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The effects of the graduate experience on the in- 
tra- and inter-family relationships among married 
doctoral student couples were studied. Full-time 
students 35 years old or less enrolled at Ohio State 
University in 1982 and their nonenrolled spouses 
made up the sample. The ways that these students 
coped with the dual student-spouse role and made 
meaning of their experiences were also addressed. 
Techniques of ethnographic interviews were em- 
ployed in collecting and analyzing data. Four major 
aspects of the married doctoral students’ experi- 
ences were used to described behaviors, attitudes, 
perceptions, and relationships: (1) support, (2) mari- 
tal stability, (3) social relationships, and (4) status. 
The most important source of support for the stu- 
dent was the spouse, who provided financial, emo- 
tional / a. and basic needs support. 
Factors that affect marital stability included differ- 
ences in spouses’ educational levels and interests, 
financial problems, time pressures, children, com- 
munication, sexual concerns, and role conflict. Gen- 
erally, relationships developed within the college 
did not serve important support roles, and enroll- 
ment may have altered the student’s perceived or 
actual status in either a positive or negative way. 
Interview questions and a telephone questionnaire 
are appended. (SW) 
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Rates and severity of underemployment among a 
sample of college graduates were using o| 
jective and subjective measures. Attention was di- 
rected to job _ characteristics elated to 
underemployment, gender differences in the char- 
acteristics, and the effect of college type attended, 





college major, and academic performance. The data 
were drawn from two sources: (1) 9,039 responses 
to both the Cooperative Institutional Research Pro- 
—_, 's 1970 freshman norms survey and the 1977 
‘ollowup Prog ret on education, work, and leisure; 
and (2) the Department of Labor’s “Dictionary of 
Scanned Titles,” which rates 12,099 occupa- 
tions on 44 characteristics. The data confirm previ- 
ous findings that underemployment among college 
graduates is widespread, both in terms of the skills 
actually utilized by their jobs, and in terms of sub- 
jective assessments. While neither women nor 
blacks were disproportionately underemployed, 
white males retained a distinct advantage in terms 
of earned income. Higher levels of income were 
obtained by those attending private universities, and 

eering and business majors earned the most 
money. Finally, characteristics that were found to 
be related to underemployment indicated a mis- 
match between higher education and jobs available 
for college graduates. (SW) 
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The impact of multiple aspects of college educa- 
tion on measures of earnings, life satisfaction, job 
satisfaction, and liberalism-conservatism was stud- 
ied. The college variables examined were college 
type, field of major, and academic performance. At- 
tention was also directed to the role of income at- 
tainment in shaping attitudes, and underlying 
developmental processes that might link higher edu- 
cation and individual background to each life do- 
main. The following background variables were 
assessed: parents’ education and income, population 
of home town, and high school grades. Data were 
obtained from 9,039 respondents who participated 
in the 1977 followup of the 1970 Cooperative Insti- 
tutional Research Program. College and individual 
variables were found to affect earnings attainment 
and liberalism-conservatism, but did not affect later 
job and life satisfaction. Being male and majoring in 
business or engineering were characteristics linked 
to higher earnings, while being black and coming 
from a larger city were important determinants of 
liberalism. In general, better grades were associated 
with higher income, greater liberalism, and more life 
and job satisfaction. (SW) 
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Academic program review is analyzed in 1 regard to 
purposes, process, schedule and timing, criteria, and 
decisions. Attention is also briefly addressed to the 
organizational entities that oversee the process of 
state-level program review. The purposes of pro- 
gram review are linked to budgeting decisions, mis- 
sion delineation, and potential program 
improvement. In terms of process, statewide boards 


can share responsibility for review with public uni- 
versities, or the boards may assume major responsi- 


agency staff. Most states have applied a number of 
criteria in program review rather than a few-par- 
ticularly, the number of graduates, students en- 
rolled, student interest and demand, 
appropriateness to role and mission, program qual- 
ity, size of classes, and cost of courses—but consen- 
sus is lacking as to how qualitative factors should be 
used in program review. State-level recommenda- 
tions resulting from program review may include 
continuation, modification, merger, or discontinua- 
tion. Additional considerations relating to state-lev- 
el program review include: whether to review 
degree programs or departments, research and pub- 
lic service centers, and nonacademic areas; the ac- 
commodation between program review and 
specialized accreditation; the pattern of use of Pro- 
gram review in other state-level decision 
expectations of other state-level authorities; and the 
nature of institutional leadership exercised. (SW) 
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The joint effects of institutional and environmen- 
tal factors on college enrollments on a year-to-year 
basis were investigated. The study population in- 
cluded all public and private two- and four-year col- 
leges and universities who completed the Higher 
Education General Information Survey for 1975- 
1976 through 1980-1981. Four major environmen- 
tal factors constraining enrollments were assessed: 
the size of the pool of potential students, the availa- 
bility of resources for individuals wishing to enroll, 
the level of economic wealth within a region, and 
the level of economic activity within the region. 
Five institutional factors were also evaluated: pro- 
gram emphasis, size of the region served, admissions 
selectivity, type of clientele served, and price. For 
public institutions, federal student aid and the levels 
of economic wealth and activity significantly affect- 
ed enrollments. In addition, institutional selectivity 
and the type of clientele served, as measured by 
aptitude scores and the proportion of part-time stu- 
dents, were significant predictors of future enroll- 
ments. Idiosyncratic institutional factors seem to 
account for most of the variation in changes in en- 
tollments among institutions. The enrollments of 
private institutions were relatively stable, and for 
the most part, appeared to be insulated from envi- 
ronmental conditions. (SW) 
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perience and made the most of talents. They accept- 
ed responsibility and valued work, which resulted in 
sustained performance and a record of achievement. 
Early role models appeared to be important, as were 
family attitudes, expectations, support, and trust. It 

appears that administrative leadership positions can 
be attained through pathways not totally within aca- 
deme, although appropriate academic credentials 
are a requirement. What is needed most is adaptabil- 
ity and a wide range of qualities and skills. Finally, 
attainment of these high-level careers may have 
been more the outcome of personal goals than of 
career planning and precise patterns of preparation. 
An interview guide is appended. (SW) 
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The literature concerning the work experience of 
faculty members, administrators, and clerical and 
support staff is reviewed. The experience of these 
employee groups is examined in relation to: the 
characteristics of their work and work environment, 
the extent of their autonomy and power, and their 
relationship to their institution. In addition, the fol- 
lowing external pressures affecting colleges as work- 
places are addressed: economic pressures, labor 
market trends, and the decrease in the number of 
traditional college age students. Attention is direct- 
ed to the work characteristics that affect faculty 
members, including faculty salary levels, gover- 
nance, job security, opportunities for career growth, 
workload and responsibilities, and role conflict. The 
following factors influencing the college president’s 
work are identified: the stress of financial pressures, 
declining enrollments, legislative demands, and oth- 
er external pressures. The work situations for aca- 
demic deans and department heads and lower-level 
administrators are also briefly described. In addi- 
tion, job and workplace factors affecting middle- 
level administrators are discussed, including role 
complexity, the opportunity and salary structure, 
and their low status and low power to develop poli- 
cy. (SW) 
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Identifiers—*ASHE Annual Meeting 
The kinds of destructive acts that take place on 
college campuses, the circumstances under which 
different behaviors occur, and the norms governing 
current students’ attitudes toward destructiveness 
were studied. Data were collected in 1980 and 1981 
through administration of two questionnaires to a 
national sample of undergraduates. Responses to 
the first, open-ended questionnaire were received 
from 523 students from 6 colleges, while 760 stu- 
dents from 4 colleges responded to the second, more 
structured questionnaire. In general, the results sug- 
gest that campus destructiveness is a nationwide 
phenomenon, affecting colleges and universities of 
all types and sizes. The overwhelming student atti- 
tude was one of disapproval of all types of destruc- 
tive behavior, including less serious infractions. 
Students also seemed to favor fairly punitive meas- 
ures in ing with known offenders. Possible rea- 
sons for the prevalence of campus destructiveness, 
characteristics of student offenders, and possible ap- 
proaches to lessening this problem are addressed, 
and a substantial literature review on destructive- 
ness in general and elementary and secondary 
school-directed destructiveness is included. The 
questionnaires are appended. (SW) 
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Reliability, Stereotypes, *Student Attitudes, *Stu- 
dent Evaluation of Teacher Performance, *Teach- 
er Effectiveness, Trend Analysis, Validity 
Identifiers—* ASHE Annual Meeti 
The literature from 1973-1983 on student ratings 
of faculty teaching effectiveness is reviewed. 
Among the consistent findings over the decade are 
the following: high student rating scale reliability, 
the limited influence of instructor and student 
demographic variables on student ratings of teacher 
effectiveness, and faculty perceptions that evalua- 
tion of their performance is important. Myths that 
continue to be identified in the literature include the 
following: the belief that student raters do not dis- 
criminate among items and that they are insuffi- 
ciently knowledgeable and/or sophisticated to 
properly evaluate their instructors, and the view 
that students are seduced by instructors’ expressive 
personalities even if the instructors present little 
knowledge. An interesting finding is that when stu- 
dents are asked to list by name the best and worst 
instructors they have had, 15-20 percent of the in- 
structors are on both lists. Issues remaining to be 
resolved are the correlation of .43 between student 
ratings and student achievement, the purpose of stu- 
dent ratings, and identifying the factors represented 
within rating scales. Information is included on new 
terms, new rating scale acronyms, new methodolo- 
gies and statistics and/or applications. (SW) 
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An approach to classifying the subject matter of 
higher education is discussed. It is suggested that 
higher education is primarily a behavioral phenome- 
non, although it contains nonbehavioral elements, 
and it should be studied by other disciplines in addi- 
tion to the behavioral sciences. To study higher edu- 


cation is to study behavioral patterns such as educa- 
tional management, resource acquisition and alloca- 
tion, and instruction. A classification of the subject 
matter of higher education should begin with a defi- 
nition of the observed behaviors and then define 
entities such as students and institutions. Most of 
the systematic knowledge about higher education 
has been achieved through the concepts and meth- 
ods of the behavioral sciences. A subject matter 
classification should link prescriptive principles 
with a descriptive knowledge base drawn from the 
behavioral sciences and other disciplines, which 
would result in a linkage between theory and prac- 
tice. Attention is also directed to the need for defini- 
tions of higher education and postsecondary 
education, the similarity of behavior within higher 
education and organizations, and the need to speci- 
fy various levels of behaviors (i.e., ranging from the 
individual to the system). (SW) 
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The value of the grounded theory approach to 
inquiry for the study and practice of higher educa- 
tion is discussed. It is suggested that there is a need 
to identify approaches to inquiry that maintain 
scientific validity while revealing meaningful re- 
sponses to the complex problems of higher educa- 
tion. An approach that may be employed for this 
purpose is Glaser and Strauss’s constant compara- 
tive method, which is designed to inductively gener- 
ate grounded theory (i.e., based on data obtained 
from the field). The current debate over the pro- 
cesses that may be used in conducting legitimate 
inquiry is briefly reviewed. It is claimed that most 
challenges facing higher education researchers and 
practitioners are so complex that they require 
knowledge unobtainable through the use of tradi- 
tional scientific approaches. Benefits of the ground- 
ed theory approach, which is a qualitative method, 
are noted as follows: (1) it usually involves collabo- 
ration by researchers and practitioners in identify- 
ing strategies for dealing with complex problems; 
and (2) the investigators are involved in the social 
situation under study. It is suggested that in using 
this approach the investigator needs to account for 
the often subjective nature of the data. (SW) 
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The needs relevant to a of university 

nonfaculty employees and the extent to which the 

university has met those needs were investigated. In 
addition, trai and development programs de- 
signed to meet individual and institutional needs 
were proposed. Attention was directed to the rea- 
sons people join an organization, satisfaction with 
their jobs, and how j je job satisfaction and work partici- 
pation decisions relate to the employee’s level and 
position. Usable questionnaire responses were re- 
ceived from 1,760 steff members at a comprehen- 


sive university. For 61 organizational units, 6 job 
categories were used: service workers, craft/mainte- 
nance/operative workers, clerical/secretarial, tech- 
nical /paraprofessional, professional, and 
administrative. The results indicate that the reasons 
individuals work at a college are multidimensional, 

regardless of level in the organization. The most 
universal reasons were affiliation, association with 
coworkers, interaction with people, and develop- 
ment of rewarding relationships. The majority of 
employees indicated an interest in developing their 
“people-related” and personal skills. It is concluded 
that the findings support a human resources ap- 
proach to managing nonfaculty staff in the universi- 
ty setting. (SW) 
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The way that graphs can be used to make calcula- 

tions that are commonly used by institutional re- 

searchers is described using specific examples, and 
the technique of constructing computational graphs 

(and nomographs) is outlined. It is shown that once 

a calculation involving several variables has been 

represented by a computation diagram or a nomo- 

graph, the user can often obtain solutions more 
quickly than is possible by computer. Two situations 
in higher education that warrant the use of diagrams 
and nomographs are as follows: whenever a routine 
calculation must be performed repeatedly, using dif- 
ferent input values; and where a relatively simple 
analytical model is needed to calculate responses to 
“what if” questions posed in the form of values as- 
signed to input variables. It is claimed that these 
devices equal the performance of a microcomputer, 
are more convenient to undertake, and can be used 
by all participants in a planning session. A math- 
ematical model relating departmental workloads, 
student numbers, and faculty strength is developed. 

Diagrams include the following: a three-variable 

graph and a four-variable computational diagram for 

analyzing a technical/professional program. Seven 
reference texts on nomography and two on compu- 
tation diagrams are identified. (SW) 
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The value of a statewide analytical perspective to 
the institutional program review process is dis- 
cussed. This perspective can also assist in answering 
the questions of how declining resources can be dis- 
tributed within and among institutions. The analyti- 
cal approach was develo) in order to provide 
background information that can be used both by 
institutions and the staff of the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education (IBHE) in identifying program 
areas that should receive special attention in the 
program review process. In the application of the 
procedure, emphasis was placed on fields of study in 
which there may be too many programs of the same 
ype being offered by public universities. Two in- 
providing background information for IBHE 





and university staff for program review purposes 
are: the c ¢ in unit costs (cost per credit hour) 
between 1976 and 1981 and the change in resources 
per university program over the same period. Infor- 
mation is collected on the nature of campus activi- 
ties (i.e., instruction, public service, or research), 
and costs and credit hours at the disciplinary level 
based on degree program enrollments. Data are 
provided on the indices for upper division majors 
and graduate majors. (SW) 
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A model was developed at Arizona State Univer- 
sity (ASU) to simulate the effect of President Rea- 
gan’s proposed 1983 cuts in student financial aid in 
terms of programs and student credit hour load. The 
model allows administrators to simulate the impact 
on various student groups. The analysis involved 
3,141 full-time undergraduates with financial aid 
program packages. Students were aggregated into 
the following groups: students with less than 20 per- 
cent loss in aid, students with an aid loss of 20-29 
percent, and students with a 30 percent or higher 
loss. It was assumed that students with 30 percent 
or more loss would terminate enrollment. while the 
middle group would be at risk, and the group with 
less than 20 percent aid loss would probably survive. 
It was found that 12.5 percent of the study popula- 
tion would probably not continue at the university, 
21.4 percent would be at risk, and 66.1 would proba- 
bly continue. The Reagan proposal seems to affect 
minority groups unevenly at ASU. More Asian 
Pacific, Hispanic, and Black students were identi- 
fied as at risk than were American Native and White 
students. In addition, more resident students were 
at risk. Programs and student credit hours in liberal 
arts, business, engineering, and education were most 
affected by the proposed cuts. (SW) 
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The background and function of a Student Opin- 
ion Survey Program at the University of Kansas are 
described, and suggestions for the development and 
implementation of polling programs are offered. At 
the University of Kansas, the technical expertise of 
staff and si its was tapped to provide a credible 
survey program. Departments and other offices can 
submit questions to the Student Opinion Survey 
Committee, which reviews proposals and provides 
assistance to the requesting group. To reduce ad- 
proses costs and increase program credibility 
respondents, surveys are distributed to stu- 
deans y students. Typically, a survey polls about 30 
classes with a total of about 500 students, or approx- 
imately 2 t of the student body. Surveys use 
multiple-choice questions whenever possible and 
are formatted for direct data entry. Direct benefits 
of the program include: improved quality of the sur- 


vey, improved sampling, standardized peocedures, 
freedom of inf 


viability and image of the program. Structural and 
procedural alternatives are discussed. (SW) 
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The political processes involved in an academic 

program evaluation are discussed. The focus is on 

how evaluative information is politically linked to 
programmatic decisions within the context of vari- 
ous organizational and evaluative utilization mod- 
els. To examine the explanatory power of the 
various theories and models, information from a 
program evaluation conducted at a small public lib- 
eral arts university is examined. The scope of this 
program evaluation is as follows: to obtain a sys- 
tematic view of the relative strengths and weak- 
nesses of each department, and to use the feedback 
to improve the programs; to have participants rank 
order each of the 19 academic programs on nine 
criteria; and to target future resource allocations to 
program changes. Attention is directed to the fol- 
lowing issues that may affect how evaluative infor- 
mation is linked to programmatic decisions: stages 
of the evaluation process, a distinction between the 
reasons and motives for the evaluation, involvement 
of the participants/decision-makers in the evalua- 
tion process, communication of the results, organi- 
zational setting, recognition of the subjectivity of 
the evaluation, and the role of the institutional re- 
searcher. A list of evaluation criteria, an evaluation 
sw)’ and a bibliography are appended. (Author/ 
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The development and use of a computer-based 
career system at Georgia State University to pro- 
vide occupational and educational information to 
current and potential university constituents is dis- 
cussed. The delivery areas and activities of the 
Georgia Career Information System (GCIS) are 
analyzed through the reduction model, a general 
systems model developed for evaluating program 
attrition patterns. This analy3is creates a matrix of 
questions directed toward identifying information 
and services. The questions can be grouped into four 
basic categories: type of decision (e.g., continuation, 
withdrawal); type of individual; circumstances sur- 
rounding the decision; and system response. Specifi- 
cally, decision feedback —— (ie., the issue 
matrix) help to identify the existing or potential 
paths of individuals through education, occupation, 
and social service components. The reduction mod- 
el uses the three basic systems of elementary, sec- 
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ondary, and education. The combi- 
nation of the reduction model and the issue matrix 
provides a method for rational assessment and plan- 
ning. (SW) 
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The issue of participation rates of college students 

at the international, national, state, and institutional 
levels is addressed. At each level, attention is direct- 
ed to potential data sources, problems associated 
with using the data, actual participation rates, and 
applications to educational planning. College par- 
ticipation rates at the international level provide an 
indication of the importance of postsecondary edu- 
cation to a country, and can be used to determine 
how a country ranks among other countries. At the 
national level, participation rates in the United 
States are available annually for different population 
groups and the most common breakdowns are for 
sex, age, race, and income. Uses of the state-level 
participation rates include: (1) enrollment projec- 
tions and (2) as a relative measure of access to and 
importance of higher education in the state com- 
pared to other states. At the institutional level, par- 
ticipation rates can be determined at almost any 
level, such as schools or programs. Data tables in- 
clude: postsecondary participation rates for 12 
countries for selected years; college participation 
trates by age, sex, race, and ethnicity; participation 
rates of high school graduates by state; and partici- 
pation rates for state residents per 1,000 population 
for 1978. (SW) 
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The advantages and disadvantages of new soft- 
ware for market segmentation analysis are dis- 
cussed, and the application of this new, chi-square 
based procedure (CHAID), is illustrated. A com- 
parison is presented of an earlier, binary segmenta- 
tion technique (THAID) and a _ multiple 
discriminant analysis. It is suggested that CHAID is 
superior to earlier data analysis techniques such as 
the Automatic Interaction Detector (AID) in some 
important respects. CHAID uses a chi-square statis- 
tic to measure the strength of association between a 
given predictor and the criterion to be maximized. 
Because the chi-square statistic is nonparametric, 
CHAID requires fewer assumptions than does AID. 
Many of the advantages of CHAID stem from its 
use of a chi-square optimizing procedure, which is 
useful for segmenting applicant and prospective ap- 
plicant pools. For college planning, the approach 
serves as a guide for distributing scarce resources. 
The example of a segmentation analysis identifies 
prospective students who have some chance of be- 
ing admitted, based on questionnaire data. The 
CHAID technique is shown to have additional flexi- 
bility, both in the variety of variables that may be 
optimized and in the way the technique can identify 
multiple segments at any given step. (SW) 
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role of institutional research in policy analysis 
regarding the operation of a computer model for 
delivery of financial aid to disadvantaged students is 
considered. A student financial aid model at Arizo- 
na State University is designed to develop a profile 
of late appliers for aid funds and also those who file 
inaccurate or incomplete applications. The unmet 
financial need of these students is then projected for 
the various campus-based aid programs, allowing 
the aid officer to inventory and stockpile such funds 
to later serve these students with special needs (usu- 
ally disadvantaged students). However, although 
disadvantaged students may have difficulty in 
completing accurate, timely aid applications, most 
institutions have a first-come, first-served policy for 
obtaining financial aid. Setting aside funds for late 
appliers involves many pragmatic, legal, and public 
relations matters. The involvement of an institution- 
al research unit of any college using the model is 
likely to be central, and exemplifies the type of poli- 
cy analysis implications inherent in any research 
activity that affects social policy. To respond effec- 
tively to the dilemmas identified, institutional re- 
searchers need to understand the decision-making 
framework and values of decision makers at the col- 


lege. (SW) 
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Survey data concerning teacher education pro- 
gram graduates were used to demonstrate the ad- 
vantages of a stratified random sampling approach, 
with followup, relative to a one-shot mailing to an 
entire population. Sampling issues involved in such 
an approach are addressed, particularly with regard 
to quantifying the effects of nonresponse on the 
results. Comparisons were made between the two 
procedures, using the precision of estimates of 
population characteristics as the criterion. Much 
narrower confidence bounds were associated with 
the stratified random sampling approach, even 
though a smaller number of questionnaires had been 
returned. It is concluded that a redirection of ener- 
gies from reaching the entire population to increas- 
ing the rate of response in a subset of that population 
has a significant payoff in terms of the precision of 
the estimates that can be made from the data. Keep- 
ing in mind that this advantage will be even greater 
in cases in which response variation differs across 
strata, the arguments are strong for adopting a 
stratified random sampling approach in situations 
such as the followup of teacher education program 
graduates. (Author/SW) 
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The sources of faculty work dissatisfaction in U.S. 
colleges and universities were studied in 1978-1979. 
A sample of 1972 faculty teaching in 24 institutions 
were mailed questionnaires, and 1,096 usable re- 
sponses were received. The sample included faculty 
from eight universities, eight liberal arts colleges, 
and eight community colleges. Five personal factors 
emerged: self-interest and institutional interest, dis- 
cipline concerns, a pessimistic viewpoint of higher 
education, and perceived power of faculty. Three 
environmental factors also were found: facilities, 
quality, and financial support. Multiple regression 
analysis revealed two major factors: quality and pes- 
simism. A strong faculty concern for quality in their 
students, colleagues, and work environment was 
found. In evaluating the pessimism factor, a predic- 
tor indicating career/role dissatisfaction, concerns 
for quality again emerged. In short, faculty concerns 
for a perceived diminution of quality were a princi- 
pal predictor of dissatisfaction with their place of 
work and career. The results held irrespective of 
age, sex, rank, security (tenure), and type of institu- 
tion. More dissatisfaction was expressed with place 
of employment than with the career. A question- 
naire is appended. (SW) 
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The development of information systems using an 

engineering approach employing both traditional 

programming techniques and nonprocedural lan- 
guages is described. A fourth generation application 
tool is used to develop a prototype system that is 
revised and expanded as the user clarifies individual 
requirements. When fully defined, a combination of 
cost-effective techniques is used to develop the final 
system. Four major steps in developing a computer 
application are as follows: formal specification or 
requirements, writing the necessary computer code, 
testing and installing, and program documentation 
and user training. It is suggested that prototyping 
can have its greatest impact when it is used by the 
analyst as a tool to initially develop system specifi- 
cations, rather than to test specifications produced 
by traditional analysis. The availability of a working 
model allows users to clearly understand how the 
system works and what information is available. In 
addition, users have a working system to use while 

a final production model is being programmed and 

installed. A case study of the application of prototy- 

ping for the personnel system at Canisius College 
illustrates this approach. (SW) 
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The types and number of faculty cases litigated 

and reported at state and federal levels for the 1982 
calendar year were examined. Each of 48 cases was 
reviewed for the basic facts, the underlying legal 
rationale, the data requirements, and the decision of 
the court. Categories of cases and the associated 
data needs were developed. From these categorical 
data summaries, suggested institutional research 
databases and studies were formulated as advanced 
planning mechanisms. Based on the 1982 cases, it is 
concluded that most cases were brought to court by 
nontenured males at graduate-level institutions and 
that the courts held for the institutions in a majority 
of these cases. It is recommended that that « current 
and extensive faculty database is essential for avoid- 
ing or successfully surviving litigation. Initial em- 
ployment data, salary and promotion histories, and 
workload data are important components that 
should be carefully monitored. Institutional re- 
searchers, in cooperation with administrators, 
should design studies to periodically compare salar- 
ies, raises, promotions, and tenure achievement by 
sex, race, age, and organizational units in order to 
keep administrators informed of potential trouble 
areas. (SW) 
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Developments in telecommunications that are be- 
ing used or could be used in education are reviewed, 
and the roles institutional researchers can play are 
explored. Possible roles cited include: identifying 
existing resources on campus, conducting market 
research on the needs of potential users, facilitating 
telecommunications planning efforts, keeping 
abreast of developments on other campuses and on 
cable franchising activity within the institution’s 
service area. Examples are drawn from California 
State University, Los Angeles efforts. Examined are 
areas such as: the background of telecommunica- 
tions, cable television franchising, instructional 
television fixed service (ITFS), teleconferencing, 
and combining internal communications. It is con- 
cluded that the vitality of an Office of Institutional 
Research is directly related to its ability to assist in 
helping an institution realize its potential, especially 
in areas such as telecommunications that present 
both challenges and potential. (Author/LC) 
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Linear regression models that predict faculty sa- 
laries from professional and affirmative action varia- 
bles were developed to validate promotion and 





merit criteria, set a starting salary scale, and identify 
possible —— and individual salary inequities. 

All 377 time teaching faculty and librarians 
(309 men and 68 women) employed by a public 
four-year college in fall 1981 were investigated. 
Four stepwise multiple regression analyses were 
performed. Rank, age, year of appointment, depart- 
ment chair status, librarian status, and sex all affect- 
ed salary significantly; while tenure, race, and 
citizenship did not. Contrary to hypothesis, remov- 
ing rank and tenure from the model did not unmask 
a sex effect. The uses of regression models in study- 
ing faculty salaries are discussed, as are the follow- 
ing five weaknesses: (1) the validity of the model is 
affected by the choice of variables, (2) variables of 
interest may be difficult to operationalize, (3) 
regression analysis assumes all data are linear, (4) 
regression models with a large number of predictors 
have relatively poor power, and (5) intercorrelations 
among the independent variables may mask the true 
peer between the variables and salary.

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Research on the impact of higher education on the 
individual and society is reviewed, and the strengths 
and weaknesses of the research are identified. At- 
tention is directed to the impact of higher education 
on individual students, the national economy, local 
and regional economies, teaching faculty and li- 
brarians (309 men and 68 women) employed by a 
public four-year college in fall 1981 were investigat- 
ed. Four research available on the impact of higher 
education on the national affected salary signifi- 
cantly; while tenure, and often inconclusive, it is 
suggested that the investment (e.g., tuition, affected 
significantly; while tenure, race, and citizen- 
ship did not. and often inconclusive, it is suggested 
that the investment (e.g., tuition, time out) in hu- 
man capital yields comparable return (income after 
completion) to investment in other capital. More 
studies have been conducted on the impact of col- 
leges and universities on their respective locales or 
regions.

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The role of institutional research in the creation 
and operation of an information center is discussed, 
along with the ways in which the spread of informa- 
tion centers within higher education is likely to in- 
fluence the future development of institutional 
research. Forces leading to the emergence of infor- 
mation centers are advances in computer hardware 
and software, and the emergence of the end-users 
(i.e., people who make productive use of the com- 
puter). To insure that the use of computer resources 
serves organizational objectives without constrict- 
ing the flexibility of user independence, two compo- 
nents are needed: a systems review group to oversee 
and coordinate the growth of computer use, and 
information system development. The prerequisites 
for information center development are: the recog- 
nition of need, database considerations, a pilot test, 
definition of roles, and budget commitment and per- 
ceived benefits. One institutions’s experiences in 
linking the institutional research office to perform- 
ing information center functions are described. It is 
suggested that rather than providing information in 
a formal report, institutional researchers will in- 
creasingly assist decision makers in retrieving, 
analyzing, and reporting needed information direct- 
ly via their own computer.

An analysis of variance approach to estimating 
reliability is examined. This approach uses an inter- 
nal-consistency index for estimating the reliability 
of survey instruments containing ranked items, and 
is recommended when the relative ranking of item 
means is of interest to survey researchers. The com- 
putation of this index is demonstrated using data 
from three American College Testing Program sur- 
veys: Student Opinion Survey, Entering Student 
Survey, and Adult Learner Needs Assessment Sur- 
vey. Eighteen of the 250 postsecondary institutions 
that utilized these surveys between 1980 and 1983 
were studied. Survey records were analyzed using a 
coefficient reliability procedure available through 
the Statistical Package for the Social Sciences. The 
reliability estimate requires little computation, since 
the mean square values necessary to calculate the 
estimate may be obtained directly from analysis of 
variance tables. Since the approach is based on the 
internal-consistency of raters’ responses, only one 
administration of the instrument is necessary. The 
major problem in using the proposed approach cen- 
ters on the treatment of missing data. A bibliogra- 
phy is appended. (SW) 
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A pilot project designed to link more effectively 
instructional improvement to student evaluation 
was undertaken at The University of Missouri at 
Kansas City. Attention was focused on graduate 
teaching assistants (GTAs) in seven academic units. 
Students rated their GTA instructors, and interpre- 
tations of the evaluation results were provided to a 
sample of the GTAs. At the same time, the GTAs 
were provided followup assistance to help improve 
their instructional practices (i.e., seminars on how 
to improve lecturing, set objectives, utilize feed- 
back, and design tests). A comparison group of 
GTAs received a printout of the data analysis, but 
no followup interpretation or training services. A 
pre-post (ex post facto) experimental design was 
utilized to compare student evaluations for 1 year 
for five experimental group GTAs and seven com- 
parison group GTAs. The results indicate that the 
provision of interpretations of student ratings and 
followup assistance were effective in reaching six of 
seven objectives. Implications and future issues for 
colleges and universities using student reactions for 
general staff improvement, peer-tutorial, and sup- 
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The effects of a calendar change from the quarter 
system to the semester system on enrollment pat- 
terns, student credit hour productivity, grading pat- 
terns, and course completion patterns were 
investigated. Enrollment and grade pattern data 
were collected for nine Florida public universities 
and Iowa State University, for 1980-1982. Addi- 
tionally, a comprehensive postregistration survey 
was conducted at a comprehensive state university. 
An analysis of the average student credit hour load 
showed a significant reduction at both the upper and 
graduate levels after conversion to the semester sys- 
tem. A reduction in the course comp!stion rate also 
occurred under the semester calendar system, along 
with an increase in the percentage of course with- 
drawals. Many students, faculty, and administrators 
reported that the full-time course load under the 
semester system had been reduced to 12 hours. The 
perception that a full-time load was based on the 
number of courses rather than on the number of 
credit hours was common among University of Cen- 
tral Florida students. While the ideal calendar is 
open to question, the findings seem to favor shorter 
terms such as those provided under the quarter sys- 
tem. (SW) 
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Possible impacts of changing information tech- 

nology on the role of the institutional researcher, 
who serves as a decision support intermediary, are 
examined. Attention is directed to measurement, 
human information processing, and decision sup- 
port technology. It is noted that management infor- 
mation systems are dependent on measurement for 
data gathering, data processing, and the managerial 
inquiring and deciding subsystems. To illustrate a 
dimension of a measurement framework, seven 
maxims for institutional research (Hackman, 1983) 
are discussed; these are based on — theory 
and provide insight on the trend in the role of the 
intermediary. In addition, concepts of the decision 
support system (DSS) are explained. Finally, the 
results of —— of institutional research directors 
at Canadian and U.S. universities concerning the 
implementation of information technology and the 
use of DDS are described.

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Job stress among institutional researchers and ap- 
proaches to managing or coping with stress are con- 
sidered. In considering different types of stressors 
and stress reactions, it is noted that stress from all 
sources is cumulative and cannot be ignored during 
the workday, and that both pleasant and unpleasant 
happenings can result in stress. One source of stress 
for the institutional researchers is their tendency to 
work with and depend upon a number of other per- 
sons and offices without having any direct control. 
In addition, there is little extrinsic recognition for 
the work of institutional researchers, which often 
involves sensitive data and issues that must be treat- 
ed neutrally without publcity. Physically, excess 
stress causes such symptoms as fatigue, muscle ten- 
sion, and susceptibility to illness. Prolonged stress 
can lead to depression, boredom, and negative atti- 
tudes about work and others, as well as poor per- 
formance (i.e., burnout). Five suggestions for 
managing stress are offered. The following conclu- 
sions are offered: stress is real and can become seri- 
ous; family stress cannot be ignored during working 
hours, and job tensions cannot be left at the office; 
and stress cannot be avoided, but must be managed.

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The level of awareness, knowledge, and current 
practices regarding strate; -_ marketing within insti- 
tutional research (IR) offices were studied for col- 
leges in the Rocky Mountain region. Of the 18 
responding offices, 9 indicated that their institutions 
utilized a marketing approach to p! . Of these 
9 offices, 56 percent reported formal utilization of 
the marketing approach to institutional planning, 
while 44 percent reported informal or partial usage 
of this approach. Marketing functions were scat- 
tered throughout the institution with little reported 
integration as a whole marketing or strategic mar- 
keting system. The findings also indicated that IR 
offices were not performing many of the strategic 
marketing functions that can be readily assimilated. 
Indications were found that most IR personnel are 
not familiar with the basic terminology used in mar- 
keting (and business in general). The possibilities of 
incorporating a strategic ae: focus within the 
domain of institutional 1 d. It is 

suggested that a strategic pie model be fol- 
lowed and that IR offices be involved in the devel- 
opment and evaluation of: promotional strategies; 
product/service opportunities, pricing strategies, 
distribution strategies, and internal and exte: en- 
vironment changes and projections. (Author/SW) 
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Conditions and management procedures used in 
Dutch universities are discussed. Attention is di- 
rected to: (1) the structure of higher education in the 
Netherlands — especially the University of Utrecht, 
its administrative procedures, and decision-making 
process; (2) the nature of the problems the universi- 
ty faced and the ineffective way in which these 
problems were handled at the end of the 1970s; (3) 
the planning model in use since 1981 and its conse- 
quences in terms of general awareness, quality as- 
sessment, new allocation procedures, and 
reorganization page and (4) the way reorgani- 
zation processes in the departments are conducted. 
Dutch universities have had a tradition of autonomy 
and an administrative structure characterized by de- 
centralization and democratic procedures. They are 
now faced with increasing demands for public ac- 
countability, severe budget cuts, and strong tenden- 
cies toward centralization. Within the University of 
Utrecht, this means the end of a mentality that 
equated autonomy with isolation. Instead of alloca- 
tion procedures based on principles of “quantitative 
justice,” planning and budgeting procedures aimed 
at a critical evaluation and selection of activities 
have been developed, while decentralized and 
democratic decisionmaking are maintained. (Au- 
thor/SW) 
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The Information Exchange Procedures (IEP), 
which were developed through a project sponsored 
by the National Center for Higher Education Man- 
agement Systems, are briefly described, and the ap- 
plication of the IEP in Virginia is examined. The 
IEP were designed to enhance the institution’s abili- 
ty to identify alternatives in the allocation of re- 
sources and related management functions. The 
procedures for IEP consist of merging three catego- 
ries of data: course enrollments, faculty activities, 
and financial — In the mid-1970s Vir- 
ginia adopted TEP costing procedures (with 
some modifications) to provide information on 
modified direct cost. A study was conducted to 
evaluate the stability and consistency of IEP unit 
costs and productivity ratios for two major research 
universities for 1978-1979 and 1980-1981. It was 
assumed that figures for comparable activities at 
similar universities would have consistency and 
similarity over time. Two indices were obtained: 
direct cost per student credit hour and student cred- 
it hours generated per full-time equivalent faculty 
position. The assumption of comparability was 
found to be less valid than stability over time, since 
errors over institutions were larger than errors over 
time. This finding casts doubt on the reliability of 
ws IEP indices across research universities. 
ss 
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The relationship between student demand for li- 
brary books by subject area and the students’ majors 
and courses undertaken was studied using a lil 
automated circulation system. During 1980-1982, 
book checkout at the university library declined 22 
percent. History had the greatest decline in check- 
outs per student. Other fields with larger enroll- 
ments but large declines in library use were: 
secondary education, educational leadership, Eng- 
lish, library science, journalism, nursing, special 
education, and political science. The greatest de- 
clines for subject areas with over 1,000 checkouts 
were in the areas of political science and education. 
The + subject areas with over 1,000 checkouts were 
mathemat and criminal justice. Heavy 
use majors were dominated by the liberal arts, while 
light use majors were dominated by utilitarian sub- 
jects. It is suggested that declines in library book 
checkouts may be related to a decrease in the num- 
ber of volumes acquired per year by the university 
library. Other possible reasons for these declines 
may include curriculum changes, decreasing print 
literacy, and the availability of other sources of in- 
formation (television and computers). (SW) 
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The roles of institutional researchers in the overall 
goal setting and monitoring process were studied in 
1982. In addition, the use of databases and new 
technology (e.g., computer models and planning 
aids, information retrieval systems, and national 
databases) as support mechanisms for assessment of 
institutional performance, and the methods used to 
set and monitor goals, were assessed. Respondents 
were a random sample of 219 members of the As- 
sociation of Institutional Research. Of the respond- 
ents working in colleges and universities, over 90 
percent held administrative positions or positions 
that were primarily administrative, with some 
teaching. About 90 percent of their institutions had 
given policy-level attention to goals during the past 
3 years, usually for the development of a master 
plan at the institutional level. All but 8 percent had 
some involvement with goal setting and monitoring, 
and about 30 percent had a strong or very strong 
policy role. Of the 15 goal activities included on the 
questionnaire, the 2 with the highest level of institu- 
tional researcher involvement pertained to develop- 
ing a broad statement of goals, and devising 
assessment or evaluation procedures relating opera- 
ing unit achievement to achievement of institution- 
wide goals. (SW) 
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The influence of academic, demographic, and so- 
cial characteristics of college freshmen on 
sophomore enrollment status was investigated, 
along with reasons for attrition. A total of 139 fresh- 
men at St. Edward’s University in Texas were sur- 
veyed at the beginning and end of the freshman 
year, using the Survey of Entering Freshmen and 
the End of Freshman Year Survey. Significant dif- 
ferences were found between returners and leavers 
on grade point average, perceived difficulty of 
courses, students’ satisfaction with the availability 
and variety of courses, expectations of finding peo- 
ple to date, finding their classes challenging, and 
expectations of the university in general based am 
the catalog. While students’ intentions 

rollment at entrance did not appear to be ine to 
their sophomore year enrollment status, intentions 
measured at the end of the freshman year were fairly 
accurate predictors. Those students who were dis- 
satisfied with university life, and especially with so- 
cial activities and with courses available, also appear 
to be potential leavers. In addition, students who 
were not continuing in required courses for the de- 
gree may be potential leavers. (SW) 
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In order to address the issue of the reliability and 
possibie bias of students’ evaluation of the perform- 
ance of college teachers, an unobtrusive indicator of 
teacher performance was investigated. The indica- 
tor was the degree to which teachers develop a fol- 
lowing among students, measured by how often 
students return to teachers for additional courses. 
The model uses 5 years of student course and grade 
data at a large, state university, which entailed the 
records of 50,000 students, the one-half million 
courses they took, and 2,275 teachers. The findings 
suggest that the measure of students taking addi- 
tional courses from faculty members can be a valid 
indicator of teaching effectiveness, and can be used 
along with students’ ratings. The ability to use this 
type of administrative data to augment existing sys- 
tems of evaluating teacher effectiveness is advocat- 
ed, since diversity of measurement not only 


. reinforces reliability, but can enhance the effect of 


valid and unbiased teacher performance indicators. 
It is concluded that such data, when used in con- 
junction with other evaluative methods, can be a 
valuable resource. (SW) 
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The need for higher education to plan curricula 
based upon generalizable human, analytical, and 
technical skills is discussed in view of historical and

technology and automation and characterized 
by a more im; highly efficient work and 
nonwork environment. The fi ing factors are 
credited as affecting the implementation of auto- 
mated equipment and robotics: productivity rates, 
manpower supply, preparation of manpower, cost of 
physical capital, cost of human capital, and the state 
of the art of the technologies. It is concluded that 
the education of the 1980s, 1990s, and the 21st 
century must prepare the graduate for growth, 
adaptability, and further learning. Students must be 

to be skilled in analysis and problem solv- 
ing. The new technologies will require a higher level 
of verbal and mathematical literacy to work in the 
processing of information. Higher education in the 
future should contain essential elements for on-the- 
job scientific and technical training. (SW) 
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A retention plan was developed to quantify and 
qualify the attrition problem and to establish action 
plans to improve retention for a regional university 
serving many nontraditional students. Cameron 
University, a state institution in Oklahoma, pro- 
vides both associate and bachelor degree programs. 
The attrition problems were difficult to identify be- 
cause of the large number of students who attend 
college on a part-time basis, who work full-time, 
who attend for purposes other than to graduate, and 
who depart the area primarily for employment rea- 
sons. The first step was to develop a student profile 
before assuming an attrition problem, and to deter- 
mine students’ reasons for attendance. Attention 
was also directed to: students’ association with the 
military and their work status, the ratio of freshmen 
to seniors, and reasons for student attrition based on 
a survey of nonreturning students. It was concluded 
that the university needs to undertake aggressive 
retention actions to stem the attrition problem. 
Among the components of the retention plan are the 
following: improving the quality of life, —— stu- 
dent advisement, creating a basic skills pr 
and establishing a retention database. A Saation 
naire is appended.

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A procedure used to select students for a nursing 


program in a community college was evaluated, and 
attention was dirscted to the cost effectiveness of 
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the program and the implications for the communi- 
ty of an open-door policy. The selection criteria 
were based on high school grades in chemistry and 
biology; scores on the Aptitude Test for Allied 
Health Programs; and a locally developed noncog- 
nitive instrument, the Interest and Background Sur- 
vey. Assuming students scoring below the 
established composite score of 200 would have been 
denied admission to the program, this selective ad- 
mission procedure would have denied 33 students 
an opportunity to become nurses, and would have 
deprived the community of the services of these 33 
nurses. The cost per graduate and per licensed nurse 
for students who met the selective admission crit- 
eria and for those who did not qualify was calculated 
based on faculty contact hours. It cost half as much 
to produce a qualified nurse when educating a stu- 
dent who met the selective admission criteria as it 
did when working with those who did not. The con- 
flict that arises from a policy of providing open ac- 
cess to programs while state governments are not 
providing adequate funding for public postsecond- 
ary education is noted. (SW) 
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A university’s use of the Automatic Interaction 
Detector (AID) to monitor faculty salary data is 
described. The first step consists of examining a tree 
diagram and summary table produced by AID. The 
tree is used to identify the characteristics of faculty 
at different salary levels. The table is used to deter- 
mine the explanatory power of the selected predic- 
tors and to determine the total amount of variation 
explained by the analysis. The second step consists 
of identifying the faculty whose salaries differ sig- 
nificantly from the means of their final groups and 
then reviewing their individual situations. The final 
step involves the use of a pairing method in situa- 
tions where apparent inequity has been flagged.

The application of the 
AID pr was faculty data for 1979-1980 
end r 81-1982 indicated that field was the most 
explanatory predictor of salary. Since most of the 
female faculty were in the fields having the lower 
salaries, the all-university average salary for females 
was lower than that of the male faculty. However, 
within fields there were still differences between 
salary averages. Race, ethnic origin, or sex were not 
selected as significant predictors of salary.

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A computerized system on faculty research inter- 
ests and activities, which was developed by an aca- 
demic health sciences center, is described. The 
objective of the information system is to better 
match faculty capabilities with potential funding o; 
portunities. The case study is desigr-= ¢o assist o 
er institutions by outlining the characteristics of the 
system and the procedures to be undertaken for 


developing databases in this area. Consideration of 
these characteristics and strategies should help en- 
sure that the resulting information systems are easi- 
ly and quickly implemented, require minimal 
financial resources, are readily accessible by all ap- 
proved users, and can respond to different types of 
requests from both faculty and campus administra- 
tion. The following strategies for the successful de- 
velopment and implementation of a system include: 
consensus on the current and anticipated needs for 
the data; identification of the specific data items 
required to meet these needs; prior planning with all 
parties involved in designing, implementing, and ul- 
timately using the information system; identifica- 
tion of variables for which data already exist and 
that require only updating of information; and iden- 
tifying variables for which no information exists.

The involvement of a large regional university’s 
institutional support units in a self-study is dis- 
cussed. The university had initiated its first experi- 
ence with a compreh and t ic 
epproach to planning. Attention i is focused on the 
self-study procedures in the support units and on the 
resulting reports. Four support units with diverse 
functions and purposes were analyzed: admissions 
and records, alumni and development, computer 
services, and personnel. Three sources of informa- 
tion were used: self-study reports from each of the 
four support units, interviews with directors of the 
four support units, and interviews with members of 
an institutional self-study team who were responsi- 
ble for reviewing all unit reports and preparing an 
overall assessment of the university. Content anal- 
ysis was used in evaluating each unit’s responses to 
six areas of inquiry: unit purpose and goals, major 
activities of the unit and links to the unit’s purpose 
and goals, interrelationships between the unit and 
other academic or support units, resources required 
to support the unit’s major activities, a university- 
wide perspective in the unit’s responses, and a fu- 
ture-orientation in the unit’s responses. Interviews 
examined the self-study procedures and benefits of 
the process. (SW) 
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As one aspect of a study of individual and organi- 

zational conditions contributing to faculty vitality, 

the career socialization and current career attitudes 
of three faculty generations were compared. These 
generational comparisons were done separately for 
two groups of tenured university faculty members: 
(1) a representative group drawn from the humani- 
ties, biological sciences, physical sciences, and so- 
cial science fields; and (2) a selected group of 
faculty, drawn from the same areas, who been 
identified as highly active in teaching, research, and 
service.

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The statistical technique of discriminant analysis 

was applied to selected remedial education pro- 

grams within a statewide system of higher education

tention is focused on the remedial programs at a 

regional university of about 5,000 students, which 

offered freshmen remedial courses in mathematics, 
composition, and reading.

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The role of integrators, individuals who facilitate 
communication and understanding, in facilitating 
the use of computer technology was explored, based 
on five case studies.

In addition to helping people 
to overcome fear about using the computer and en- 
couraging exploration of system capabilities, five

A model for testing educational satisfaction was 
developed, and a satisfaction survey was adminis- 
tered to 424 alumni of several architectural schools 
in the Midwest. Attention is directed to both a sim- 
ple overall measure of satisfaction and a complex, 
additive measure. The first measure assumes that 
individuals perceive satisfaction and dissatisfaction 
as two distinct processes that depend on a wide 
variety of external conditions and internal values. 
The second measure decomposes the overall per- 
ception by using a theory of dissonance that as- 
sumes that satisfaction and dissatisfaction are 
bipolar opposites on the same scale. The study of 
satisfaction breaks down architectural education 
into a professional and general component that oc- 
curs at the university, and an apprenticeship compo- 
nent that occurs in the offices of practicing 
architects. The correlation between simple, overall 
measures of satisfaction with the two university 
components was high, but their correlations with 
the apprenticeship component were low. Apparent- 
ly, factors that affect satisfaction at the university 
are not operating in the apprenticeship experience. 
Satisfaction with the apprenticeship components 
was significantly higher than satisfaction with the 
university components. Possible reasons for the 
findings are briefly discussed.

Types of student data that institutional 
researchers should address include: entrance tests 
scores, retention rate, student outcomes, location 
and recruitment of graduates, results of licensing 
examinations, scholarship recipients, and student 
activities and national recognition.

It is concluded that institutional re- 
search (IR) should view the assessment of institu- 
tional quality as a priority management task. 
Criteria and data profiles that answer questions of 
both internal and external constituencies should be 
developed by IR offices.

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A model for generating global somesien for higher 
education is presented, and five global scenarios for 
the future of higher education in the United States 
are proposed. Multiple scenarios help to set the con- 
text in which planning occurs. They are similar to 
planning assumptions that many institutional re- 
search offices prepare as background information. 
However, instead of a single assumption for each 
variable, assumptions are forced to vary across a 
feasible set of alternatives. As a planning aid, this 
approach forces individuals to be integrative in their 
thinking and to recognize that the future is un- 
predictable.

Qualitative methods were found to be appropriate 
for this study. Administrative outcomes included 
generation of material that increased visibility with- 
in the organization and that related directly to stu- 
dent recruitment. Additional program outcomes 
include the following: the degree has provided ca- 
reer growth for a majority of the graduates; students 
increased skills, knowledge, and self-confidence; 
and students’ attitudes or performance on the job 
improved.

An analytic system for determining student flow 
in different subject fields in order to produce depart- 
mental workload forecasts is examined. The system 
consists of three steps. The first step, student flow 
calculation, computes the relationship of enroll- 
ments by major and student level from one year to 
another. This calculation utilizes historical enroll- 
ment trends and a simple flow technique to develop 
the probability of a student with a given major and 
student level being in another major/student level in 
the next year.

The use of an electronic feedback system, the 
Anonymous Audience Response System (AARS), 
in educational decision making is described, and the 
results of use studies in North Carolina are dis- 
cussed.

Based on site visits, 
a list of 33 critical events at the 17 campuses was 
developed, from which 13 critical event cycles were 
identified.

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Research results concerning determinants of or- 
ganizational effectiveness of colleges are presented, 
and concerns pertaining to this type of research are 
addressed. A major research question is whether the 
study of institutional effectiveness can identify in- 
dicators of long-term organizational viability. In 
1980, organizational effectiveness was measured in 
29 of 41 schools that had been studied in 1976 
(Cameron). Institutional representatives were ad- 
ministered questionnaires that required them to 
provide descriptive information regarding the ex- 
tent to which their institution possessed characteris- 
tics indicative of effectiveness.

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ic Skills Placement Test 
The New Jersey College Basic Skills Placement 
Test (NJCBSPT) was instituted in 1978 as a profi- 
ciency examination designed to measure the read- 
ing, writing, and mathematics skills of students 
entering college. In spring and summer 1982, 51,- 
135 students at New Jersey’s state and county col- 
leges and at 10 independent colleges took the 
NJCBSPT. Of these students, 27% appeared to be 
proficient in verbal skills, 32% in computation skilis, 
and 11% in elementary algebra. Among the group of 
31,964 students who graduated from high school in 
spring 1982, similarly small percentages of students 
demonstrated basic skills proficiency. Further, there 
has been no meaningful change in the proficiency 
level of —— oe in the 5 years that the 
testing pro, been in place. Detailed analysis 


of the mathematics results indicates that very few 


students have a minimal understanding of basic 
mathematics. Among the group of 6,898 recent high 
school graduates who had completed a traditional 
college preparatory program, fewer than 4% ap- 
peared to be proficient in elementary algebra. Based 
upon an analysis of the results of the NJCBSPT for 
the past 5 years, the New Jersey Basic Skills council 
made a number of recommendations, including that 
the development of critical thinking and problem- 
solving skills be the underlying goal of education, 
and that increased emphasis be placed on reading 
and writing.

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The Governor of California’s veto actions on the 
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1983-84 Budget Bill amounted to a cut of $232 mil- 
lion, eliminating the funding necessary to imple- 
— equalization, inflation, and growth provisions. 

This funding cut will result in a 12% decline in the 
real buying power of community college budgets. 
The Governor’s cut is particularly unfortunate since 
it comes on the heels of 1982-83’s $30 million cut 
and a 5-year period during which the buying power 
of college revenues fell by one-fourth and of budget 
reserves by three-fourths. The results of the budget 
cut will include the following: (1) statewide, over 
15,000 course sections, or 10% of instruction, will be 
cancelled; (2) approximately 10,000 staff, largely

Surveys sent to the 7,120 students who graduated 
from a community college in 1980 requested infor- 
mation on current employment/educational status, 
reasons for attending college and for selecting a par- 
ticular college, satisfaction with preparation for em- 
ployment and quality of instruction, relationship of 
job to training, salaries, and goal achievement.

financial situation would not improve; (3) 67.3% 
expected the economy to improve within the next 
year or so; and (4) 39.3% indicated that “now is the 
time to buy things that you want and need,” while 
33.1% felt “it is a good time to wait” on purchases.

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To test Bettelheim’s claim that picturebook illus- 
trations adversely affect children’s imagination, this 
study examined effects of an adult’s storytelling ver- 
sus picturebook reading on the creativity of 11 pre- 
school children. Initially, a total of 292 interviews 
were held with 30 children; the reduced final sample 
was composed of children with high levels of attend- 
ance at treatment sessions. In the treatment phase 
of the study, each child was read a story from a 
picturebook or was told the story; afterwards, the 
child was asked to tell a story of his or her own. 
When the child did not tell a story, it was suggested 
that he or she might wish to color and that a story 
might occur while coloring.

In this document, a multifactorial model of child

Subjects in the training groups were seen on an in- 
dividual basis for 20 minutes twice weekly for a 
period of 4 weeks. Meditating subjects sat with eyes 
closed, breathed slowly and deeply, and repeated 
the Sanskrit word “ahnam” (‘nameless”) first out 
loud and then silently for periods gradually increas- 
ing in duration from 2 to 8 minutes. Relaxing sub- 
jects tensed and relaxed hands, forearms, biceps, 
triceps, shoulders, stomach, thighs, and calves in 
periods increasing from 2 to 8 minutes. Results in- 
dicated that both the meditation-training and relax- 
ation-training groups showed significant decreases 
in levels of impulsivity. No change in impulsivity 
was found in the control group. In the measures of 
selective deployment of attention and freedom from 
distractibility, only meditation training resulted in 
significant improvement. Parent rating scales re- 
flected a significant improvement in the behavior of 
children in both the meditation-training and relaxa- 
tion-training groups. The Locus of Control Scale 
failed to show significant changes over the course of 
the study for any of the groups. (Author/RH) 
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One distal, cognitive component of parenting is 
knowledge of infant development. This multifaceted 
construct includes knowledge of developmental 
norms, parental skills, and abstract principles of de- 
velopment. Generally, it has been assumed that 
knowledge of development affects childrearing 
practices; this assumption is documented in various 
bodies of literature and is evident in parent-educa- 
tion programs. Acquisition of parental knowledge 
may occur through exposure to sociocultural 
sources of information (such as the advice of ex- 
perts, family, and friends) or through direct observa- 
tion of infants and children. Research conducted 
with 256 mothers of 6-month-old infants indicates 
that books, the family doctor, and the parents’ social 
network are the most important sources of informa- 
tion. Furthermore, such sociocultural influences ap- 
pear to shape knowledge more powerfully than do 
direct, observational experiences with children. Re- 
search also suggests that more knowledgeable moth- 
ers rate their infants as having easier temperaments 
ana that knowledge of development influences the 
= parents structure interactions between children 
the social and physical environment. Presently, 
little is known about parents’ experiences, knowl- 
edge, beliefs, and perceptions. Future studies of par- 


ental knowledge should develop better measure- 
ment techniques; seek a more complete description 
of origins and variations in knowledge, beliefs, and 
perceptions; and work toward a coherent typology 
of cognitive influences on parental behavior. (RH) 
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The purpose of this study was to compare the 
effects of two contextual influences (performance- 
contingent rewards and proximal goals) on chil- 
dren’s task motivation, self-efficacy, and skillful 
performance after division skill-development train- 
ing. The sample included 44 children, ranging in age 
from approximately 9 to 11 years, who were identi- 
fied by their teachers as being low in ability to solve 
division problems. After measures were taken of 
children’s perceptions of self-efficacy for correctly 
solving division problems and following the ad- 
ministration of a division-skill pretest, children were 
assigned to one of four treatment groups: rewards 
only, goals only, rewards plus goals, and training 
control. Children received two 45-minute training 
sessions over consecutive school days; during ses- 
sions, an adult proctor gave treatment instructions 
appropriate to the children’s experimental condi- 
tion, and children solved problems alone. It was 
predicted that children in the condition involving 
rewards plus goals would demonstrate the highest 
levels of self-efficacy and skillful performance. Re- 
sults indicated that offering children performance- 
contingent rewards or suggesting proximal goals ex- 
erted motivational effects on problem solving and 
that combining performance-contingent rewards 
with proximal goals led to superior levels of self- 
efficacy and skillful performance. Results thus sup- 
ported the idea that self-efficacy bears an important 
relationship to subsequent achievement. (RH) 
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Situational socialization goals were investigated 
as determinants of parental choice of disciplinary 
technique. It was predicted that parents would tend 
to use techniques such as reasoning when they had 
long-term compliance goals for their children and 
power-assertive techniques when they had short- 
term compliance goals. A total of 64 mothers and 
their 4-year-old children participated in an experi- 
ment in which mothers were asked to influence their 
children to perform a monotonous task. In the ex- 
perimental manipulation, mothers in the long-term 
compliance condition were told that their children’s 
compliance would be observed first in their pres- 
ence and later in their absence; mothers in the short- 
term compliance condition were informed only that 
the compliance test would occur in their presence. 
Results showed that mothers in the long-term goal 
condition behaved in a more nurturing fashion and 
used more reasoning and character attributions than 
did mothers in the short-term condition. Although 
no differences in the use of power-assertive strate- 
gies as a function of goal orientation were found, 
power assertion was used more with boys than with 
girls. Children in the long-term condition were more 
cooperative and less verbally negativistic in the 


presence of their mothers and cooperated more in 
the absence of their mothers than did children in the 
short-term condition. Implications of the findings 
for models of parent/child interaction were consid- 
ered. (Author/RH) 
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Flexibility and creativity in the language of deaf 
children were investigated by requesting four deaf 
and four hearing youths to generate stories on 
themes supplied by an experimenter. One theme 
concerned finding a new civilization in the center of 
the earth; the other centered on awakening one day 
to discover that animals and people had changed 
roles. Children’s storytelling behavior was video- 
taped and examined for instances of nonliteral com- 
munication. Analyses indicated that, in addition to 
the traditional categories of novel and frozen tropes, 
both deaf and hearing students’ stories contained 
four other types of creative language device: ges- 
ture, pantomime, linguistic modification, and lin- 
guistic invention. Contrary to previous claims that 
deaf children are extremely rigid and literal in their 
language use, deaf subjects showed considerable 
nonliteral language use when evaluated in sign rath- 
er than vocal language. It was found that deaf stu- 
dents produced traditional types of figurative 
constructions at a rate equal to that of their hearing 
age-mates and surpassed hearing students in the 
four other categories. These findings are discussed 
in terms of cognitive skills required for and reflected 
by figurative language use and are related to com- 
mon assumptions about the associated abilities of 
deaf children. (Author/RH) 
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The purpose of this study was to determine 
whether self-concepts of Head Start children dif- 
fered from self-concepts of nursery school children. 
A total of 90 children attending Head Start pro- 
grams and 70 children attending proprietary nurs- 
ery schools participated in the study. The preschool 
form of the Children’s Self-Social Constructs Test, 
a measure assessing multidimensional aspects of 
self-concept, was administered. While multivariate 
analysis of variance with age, group, and sex as fac- 
tors revealed no age differences, differences with 
respect to group were found on seven dimensions of 
self-concept. In comparison with children attending 
proprietary nursery schools, Head Start children 
earned lower scores on self-esteem and social inter- 
est; identified less with mother, father, teacher, and 
friends; and revealed greater preference for teacher. 
Sex differences were found on two items: boys in- 
dicated greater preference for father and greater so- 
cial interest than did girls. Results are brie ly 
discussed in terms of their significance for children’s 
later adjustment and academic achievement.

The primary objective of a pilot study was to in- 
vestigate the educational motivation of rural native 
Appalachian eighth grade females in terms of edu- 
cational attitudes, educational decisions, and educa- 
tional self-concept. Results from the study (sample 
size: 27) indicate strongly that female Appalachian 
adolescents, about to enter womanhood, do have 
achievement and educational goals. Eighth grade

The history of orienteering in the United States 
includes both military and civilian interest, with the 
period of greatest growth between 1970 and 1980.

Income, educa- 
tion, and household composition were important 
socioeconomic factors that were related to other 
characteristics or attitudes of the persons inter- 
viewed. Several characteristics tended to vary with 
location (communities, residences, and individuals); 
however, a central coal mining county was similar 
to the southern coal counties. The majority 
of in-migration seemed to be from out-of-state and 
has become more common during the last 10 years, 
with more during the last 5 years.

Leaders in both countries need outside aid to deve-

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Women’s vulnerability to increased landlessness 

and other economic factors has created a need in 

most developing nations for year-round, rural, non- 
agricultural employment opportunities for women. 

Census data from 56 Third World countries reveal

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A study of women in migration in Third World 
countries since 1960 reveals that, contrary to as- 
sumptions, more women are migrating autonomous- 
ly from rural to urban areas in an often unsuccessful 
effort to improve their economic status. The results 
of the study of migration patterns in Africa, Asia, 
Central America, South America, and the Middle 
East show that males generally dominate the mi- 
grant population under age 50, while females domi- 
nate the population over age 50. Central and South 
America are exceptions. Women migrate to join 
their spouse or family; find a spouse; improve their 
economic situation; or take advantage of better 
schools, housing, and medical facilities in urban 
areas. Most women migrants are either under 25 or 
over 50 years old. The younger women tend to be 
single; the older women are separated, divorced, or 
widowed. Women migrants, who have the lowest 
educational level among migrants, tend to migrate 
from rural areas to large urban centers where they 
accept the lowest paying, lowest status jobs. Migra- 
tion apparently causes greater instability and di- 
vorce but improves women’s status within the 
family. Policymakers must restructure social ser- 
vices and urban and rural development policies to 
respond to the needs of the autonomous female mi- 
grant.

Al- 
though the Sioux had occupied the area of South 
Dakota since the seventeenth century, white settlers 
began to move into the territory in the 1840's. De- 
spite treaties, the federal government be; con- 
vincing the Indians to trade large tracts of their land 
for small reservations and occasionally even re- 
duced the size of the reservations. By the 1880's, 
South Dakota contained six distinct Sioux reserva- 
tions: Crow Creek, Lower Brule, Standing Rock, 
Rosebud, Cheyenne River, and Pine Ridge. The 
government frequently took the land separating 
them, thus weakening family and intertribal ties. 
After 1889 the Indians gained title to some reserva- 
tion land through the allotment system, but they lost 
land when the government opened unallotted tribal 
lands to white homesteaders. They lost more land 
when the government began forcing them to accept 
full title to allotted lands in 1917. Although at- 
tempts to reconstitute tribal landholdings in South 
Dakota began as early as the 1890's, the area still 
has no coherent land ownership patterns and re- 
mains a confused mix of land ownership. Chances 
for true autonomy seem remote.

An emerging human-centered para- 
digm of development, with economic growth no 
longer the primary/exclusive goal, questions these 
assumptions. Manifest roles incorporate the latent 
roles, which may differ, depending on the agent’s 
view of development. As facilitator, the agent may 
be alienator or de-alienator; as leadership developer, 
either mobilizer or consciousness raiser; as analyzer, 
either dichotomizer or history builder; as informer, 
either manipulator or sharer; as linker, either mod- 
ernizer or syncretizer; as organizer, either efficiency 
promotor or supporter of popular participation; as 
administrator of sanctions, either liberator from 
power structures or adjuster to dominant systems;

schooling presents a dynamic opportunity for the 
arts, with their affective characteristics, to help in 
achieving affective goals of education and develop- 
ment; education for socioeconomic development, a 
principal area of NFE, includes attitude change as 
a principal objective.

mathematics program has been developed in an at- 

tempt to make individualized instruction workable 
in the classroom by adding components of coopera- 
tive learning. This paper presents the rationale for 
the development of TAI and describes results of 
three field experiments conducted to assess the ef- 
fect of TAI on student achievement, attitudes, and 
behavior. The experiments, which involved a total 
of 1,997 students in grades 3 through 6 (including 
mainstreamed students), demonstrated basic 
achievement effects of the program and a number of 
positive social and attitudinal effects. Results clear- 
ly indicated that TAI increases students’ mathemat- 
ics achievement more than traditional instructional 
methods and that TAI students gained more than 
their control counterparts on every achievement 
measure in every study, although the differences 
were not statistically significant on some subscales 
at some grade levels in the third experiment.

Among the other results 

reported are those indicating that TAI can have a 

strong positive effect on the social acceptance and 

oN of academically handicapped students. 
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Reported are two separate but related longitudinal 
studies of two variables strongly associated with 
sex-related differences in mathematics achievement 
and enrollment, namely spatial visualization and 
confidence in learning mathematics. First, boys 
(N=33) and girls (N= 36) in grades 6-8 who were 
discrepant in their spatial and verbal skills were in- 
terviewed to determine how they used spatial visu- 
alization in solving word and symbolic 
mathematical problems. Each subject was asked to 
read a problem, draw a picture to help solve the 
problem, and explain how the picture was used in 
the problem situation. In the second study, boys 
(N=31) and girls (N=32) in grades 6-8 who were 
above the mean in mathematics achievement and in 
lower or upper quartile in confidence in learning 
mathematics were interviewed about two question 
types (expectations and feelings), different per- 
ceived respondents (individual, peers, or teachers), 
and four mathematical situations (general, spatial, 
low, or high cognitive level). Among the results and 
implications reported are: (1) students with high 
spatial visualization skills tend to use them more 
than those with lower skills; (2) some differences 
were found in the ways boys and girls use their 
spatial skills, with girls who are low in such skills 
using them less than any other group; and (3) expec- 
tation of success in mathematics diminishes for girls 
from grade 6 to grade 8, while increasing for boys. 
In addition, technical information and instrumenta- 
tion (including sample transcripts) are provided as 
separate reports in two detailed appendices.

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Project Chemlab was to prepare an “An- 
notin List of Laboratory Experiments in Chemis- 
try from the Journal of Chemical Education 
(1957-1979)” and to develop a computer file and 
program to search for specific types of experiments. 
Provided in this document are listings (photore- 
duced copies of printouts) of over 1500 entries clas- 
sified into seven major fields of chemistry and 
arranged alphabetically by author within each field. 
These fields include: analytical chemistry, biochem- 
istry, inorganic chemistry, physical chemistry, 
polymer chemistry, and radiochemistry. Each entry 
contains a field code, a keyword code (to facilitate 
visual scanning of the lists and for use in searching 
the computer file), a code indicating background 
required, and the nature of the experiment.

The 
introduction to the listings contains definitions of 
keywords used and an explanation for the back- 
ground requirement codes. The overall document 
consists of a 3-page summary of the project (includ- 
ing information on how the lists were produced), 12 
pages of appendices consisting of copies of four pro- 
ject newsletters (two of these newsletters contain 
instructions for accessing and searching the com- 
puter file on the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute 
(RPI) computer by dial-up modem), and 360 pages 
of appendices consisting of the list of experiments.

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Cognitive processes and knowledge structures 

used in physics problem-solving at the high school 
or freshmen college level were investigated by anal- 
ysis of expert and novice human problem-solving 
behavior and by development of computer pro- 
grams which can solve informally-stated physics 
problems. Computer representations for the infor- 
mation developed by a problem solver while solving 
a problem, a computer language for specifying such 
representations (GLISP), and a compiler for tran- 
slating programs written in terms of such represen- 
tations into executable form were developed. In 
addition, a set of rules for problem analysis were 
also developed. These rules determine the general 
context of a problem, fill in features missing from 
the problem statement, and connect the features of 
the problem with the appropriate object models and 
methods for solving the problem. These representa- 
tions and rules have been used successfully to ana- 
lyze mechanics problems. Current research involves 
working on methods by which a program, starting 
with general formulations of physical laws, can learn 
expertise in solving particular kinds of problems 
through practice. (An example of knowledge repre- 
sentation for units of measurement and an example 
of problems and problem analysis rules are append- 
ed to this report). (Author/JN) 
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The research project described will identify the 
component skills (cognitive processes and associat- 
ed knowledge structures) required for effective 
problem-solving, and identify the kinds of learning 
which can improve problem-solving ability. These 
areas will be investigated by means of a computer 
program which can solve physics problems stated in 
English. The program’s problem-solving techniques 
will then be compared with techniques inferred 
from protocols taken from expert/nov'ce humans 
solving the same problems. Using a computer pro- 
gram which can solve physics problems has several 
advantages. First, requiring that the program be able 
to solve complete physics problems helps to insure 
that no essential component skills have been left out 
or assumed to be trivial when they are not. A second 
benefit is that the program can provide a testbed for 
different problem-solving strategies. A third benefit 
is that such a program could form the basis of an 
intelligent computer-assisted-instruction program 
which understands all the component skills required 
to solve problems. Several hypotheses about the na- 
ture of problem-solving in physics are discussed and 
related to the computer program to be developed 
and to difficulties of humans in learning to solve 
physics problems. (JN)

The primary task in solving a physics problem is 
to select ways of viewing the problem in terms of 
physical systems whose behavior is described by 
— laws. The physical systems are, in general, 
y approximate models of the real-world systems. 
As models of real-world systems are made more 
accurate, the equations involved quickly become 
able; furthermore, certain special cases of 
physics problems which frequently occur can be 
solved using greatly simplified equations. Success in 
solving physics problems therefore depends crucial- 
ly on selection of physical sy which satisfi 
torily model the real-world systems and which 
possess tractable mathematical models. Selection of 
the physical systems used as models is generally 
based on qualitative features (incl ranges of 
numerical magnitudes) of the real-world systems. 
Many problems are best solved by considering the 
same real-world system from multiple viewpoints 
and relating the viewpoints to each other, often by 
identification of their components. (Author) 
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The major task in solving a physics problem is to 

construct an appropriate model of the problem in 
terms of physical principles. The functions per- 
formed by such a model, the information which 
needs to be represented, and the knowledge used in 
selecting and instantiating an appropriate model are 
discussed. An example of a model for a mechanics 
problem is presented. A set of problem-analysis 
tules has been written which can construct physical 
representations for such problems. The rules are 
written in MRS, a representation and inference lan- 
guage which provides the features of first-order log- 
ic while allowing specification of Lisp 
implementations for data storage and inference 
methods, as well as allowing meta-level reasoning 
about the problem-solving process itself. The rules 
infer important features of the problem in small 
steps, which in turn trigger other inferences, in a 
fashion similar to the progression of inferences pre- 
sented in the example problem. In this way, a finite 
set of rules serves to analyze a large set of possible 
problems. The physical model generated by the 
rules not only can drive generation of equations to 
solve the problem, but also can be used to generate 
meaningful diagrams and explanations of the prob- 
lem-solving process. (Author/JN) 
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GLISP is a LISP-based language which provides 
high-level language features not found in ordinary 
LISP. The GLISP language is implemented by 
means of a compiler which accepts GLISP as input 
and produces ordinary LISP as output. This output 
can be further compiled to machine code by the 
LISP compiler. GLISP is available for several LISP 
dialects, including Interlisp, Maclisp, UCI Lisp, 
ELISP, Franz Lisp, and Portable Standard Lisp.

GLISP program syntax includes 
PASCAL-like control structures and infix arithmet- 
ic expressions. In addition, the GLISP language is 
easily extendable. Operator overloading for user- 
defined objects occurs when arithmetic operators 
are defined as messages for those objects. The com- 
piler can compile optimized code for access to ob- 
jects represented in user-specified “representation 
languages,” including database systems; GLISP has 
thus far been interfaced to the representation lan- 
guages GIRL and LOOPS. GLISP is fully imple- 
mented and is available for six different dialects of 
LISP. (JN) 
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Major findings of a survey of 188 universities and 
colleges that constitute the universe of higher edu- 
cation institutions with doctoral-level programs in 
neuroscience are highlighted and discussed in this 
brief report.

During the 1981-82 school year, the American 
Association of University Women (AAUW), col- 
lected mathematics data from school districts 
throughout the state of Michigan. AAUW is in- 
volved in a study of high technology and wanted to 
find out how education is preparing young people 
for the world of robotics, biotechnology, telecom- 
munications, and the semiconductor-based tech- 
nology slated for Michigan’s future. Michigan 
Project of Equal Education Rights (PEER) assisted 
in the data collection and analysis. Data were ob- 
tained from 113 school districts (a number submit- 
ting information voluntarily), with 80 districts 
providing both enrollment data by grade level and 
sex as well as course enrollment data. Mathematics 
areas examined included: general mathematics (in- 
cluding business/consumer mathematics), algebra 
1, geometry, algebra 2, trigonometry (analytical 
geometry, precalculus, and other advanced math- 
ematics), calculus, and computer science. Among 
the findings reported are those indicating: that 
Michigan has no overall state mathematics program 
(with over 85 different titles for the 7 mathematics 
categories studied); a precipitous drop in enrollment 
of over 50 percent after students complete 
1; by grade 12 only 45 percent of boys and 36 per- 
cent of girls taking mathematics; and a drop in 
female enrollment in advanced mathematics regard- 
less of school district size.

Topics 
include Piaget’s “Genetic Epistemology” as the key 
to the structure of belief systems and egocentrism as 
the mainspring of genetic epistemology.

A 
review of research on cognition, perception, and the 
use of anaglyphs reveals that pictures are an essen- 
tial part of the perceptual substance from which 
children’s images are constructed.

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The linkage between policy research and policy 

formation can be strengthened through the use of 

qualitative methods. Currently, the linkage between 
policy research and policy decision making is tenu- 
ous; there are differences in philosophy, function, 
self-definition, and criteria by which success is mea- 
sured. Although research cannot dictate the use of 
policy research findings, it can influence the recep- 
tion and use of policy research, particularly at the 
stage when programs are initiated, target popula- 
tions identified, and resources allocated. Utilization 
of research can be greatly enhanced when the re- 
searcher considers the appropriateness of the study 
design and of the execution of the study, the ab- 
sence of major conceptual errors, relevance, timeli- 
ness, presentation, and impact. These criteria for 
policy research can be more effectively met through 
qualitative research, e.g., ethnography, field studies, 
and case studies. Qualitative research can inform 
the decision-making process through its analysis of 
the complexity of the social system, its complement 
to statistical analysis, and its study of the unan- 
ticipated consequences of social change. By examin- 
ing the social settings and organizations of our 
societies, qualitative research can inform of existing 
conditions and thus can enlighten policy formation.

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tion, Kohlberg (Lawrence), Moral Reasoning 
The author argues that unless Kohlberg’s theory 

of moral development can be demonstrated empiri- 
cally, based on scientific evidence, his ensuing plan 
for a program of moral education amounts to no 
more than a systematic program of indoctrination. 
Kohlberg identifies the moral stage of a person by 
eliciting from a subject the reasons referred to in 
determining to act one way rather than another. 
While Kohlberg claims to study the structure of re- 
sponses rather than their substance, it is questiona- 
ble whether these are separable and whether relying 
on immediate utterances of responses is sufficient 
evidence for characterizing individuals into particu- 
lar stages. Determining the scientific usefulness of a 
proposed theory depends upon the semantic clarity 
of the terms used in constructing the theory, and 
Kohiberg’s description of “stages” as “organized 
systems of thought” is one example of the semantic 
insufficiency and ambiguity characteristic of Kohl- 
berg’s caintion. It is fundamentally important to a 
theory that is grounded upon the linguistic behavior 
of its subjects to develop clearly constructed proce- 
dures for associating observation expressions such 
as “justice” with terms of less ambiguous nature. In 
conclusion, by constructing a particular nomencla- 
ture, Kohlberg has made his ideas appear to be actu- 
al, and appear, therefore, to be a legitimate object of 
scientific study. (LH) 
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Discussed are the origins, objectives, activities, 
and achievements of a project which developed a 
book of lessons to teach high school students about 
the U.S. Constitution. A textbook study and an edu- 
cational conference revealed the need to develop 
supplementary curriculum materials to strengthen 
textbook treatments of the Constitution. The book 
of lessons was created according to established 
procedures in curriculum development: (1) concep- 
tualization; (2) creation and evaluation of prototype 
lessons; (3) creation and evaluation of a complete 
collection of lessons; and (4) revision of lessons 
based on field tests and critical reviews. Contribu- 
tions of teachers, scholars, and curriculum special- 
ists were many and included providing lesson ideas, 
checking accuracy of material, and contributing 
knowledge about course organization. The scholars 
were also involved as critical reviewers of the les- 
sons. Examples of their generally positive reviews 
are provided. The main achievement of the project 
was the book of 62 lessons entitled “Lessons on the 
Constitution: Supplements to High School Courses 
in American Government and History.” Evidence 
gathered from field test teachers indicates that the 
lessons are practical and do work. Dissemination 
activities included 12 workshops and conferences. 
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In the first part of the paper, the author discusses 
his observation that teachers perceive any form of 
theorizing in schools to be intellectually dependent 
on educational researchers. Teachers assume that 
their access to educational theories depends on a 
group external to themselves and that theory has 
little practical value in the classroom. In the second 
part of the paper, the author discusses four existing 
research paradigms currently employed in the study 
of the process of schooling in society-functionalist, 
phenomenological, action-research, and social re- 
productionist. The functionalist model of systems 
analysis is attractive to many because it views social 
processes as self-regulating systems and appears to 
provide the foundation for a truly empirical-analytic 
science of society, free of value bias. In Alfred 
Schutz’s phenomenological analysis model, social 
processes are viewed as the constructions of autono- 
mous individuals. Habermas’ educational action-re- 
search model is based on the assumption that social 
processes rely on the existence of subjectively 
shared rules of interpretation for translating social 
norms and values. Social reproductionist theory at- 
tempts to show that subjective meanings expressed 
in social action are biased by their economic func- 
tion. The action-research model best supports edu- 
cational research as a science aimed at improving 
schooling, thus maximizing the theoretician practi- 
tioner relationship. (LH) 
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Political responses to the “cult of efficiency” in 
the schools, academic freedom, and the role of edu- 
cation in social reform between 1914 and 1921 are 
traced in issues of the “Nation” and the “New 
Republic.” The variety within political liberalism at 
the time was reflected in a similar diversity of edu- 
cational positions. Until 1918, the “Nation,” as a 
proponent of the Wilsonian New Freedom, was oft- 
en suspicious of progressive developments in the 
schools; the “New Republic,” a spokesman for 
Roosevelt’s New Nationalism, was a vigorous parti- 
san of John Dewey’s educational progressivism. In 
1918, with a change of editors, the “Nation” shifted 
to a political position more like that of the “New 
Republic.” Although prior to the change the two 
periodicals could be characterized as vehicles for 
the old (“Nation”) and new (‘New Republic”) liber- 
alism, both journals expressed suspicion of the effi- 
ciency movement in education, consistently 
supported a greater measure of freedom for instruc- 
tors at all levels, and believed that schools and col- 
leges should be instruments of reform. Both journals 
expressed the belief that education could not fulfill 
its social function by uncritically transmitting values 
and traditions of the culture. The importance of hav- 
ing outspoken journals defending values somewhat 
at variance with those of the larger society is illus- 
trated by the response these journals received from 
prominent members of the educational community. 
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The degree to which perception and behavior are 
incorporated in geography instruction and the atti- 
tudes of geographers towards perception and behav- 
ior in contemporary research are examined. In 
1981, asurvey was mailed to 332 undergraduate and 
— departments of geography in the United 
tates. The 174 respondents provided data as fol- 
lows, listing: (1) the frequencies at which teachers of 
various topics implement perception and behavior 
in their teaching; (2) the course and departments 
placing the most emphasis on perception and behav- 
ior; (3) the perceptual and behavior topics taught; 
(4) an evaluation response to questions to determine 
the status of perceptual and behavioral utilization in 
current geographical literature and instruction; (5) 
specific strengths and weaknesses considered inher- 
ent to perceptual and behavioral research; and (6) 
responses to semantic differential items on percep- 
tion and behavior as a check against the write-in 
responses. Foremost among findings concerning 
courses best suited as vehicles for instruction using 
perception-behavior were human, urban, cultural, 
and economic geography; natural hazards was the 
most common topic taught, followed by economic 
decision making, resource conservation and man- 
agement, and cognitive maps. (LH) 
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Although field studies in human geography have 
some advantages over restricted classroom and 
laboratory studies, special methodological and eth- 
ical concerns arise. For example, field studies are 
able to take into account the complexity of events 
in natural settings as opposed to the controlled set- 
ting of a laboratory, particularly when subjects are 
required to solve spatial problems. Research con- 
cerns, however, involve limitations on the use of 
instrumentation and, more critically, population 
sampling. Because it is virtually impossible to con- 
trol for age, sex, or other demographic characteris- 
tics, a researcher may not be able to guarantee study 
replicability. In addition, when the researcher is 
working in a small community, respondents contin- 
ue to be in contact with the researcher and are likely 
to know one another. Although a good working rela- 
tionship can be established and respondents’ an- 
swers to questions can be cross-checked with peers, 
both parties can become uncomfortable with ques- 
tions and responses. Because respondents can be 
adversely affected by public and self-disclosures of 
traits and competencies they perceive to be nega- 
tive, publication of the study can be a sensitive issue, 
even when anonymity is assumed. Researchers, 
then, need to balance the benefit of the research 
with the potential psychological harm to the partici- 
pant. (KC) 
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Two central issues relevant to services delivered 

to older adults by family members (including ex- 

tended family) were analyzed: the method used in 
delivering the services and the geographic proximi- 
ty required to deliver the service. The analysis in- 
volved a study of 1,400 people aged 65 and over and 

800 of their helpers. Delivery of services was 

categorized according to telephone or face-to-face; 

the frequency o! of each was measured. Services were 
categorized as “household” (housekeeping, paying 
bills, making repairs) and “normal kin” (chec 

on persons, bringing meals, giving gifts, talking to 

them when they are depressed). The farther away 

the helper lived, the smaller the proportion who 
received household help. By contrast, kinship ser- 
vices were far less affected by geographic distance. 

Also, in terms of geographic proximity, it appears 

that when older people were both sick and single, 

they were more than twice as likely to live in the 
same household as their helper than those who were 
married or single and healthy. Also, those classified 
as poor made more daily face-to-face contacts with 
their h helpers than those with high incomes, attribut- 
able to the fact that those in the unskilled labor 
class, not subject to the problems of occupational 
mobility, tended to live closer to their relatives. Fi- 
nally, groups least incorporated into the modern 
economy (i.e., the poor and recent migrants) were 
more likely to adhere to a more traditional kinship 
structure and were least likely to be geographically 
distant. (KC) 
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There has been a decline in the enrollment in 
sociology courses and a decline in the number of 
students choosing to major in sociology. To coun- 
teract this decline, departments need to continue to 
offer a traditional academic sociology curriculum, 
but also need to offer stronger training in research 
methods and statistics, interdisciplinary approaches 
to problem solving, and training and experience in 
practical settings and interaction. The sociology de- 
partment at Southwest Texas State University has 
taken steps to incorporate these applied skills in 
their program; they have developed a bachelor of 
science program, a multi-disciplinary, multi-tract 
master’s program in applied sociology, and an in- 
ternship program. The applied undergraduate soci- 
ology program is designed to prepare sociology 
majors for business and governmental positions by 
emphasizing applied skills. The Master of Arts in 
Interdisciplinary Studies (MAIS) offers a modular 
concept with four tracts of study in the areas of 
gerontology, industry and social work, social stu- 
dies, and social control. The Research Institute for 
Community Enhancement was set up to offer stu- 
dents internships whereby they gain practical ex- 
perience and provide help and service to 
community organizations. (LH) 
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In response to recent statistics indicating a 20 

percent decline in the ability of the average 17-year- 
old to analyze, interpret, and express views about 
written prose, the National Assessment of Educa- 
tional Progress (NAEP) recommends a number of 
changes in the elementary school social studies cur- 
riculum to provide more opportunities for students 
to practice writing and analytical skills. Writing can 
be optimized as a learning tool to sharpen social 
studies information and concepts; to develop think- 
ing skills such as inference making, classification, 
and analysis; and to further the development and 
refinement of writing techniques. Research provides 
insight into the writing process and suggests that 
teachers develop appropriate activities to assist stu- 
dents during the prewriting, composing, and rewrit- 
ing stages of the writing process. An example of a 
facilitative prewriting activity in social studies 
would be the gathering of information from older 
citizens through personal interviews, which can be 
used as a catalyst for future composing activities. 
Careful integration of writing and social studies can 
best maximize the already limited time available for 
social studies instruction. In order to successfully 
integrate instruction in writing and social studies in 
the elementary classroom, effective writing instruc- 
tion must be part of a coherent, systematic, develop- 
mental program of studies in which attention is paid 
to substance as well as technique. The document 
lists 11 resources, available through the ERIC sys- 
tem, from which additional information can be ob- 
tained.

screen. After the name of the country is determined 
by the student, the program presents a drawing of 
the entire continent of South America. The program 
then begins to draw the various South American 
countries to the right of a blank map of South Am- 
erica. As each country is presented, a series of ques- 
tions are asked about the country being displayed, 
such as questions about per capita income, major 
products, capital cities, and major rivers. The pro- 
gram then checks the student’s answer and will not 
allow a choice not presented on a list of numbered 
options. In addition, there is a provision for the 
student to have a blank map of the continent and to 
place numbers which designate countries on the 
map. Teachers have the option to make refinements 
by changing the questions or by adding more and 
more difficult questions. (LH) 
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Arranged into three parts, the paper offers practi- 
cal and motivating techniques for resource persons, 
particularly in legal education, who have been invit- 
ed to make presentations in the schools. The first 
part of the paper prepares resource persons for giv- 
ing successful presentations by in their 
awareness of educational objectives being sought, 
the background, ages, and level of experience of the 
audience. The second part addresses activities and 
strategies designed to gain active participation by 
involving the students through: (1) brainstorming, 
to stimulate discussion; (2) rank ordering, to help

Designed for high school economics students as a 
public service project of the American Fletcher Na- 
tional Bank, the booklet examines the American 
free enterprise system as it relates to the traditional 
lemonade stand and its ability to make a profit. The 
parallel is made by considering some basic princi- 
ples: (1) the constant need for capital to keep busi- 
nesses growing; (2) the continuing push to develop 
goods and services which will be acceptable to the 
buying public; (3) the steady obligation to meet pay- 
rolls and other operating expenses and to pay back 
shareholders for their investment; and (4) the grow- 
ing demand by government for a bigger bite of cor- 
porate profits through taxation. Examples of the 
way the entire business system in America has 
grown from humble beginnings to being the most 
productive, efficient economic system in the world 
today are seen in: the evolution of Ford Motor 
Company from a machinist’s apprentice tinkering 
with an experimental gas engine; the Gillette enter- 
prise created by a traveling salesman who deplored 
sharpening razors; and Disneyland and Disney 
World stemming from an advertising illustrator 
working in a garage studio. The document empha- 
sizes that competition for profit increases efficiency 
while forcing down prices, thus providing an in- 
creasingly higher standard of living, higher pay, and 
a larger middle class than anywhere else in the 
world. (LH) 
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Designed for high school economics students as a 
public service project of the American Fletcher Na- 
tional Bank, the booklet examines the fundamentals 
of the profit system in attempts to dispel common 
misconceptions held by students. A comparison is 
made between newspaper carriers and big business 
entrepreneurs by considering the risks made in in- 
vesting one’s money and energy in an effort to make 
a profit. Next, reasons for overestimation by the 
public of the profits of business are pointed out: (1) 
glowing and often misleading annual reports by cor- 
porations; (2) misunderstanding of the terms, “gross 
profit” and “net profit”; and (3) underestimating the 
amount corporations pay in federal taxes, labor, 
shareholder dividends, equipment and expansion. 
Former newspaper carriers like George McGinnis, 
Bob Hope, Johnny Bench, John Wayne, former 
President Herbert Hoover, astronaut John Glenn, 
and Willie Mays are listed as examples of the way 
the entire business system in America has grown 
from humble beginnings to being the most produc- 
tive, efficient economic system in the world today. 
The importance to the free enterprise system of 
competition for profit maximization is stressed. The 
document emphasizes that well over 90 percent of 
all the resources available to the federal government 
for aid to the sick and elderly, for military security, 
and for countless welfare programs come ultimately 
from the productivity of the rican business sys- 
tem and the profit motive. (LH) 
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Designed for high school economics students as a 
public service project of the American Fletcher Na- 
tional Bank, the booklet examines America’s de- 
creasing productivity rate in terms of the efficiency. 
Natural resources, labor, skilled management, and 
capital are essential to the productive process. 
When there is an increase in the cost of the produc- 
tion process without commensurate improvement in 
productivity, inflation occurs. The resulting slug- 
gishness can only be compensated for by higher 
prices, thus making American products less com- 
petitive in world markets. Economists suggest that 
the leading causes of decreasing productivity are: 
(1) rapid growth of service industries; (2) high taxes 
and low profits; (3) soaring energy costs; (4) high 
cost of regulation; (5) inadequate support of re- 
search; (6) a decline in personal savings; (7) wages 
rising faster than productivity; and (8) lack of 
managerial attention to the problem. One approach 
to increasing productivity is to recognize the impor- 
tance of continuing education programs to improve 
skills and techniques for increased production. Ac- 
celerated educational-motivational programs for 
employees in addition to rewarding increased pro- 
duction with higher pay, promotions, and bonuses 
are also suggested. Also, less resistance to techno- 
logical innovation is necessary to stimulate produc- 


tion. (LH) 
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Designed for high school economics students as a 
public service project of the American Fletcher Na- 
tional Bank, the booklet examines the heavy bur- 
dens placed on our political-economic system and 
compares our economy to an overloaded electrical 
system about to “blow a fuse.” In the last two 
decades, America has become a self-indulgent so- 
ciety which demands more from society than it is 
capable of giving. Some pressures are: (1) the Am- 
erican view that jobs are an entitlement; (2) the 
belief that Americans are entitled to real growth in 
personal living standards; (3) the decline in produc- 
tivity; (4) the belief that Americans are entitled to 
government support, resulting in increased depend- 
ency on Social Security, unemployment compensa- 
tion, and other benefit programs; (5) the channeling 
of profits into environmental and regulatory pro- 
grams rather than into future investments; (6) an 
increasing dependence on imported oil, resulting in 
increasingly higher energy costs; and (7) the ever- 
increasing burden of keeping up with the Soviet Un- 
ion in defense.

the past. The manipulation of the nation’s economy 
by raising or lowering government spending may be 
compared to the turning off and on of a water faucet. 
The Keynesian theory, which has prevailed since 
the Roosevelt administration, contends that deficit 
government spending can stimulate an economy by 
putting people back to work and creating a demand 
for new products, thus generating more production 
and jobs. Due to the tripling of the nation’s debt in 
the 1970's, leading “supply-side” spokesmen under 
the Reagan Administration have developed the 
philosophy which attempts to maximize both pro- 
ductivity and government revenues by cutting fed- 
eral taxes and eliminating unnecessary government 
spending. This in turn is thought to generate more 
business activity and productivity. With the excep- 
tion of prior commitments (interest on the federal 
debt, government pensions, social security), federal 
expenditures must be trimmed sharply to offset the 
expected short-term loss in revenue. Although Am- 
ericans are among the most lavish spenders and 
meager savers in the world, taxpayers must save or 
invest the money they retain from lower tax rates in 
order for supply-side economics to succeed.

A three-dimen- 
sional chart was constructed showing locations of 
supporters and non-supporters of seven policy state- 
ments on the questionnaire. Two distinct clusters 
emerged. One group favored a strong defense, be- 
lieved in survival after a nuclear war, and believed 
that nuclear war is not imminent. The second group 
favored a strong defense, believed that a nuclear war 
is not survivable, and believed that nuclear war is 
imminent. However, positions did not differ so 
much on the imminence dimension as on the de- 
fense and survival dimensions, suggesting that an 
appeal to the imminence of nuclear war is not effec- 
tive either for supporters or opposers of the freeze. 
The questionnaire, data tables, and charts are in- 
cluded.

To determine their belief systems, 
165 students enrolled in an introductory interna- 
tional relations course were tested with a simplified 
version of the Holsti-Rosenau belief system ques- 
tionnaire.

In all 
groups, the major decision was on whether or not to 
intervene in a civil war in the Philippines.

If U.S. foreign policy is to be prudent and effec-

These 
problems are: (1) unabating deficiencies in its 
economy; (2) a precarious battle with communist 
orthodoxy and alliance management in Eastern 

Europe; (3) a jittery relationship with China; (4) an

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Potential paths to nuclear war and the available 
means of prevention of nuclear war are discussed. 
Presented is a detailed description of six nuclear war 
scenarios, and brief examples of types of potential 
deterrents to nuclear war (firebreaks) which are 
relevant for each. To be effective, the right combina- 
tion of firebreaks must be used, the timing must be 
correct, and constant re-examination is necessary to 
insure that the best resources available are being 
utilized. Scenarios that might culminate in an all-out 
nuclear war include escalation in a European con-

The growth hormone is a lipolytic hormone and 
somatomedin C mediates the metabolic effects of 
the growth hormone in many tissues. Growth hor- 
mone plasma levels are often depressed in obese 
individuals, and this low plasma level has been pos- 
tulated as a reason for perpetuation of excess 
weight. Substantial weight loss in obese subjects im- 
proves growth hormone response to provocative 
stimuli. The present study investigated the effects of 
a 12-week progressive exercise program (consisting 
of jogging three times weekly) on growth hormone 
and somatomedin C plasma levels in five over- 
weight males, 18-30 years of age and 15-40 percent 
above ideal body weight. Data collected at the be- 
and end of the study included measure- 
ments for aerobic capacity, skinfold measures, body 
weight, fasting plasma growth hormone, glucose, 
and somatomedin C levels pretest and posttest. 
Mean body weight loss and decrease in skinfold 
measurement were significant during the program. 
Subjects’ aerobic capacity increased. Changes in 
body weight accounted for 86 percent of the varia- 
bility in somatomedin C changes; however, neither 
fasting plasma growth hormone levels nor growth 
hormone response to exercise stimulation changed 
significantly during the 12-week program. The re- 
sponses suggest that somatomedin C is a more sensi- 
tive indicator than growth hormone of endocrine 
responses to exercise.

This study examines the relationship between the 
educational system, the ethnic communities, and 
political instability in Pakistan. The major assump- 
tion of this study is that, with socioeconomic and 
political inequities aside, the educational policies 
alone lack the representation of indigeneous ethnic 
values in the national educational system, and thus, 
have arrested the development of Pakistani nation- 
alism. This research addresses the issues of a socio- 
political and educational reordering of Pakistan, and 
holds that the existing stereotypical images of Pakis- 
tan are further ing the process of national 
unity and cohesion. Social studies curriculum, the 
only uniform curriculum for Pakistani citizens, is 
discussed in four different political periods: (1) The 
Early Establishment Era (1947-1955); ( (2) The First 
Military Rule Era (1955-1968); (3) The Civilian Era 
(1968-1977); and (4) The Post Civilian New-Mili- 
tary Era (1977-present). The study concludes that 
only rational approaches of a participative nature, 
based on “indigenous ethnic arithmetic” and obser- 
vation of equal socio-political justice, could 
strengthen the process of national integration. Only 
then, with a democratic infrastructure, will the edu- 
cational policies be able to effect positively the proc- 
ess of nation and state-building. (SP) 
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Latin American countries have a long history in 
the application of educational technology to the im- 
provement of teacher education. Even though past 
innovations, such as the Multinational Project on 
Educational Technology have been successful, there 
are still problems with the quality of teacher educa- 
tion. Apparently, processes have been improved 
without a careful examination of the link between 
these processes and achievement of desired results. 
A six-step model, developed by Roger Kaufman, 
takes both process and results into account. It is 
based on the application of the systems approach, a 
process for identifying, jus , and resolving 
problems based upon needs. The process is com- 
= of: (1) identifying the problem from needs; (2) 

determining solution requirements and alternatives; 
(3) selecting a solution strategy; (4) implementing 
that strategy; and (5) determining performance ef- 
fectiveness.

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At present, student teaching in most colleges in 
Japan consists of a 6-week four-credit course of 
study taken during the last year of training.

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Identifiers—*Bahamas, *University of Miami FL 
is paper describes how a plan for the University 
of Miami (Florida) to conduct college classes in the 
Bahamas was formulated and implemented. In July 
1973, immediately after their country gained in- 
dependence, a handful of Bahamian students, spon- 
sored by their newly elected government, enrolled 
at the University of Miami. Stimulated by their per- 
sonal interests, their experiences as colonials, and 
their commitment to a newly liberalized homeland, 
these students secured from their Ministry of Edu- 
cation and Culture an invitation to administrators 
from the University of Miami to discuss possibilites 
for bringing er education to the Bahamas. The 
program, which began operating in 1975, has been 
a milestone in B education and in ‘the devel- 
opment of the University of Miami as well. The 
program is committed to: (1) providing relevant 
education and avoiding intellectual colonialism; (2) 
maintaining the quality of education in an external 
setting comparable with campus programs; and (3) 
providing education to assist individual Bahamians 
and the government in the attainment of their goals. 
Students and teachers alike have also worked at 
“Bahamianization” of university curriculum. (JMK) 
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In redesigning teacher education for the 21st cen- 
tury, five basic principles should be considered as 
general guidelines. First, teacher professionalism 
has become a matter of overriding concern. Second, 
teacher education should offer itself as the field for 
the humanization of youth. Third, an interdiscipli- 
nary approach to education is a key factor for the 
appropriate and effective operation of any modern 
educational curriculum. Fourth, the character of the 
teacher, or professor, as a unique class of personage, 
is a traditional aspect of teacher education.

The situation for physically handicapped college 
students both in the United States and abroad was 
studied.

Serving North 
Carolina and southern Virginia, the Heritage Center 
houses a collection of more than 3,500 art and craft 
items from more than 30 African nations, New 
Guinea, and Haiti and is a place where intercultural 
exchange is promoted. The Center cooperates with 
and encourages faculty, students, and community 
groups that have a special interest in Africa to de- 
sign, develop, produce, and acquire materials and 
programs related to that area of special interest. 
Students and teachers learn from being active par- 
ticipants rather than viewers and benefit from a mul- 
tisensory (hands-on) approach to understanding 
basic concepts about the diversity and homogeneity 
of Africa’s ethnic groups.

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A program has been developed at Gallaudet Col- 
lege (District of Columbia) which provides a B.A.

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With an increase in the need for education for 
individuals to function effectively in an information 
society, the pressure for human services providers 
to accept additional responsibilities to educate more 
of their clients has been recognized.

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Results of a —_ of secondary school teachers in 
Tawian suggest that a high school graduate’s inter- 
est in teaching when he applies for university admis- 
sion may not be correlated with his performance in 
teaching afterward. The study covered 331 second- 
ary school teachers who graduated from National 
Taiwan Normal University, a teacher training insti- 
tution.

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This study reports on the findings of a question- 
naire administered to teachers in American schools 
abroad in Guatemala, Mexico, the Netherlands, and 
Belgium. Data is reported in case study format for 
both a male and female teacher in Guatemala and 
the Netherlands. Special attention has been devoted 
to the analysis of the lives of American teachers as 
“third culture people” distinguished as a category 
by high mobility and advanced skill or education. 
Teachers’ perceptions and characterizations of 
themselves in the new environment were deter- 
mined by the questionnaire which included meas- 
urements for locus of control, normlessness, 
self-esteem, and instrumental (short-term) and ter- 
minal (long-term) values. The study found that most 
subjects were well adjusted to their living situation, 
but that did not depend on knowing the country’s 
language. More interaction took place with host na- 
tionals in European countries than in South Ameri- 
can countries. The locus of control is more often 
externally oriented for both female and male sub- 
jects. And terminal as well as instrumental values 
differ greatly between males and females. (JMK) 
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The French-speaking population of Quebec con- 
stitutes a small, isolated island in the midst of an 
English-speaking world. The cultural survival of its 
six to seven million inhabitants depends upon the 
quality of its educational system. In the last few 
years, however, the balance of this system has been 
upset by a number of factors and the University of 
Montreal, where teachers receive their training, has 


been vigorously criticized by the teaching profes- 
sion. Between 1980 and 1981, an evaluation was 
made of the University’s pre-school/primary pro- 
gram; both —— and students judged it inade- 
quate, although their reasons were different. 
Further analysis of the situation has led faculty to 
attempt reforms that accentuate the professional as- 
pect of the program and allow students to work out 
their own training program. Under the proposed 
reform, future teachers will develop skills in a cer- 
tain number of subjects, and their progress will be 
systematically evaluated.

Each subject was tested for maximal oxygen 
consumption on three different occasions. The 
times of day for testing periods were between 0800-

vard University researchers discounts earlier find- 
ings that coaching can substantially improve 
student performance on the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (SAT). “There is simply insufficient evidence 
that large score increases are a result of a coaching 
program,” write Rebecca DerSimonian and Nan 
Laird in the most recent issue of the Harvard Educa- 
tional Review. There is “evidence in the data to 
support a positive effect of coaching. However, the 
size of the effect which we can safely attribute to 
coaching is too small to have much attraction either 
for individual examinees or for educators.” Der- 
Simonian and Laird’s findings are at odds with those 
of two other Harvard researchers, Warner Slack and 
Douglas Porter, who in 1980 caused a stir when 
they claimed that an intensive six-week coaching 
course could boost SAT scores by 40 to 85 points 


(RR, Sept. 17, 1980). The study by DerSimonian, a 
Ph.D. candidate in biostatistics, and Laird, a profes- 
sor of biostatistics at Harvard’s School of Public 
Health, estimates a much smaller gain of about 10 
points. DerSimonian explained that the difference 
had to do with the research methodology. Unlike 
previous studies, which lumped together all analyses 
of coaching effects, DerSimonian and Laird looked 
at well-controlled and less well-controlled studies 
separately. They found that the size of test score 
gain attributed to coaching is correlated with the 
design of a particular study. The less well-controlled 
the study, the greater the effect of coaching is shown 
to be. When gains achieved by coached students are 
compared with national norms, the effects of coach- 
ing appear four to five times greater than in studies 
where coached students are compared with a con- 
trol group. If the controlled studies are taken as the 
most reliable, “then it appears that the benefits of 
coaching are indeed negligible,” write DerSimonian 
and Laird. Slack, meanwhile, took issue with Der- 
Simonian and Laird’s methods and defended his 
own. “It’s not clear that the studies they assigned 
most weight to were better than the others,” he said.

Focusing on the high school dropout problem in 
Austin, Texas, this report presents statistics on 
dropouts, describes characteristics of dropouts, ex- 
amines reasons for and consequences of dropping 
out, and explores how to prevent this problem.

Relationships between 
return migrants and Puerto Rican islanders have not 
been very positive.

Instead of good living conditions, 
ideal weather, good job opportunities, and friend- 
ship, the returnees find themselves confronting poor 
living conditions, discrimination, mistrust, and 
misunderstanding.
